But certain of the alleged telegrams 
made part of the alleged secret Mexi- 
can data bore’ more recent dates and 
the files of the telegraph compar‘es 
fail to disclose any» record of such 
messages having gone over the wires.

®éceived her fatal blow from the prow 
Gf the Coast Guard destroyer Paulding. 
First word of the accidént reached 
fhe department shortly after 4 o’clock, 
When, as is usual on Saturday after- 
moon, allemployes not absolutely essen- 
mal, had been given leave over the week- 


y2 The first dispatch brought to the few 
@mployes on duty the fear that another 
tragedy had darkened the escutcheon 
of the service which sends men down to 
the sea in ships, and immediately they 
prepared to cope with the situation.

Vessels Sent to Scene. 


“Admiral Hughes immediately. made a 
Study of ships and material scattered 
fm bases from Boston to Norfolk, and 
Ordered half a dozen vessels of differ- 
ent kinds to proceed at once to the 
scene of the collision The admiral 
took hope when informed that imme- 
Giately after the collision, when a spot

“Active operations looking toward the 
Taising of the S-4, however, probably 
would be held up until dawn, the ad- 
Milral stated, as working in the dark, it 
Was possible to do things which would 
only have to be undone in the day- 
light. 

©The chief of operations was inclined 
t6 be optimistic as to the condition of 
the men in the sunken craft and as 
to the possibility of getting them out.

If she 
fad only been down for a short time, 
OP was just going down, he said, the 
longer period of life aboard might be 
expected. 


Reported to President. 


Word of the disaster was carried to 
the White House by Secretary Wilbur. 
He told the President all of the details 
which had been received in Washing- 
ton and discussed the steps which are 
being taken to lift the sunken craft 
and rescue the men. 

President Coolidge, it was said, ex- 
pressed keen anxiety over the fate of 
the officers and crew and directed that 
everything possible be done to expedite 
rescue and relief work. 

Secretary Wilbur, while directing the 
rescue work, stopped to explain that 
he believed the submarine was “oper- 
ating on its own grounds, located pur- 
posely so as not to be in steamship 
lines,” when she was struck. He em- 
phasized that the S-4 was on a “care- 
fully planned movement in a carefully 
selected place” and was not engaged 
in a “casual experiment.” 

The Secretary expressed little hope 
that any of the men could be saved 
if the Paulding had been traveling, 
as reported, at a speed of 18 knots 
when she struck the submersible. 
Pontoons which have been sent. to the 
scene are capable of floating about 700 
tons, he said, and, although the sub 
weighs 900 tons, it should not be hard 
to raise if there is any buoyancy left 
in the craft at all. 


May Up-End Submarine. 


It was pointed out at the depart- 
ment that the water in which the 8-4 
rests off Provincetown is believed to 
be only 150 feet deep. In view of this, 
it was said, it would be possible to 
up-end the submersible, which is 231 
feet long, and, by cutting a hole in the 
top end, permit the men to come [to 
the surface. It is regarded as possible 
that this method will be followed by 
the experts who have been ordered to 
the scene. 

By plane and fast ship officers ex- 
‘perienced in salvaging work were speed- 
ng through the night to the area off 
the coast where a four-hour search 
had failed to reveal a single survivor 
of the tragedy. 

From Norfolk Capt. E. J. King, re- 
garded as one of the most efficient of 
rescue workers in the Navy, was ordered 
to proceed to New London, Conn., where 
arrangements have been made to speed 
him to the scene of operations.

Guard destroyer Paulding. 

The Bushnell carried divers, who will 
begin operations at daybreak tomorrow, 
if water conditions permit. The vessel 
also is equipped with lifting apparatus.

The S-4, which was builf at the navy 
yard here, is the fourth vessel of her 
class to figyre in a serious accident 
Three years ago the S-19 ran ashore on 
the outer .bar at Orleans, Cape Cod.

New York, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—Two sea- 
going tugs were ordered to stand by at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard late today, 
awaiting instructions to proceed to 
Provincetown, where the submarine 
S-4 was sunk in collision with the 
Coast Guard destroyer Paulding.

She was making her trial 
tests after the overhauling when the 
accident occurred. 

The submarine, it was said at the 
Navy Department last night, was com- 
missioned in 1919. With a length of 231 
feet, the S-4 had a surface displace- 
ment of 876 tons, and a submerged dis- 
placement of 1,092 tons. She was 21 
feet 10 inches in breadth, and had a 
mean draft of slightly more than 13 
feet. 

The Paulding was turned over to the 
Coast Guard in 1924. and was being 
used on the prohibition patrol. She re- 
cently figured in an accident off the 
coast of New England. when, in trying 
to avoid another ship she lost a smoke- 
stack. She was of the old type of de- 
stroyer with a raised forecastle, and 
was of the 740-ton type. 


Norfolk Navy Yard Given 
Order to Send Pontoons 


Norfolk, Va., Dec. 17 -(A.P.).—The 

U. 8S. S. Wright, flagship of Rear Ad- 
miral J. J. Raby, commander of the 
aircraft squadron, scout fleet, now at 
the Hampton Roads naval operating 
base, tonight received orders to proceed 
to sea to engage in salvage work in 
connection with the sinking of the sub- 
marine S-4 by the destroyer Paulding, 
off Provincetown, Mass., this after- 
noon.

He 
had left here Sunday to study the S-4 
on her standardization tests after the 
overhauling, and had expected to be 
back in the Capital early next week. 
At the home of Mr. Ford, on Montana 
avenue, the news only brought added 
sorrow to a family already partially 
blighted. There the story of the sink- 
ing was told to Fr. Ford’s aged mother 
and a sister, for the draftsman’s wife 
is in an asylum, and has been for some 
time. The mother was prostrated by 
the news, the first accident which has 
happened to Ford in nearly two score 
years of service in the Navy, which he 
entered when only 20 years old.

Suffer Severely.

New York, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—Submer- 
sible fighting craft, while forming a 
comparatively small part of the world’s 
great navies, have furnished some of 
the outstanding marine disasters. 

The last great submarine disaster 
was the loss of the S-51 off Block Is- 
land, R. I.; when 34 men were killed 
in the sinking of the submarine in a 
collision with the City of Rome, Sep- 
tember, 1925. 

Other accidents to underseas craft, 
as shown by the Associated Press rec- 
ords, were: 

In 1913. the American submarine O-5, 
was in collision with a steamer at the 
Atlantic Ocean entrance to the Panama 
Canal. Three men lost. 

In 1915, at Honolulu, loss of 22 offi- 
cers and men of the F-4. 

In December, 1922, 42 men were 
trapped eight hours under water when 
the S-48 went to the bottom with an 
open hatch. All were rescued. The 
accident happened on a trial cruise off 
Bridgeport, Conn. 

In August, 1923, a new unnamed Ja- 
panese undersea boat sank on its first 
trial trip at Kobe, with the largest re- 
corded loss in submarine history; 85 
men were killed when the craft listed 
and sank. 

March 19, 1924, 49 lives were lost on 
the Japanese submarine No. 43, in col- 
lision with the Japanese battleship Tat- 
suta, off Susebo. 

January 10, 1924, 43 officers and men 
of the British submarine L-24 were lost 
off Portland, England, in a collision 
ban the British dreadnought Resolu- 

on. 

In September, 1925, the Italian sub- 
marine Sebastiano Veniero was lost dur- 
ing maneuvers. off Sicily, with 50 men 
aboard. 

On March 23, 1922, during war games 
off Gibraltar, a British submarine, with 
23 men aboard, was rammed and sunk 
by a British destroyer. 

In 1918 a British submarine sank in 
the English Channel, and during the 
war numerous German underwater 
boats were lost and never recovered. 

On January 30, 1925, the American 
S-48 grounded off Portsmouth, N. H, 
in a snowstorm, but was floated the 
next day, and during the same month 
the S-19 grounded for a short time off 
Cape Cod. 

An accident at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard in 1916 caused four deaths and 
many injuries to members of the crew 
on board the United States Navy E-2. 
The accident was caused by an ex- 
plosion. 

The explosion of gas in the storage 
battery compartment of the U. S. sub- 
marine S-49, at New London, Conn,, 
killed three men and injured nine 
others, April 4, 1926.

Submarine Wrecked in Crash 
With City of Rome; 33 on 
Vessel Perished. 


3 PICKED UP ON WAVES 


Boston, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—The sinkin: 
of the submarine 8-4 in a collision of: 
Provincetown today recalled the loss of 
‘a vessel of the same class—-the S-51— 
off Block Island in 1925. The S8S-51 
was sunk in a collision with the steam- 
ship City of Rome, and 33 officers and 
men lost their lives. 

The 8-51 was lost on the nicht of 
September 25, 1925. The collision tore 
a hole in her port side aft of the bow. 
and the vessel filled and went down 
almost immediately. Many of the crew 
were trapped in their bunks, and those 
who were working the ship had no 
time to close the doors between the 
compartments. Only three men were 
saved out of seven who made their way 
to the bridge. The submarine was 
commanded by Lieut. Rodney H. Dob- 
son, who was swept from the bridge 
and drowned. 

Capt John H. Diehl, of Medford, 
Mass., commander of the City of Rome, 
had his vessel cruise about the scene 
for a time and three men were picked 
up by life boats. These were Alfred 
Geier, New Bedford; Dewey Kile, Peoria, 
Miss., and Michael 8S. Lira, St. Louts. 
Failing to find other survivors, Capt 
Diehl continued his voyage from Sa- 
vannah to Boston. 

After five days of examination of 
the sunken vessel by divers, all hope 
for the men inside the S-51 was aban- 
doned. It was later learned that the 
submarine must have filled from stem 
to stern a/jfew moments after the col- 
lision, causing all on board to drown 
Ten bodies were recovered from the 
wreckage. “ 

A series of investigations followed 
upon the loss of the submarine. The 
certificates of Capt. Diehl and Third 
Mate Timothy Dreyer, of the City of 
Rome, were suspended for varying pe- 
rlods. 

Capt. Diehl was tried in the Federal 
Court at Boston on charges growing 
out of the disaster, but was acquitted. 
Last month suits against the Govern- 
ment aggregating $2,000,000 by rela- 
tives of the 33 men lost on the 8-51 
were dismissed in Brooklyn.

MENTION OF ACQUITTAL 
BY DEFENSE FORBIDDEN 


Defendant Made Money and 
Got the “Swelled Head,” 
Taft Tells Jury. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 17 (A.P.).— 
Final pleas to the jury in George Re- 
mus’ murder trial were begun late to- 
day. 

Charles P. Taft 2d, Hamilton County 
prosecutor, faced the two women and 
ten men of the jury, who for five ‘-veeks 
had heard the evidence in the trial of 
the former Chicago lawyer, who became 
the “king of bootleggers,” and finally 
killed his estranged wife, Imogene, here 
last October 6 

Taft had only an hour in which to 
open for the State because he had to 
divide the two hours left of the session 
with the defense. That left six hours 
of argument to be completed next 


delivery of Remus’ 
hands, 

Charles H. Elston, cocounsel with 
Remus, pleaded with the jury in Re- 
mus’ behalf under the strict injunc- 
tio of the court not to mention the 
subject of a straight-out acquittal. 


Said Special Charge Is Sought. 


Judge Shook gave that injunction 
when, after a long argument he took 
under advisement until Monday morn- 
ing the State’s plea that he omit from 
his charge any reference to “acquittal” 
being one of the possible verdicts of 
the jury. 

Elston and Taft fought strenuously 
over the special charge, each citing 
precedents for the court including or 
omitting it. 

Elston maintained that if the jury 
determined that the defense had not 
proven Remus insane when he fired the 
fatal shot, then it would be up to the 
judge to direct a verdict of guilty. 

Taft maintained that it would be an 
insult to public opinion, as re»resented 
by tne jury, to ask that a man who 
had killed his wife be walked out of 
the courtroom a free man. 


Unlawful to Kill Wife? 


Just before he took the decision un- 
der advisement Judge Shook turned to 
Elston and asked: 

“Isn’t it unlawful for a man to shoot 
his wife?” 

“It might, or might not, be; that is 
something for the jury to determine,”’ 
replied Elston. 

Judge Shook demanded to know what 
part of the State’s case the defense 
would argue had not been proven. 

Again Elston refused to commit him- 
self. He repeated that it was a matter 
for the jury to determine.” 

The slaying of Mrs Remus was the 
inevitable culmination of a series of 
unlawful acts begun by Remus when 
he deserted the practice of the law 
which he was sworn to uphold, to come 
to Cincinnati to engage in bootlegging

MORE SECRET SERVICE | 
MEN SOUGHT BY CHIEF 


Moran Points Out Growth of 
Crime His Force Is Com- 
pelled to Meet. | 


VETERAN BONUS FRAUDS | 


(Associated Press.) 

An increase in the field personnel of 
the Secret Service has been recommend- 
ed to Secretary Mellon by Chief William 
H. Moran. 

More men are needed, he said today, 
because of the increasing volume of 
Secret Service work due to the enforce- 
ment of the soldier bonus and the Fed- 
eral farm loan act and investigation of 
counterfeiting and forging of govern- 
ment transportation vouchers. 

Lately, Chief Moran reported, the 
service has been called on from all parts 
of the country to run down alterations 
of veterans’ adjusted service certificates 
which have been changed to obtain 
immediate loans. 

In some cases, he said, the altera- 
tions were due to the veterans’ need 
of money because of destitute Tir- 
cumstances and in others to a desire 
for funds for Christmas. 

Another new source of annoyance to 
the Secret Service comes from the in- 
creased counterfeiting of American 
notes in foreign countries. 

The counterfeiters, the chief sald, 
prey on the ignorance of foreigners 
regarding American money, and in nu- 
merous cases they have passed crudely 
raised $1 for $100 notes. 

While the service can not take direct 
action, due to prohibition of operating 
in foreign countries, an effort is being 
made to run down the international 
counterfeiters through a cooperative 
exchange of information with foreign 
secret services.

MILAN'S 60-40 PLAN 


Recommend Change in Com- 
mittee to Fix Ratio of Fed- 
eral Aid to District. 


PROPOSE BIENNIAL RATE 


Changes in the bill introduced in 
the House by Representative Frederick 
N. Zihlman to reestablish the 60-40 
plan whereby the Federal Government 
will gontribute 40 per cent of local ex- 
pencitures instead of a lump sum of 
$9,000,000, as at present, will be recom- 
mended by the Commissioners, it was 
indicated at the District Building yes- 
terday.

Approval of the bill will be recom- 
mended by the Commissioners with a 
Suggested amendment, it is said, 
changing the number of committee 
members to sevén named as follows: 

The chairmen of the Senate and 
House District committees; the chair- 
men (or some other ‘member desig- 
nated by each of them) of the Senate 
and House appropriations committees; 
the director of the budget; a commis- 
sion designated by the board of Com- 
missioners, and a citizen of the Dis- 
trict designated by the Commissioners. 

The Commissioners would have the 
committee recommend the ratio of con- 
tribution between the United States 
and the District for two-year periods ine 
stead of annually as proposed in the 
Zihlman bill.

Granting the request of Frank L. 
Smith, of Illinois, for postponement un- 
til after the Christmas holidays of hear- 
ings on his right to the Senate seat 
temporarily denied him, the Senate 
campaign funds committee yesterday 
fixed January 7 for his appearance.

Out of line with the recommenda- 
tions of the Treasury, and calling for 
@ $290,000,000 decrease in revenue pay- 
ments—more than the Treasury, in 
President Coolidge’s opinion, can, stand 
—the bill will be the subject of brief 

The Senate then will take 

with predictions general that 

concerted efforts will be made to revise 
its provisions. 

As approved by the House, the meas- 
ure would result in an annual tax re- 
duction of $57,000,000 more than the 
amount recommended by its ways and 
means committee, at least that is the 
estimate. 

The House total was $65,000,000 above 
the “safe” maximum, set by Secretary 
Mellon and approved by the President, 
but more than $100,000,000 below the 
figure recommended by the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States. 


Two Leaders at Odds. 


Chairman Smoot, of the 
finance committee, has expressed the 
belief that the Senate may scale the 
bill down to somewhere near the 
Treasury total. 

On the other hand, Senator Simmons, 
of North Carolina, the senior Democrat 
on the committee, sees no reason why 
the reduction shouldn’t be boosted to 
$400,000,000, and is laying plans to 
that end. 

The efforts of the Chamber of Com- 
merce to bring about a $400,000,000 re- 
duction in taxes, already subjected to 
criticism by President Coolidge and 
Secretary Mellon, drew the fire y:ster- 
day of Representative Tilson, the Re- 
publican floor leader in the House. 

In a statement he declared that the 
organization “started the protest 
against Treasury recommendations and 
should certainly share the blame for 
any. attrocities committed by their 
allies, the Democrats in Congress.”’ 

“I think a part of the blame or 
credit, which ever it may be, for the 
failure to follow the Treasury recom- 
mendation as to the amount and type 
of tax reduction to be made,” he said, 
“should be placed where it rightfully 
belongs.” 

Senator Simmons, after a call at the 
White House, reiterated that the tax 
burden of the Nation could be eased 
to the extent of $400,000,000 without 
impairing Government finances. He 
expressed the conviction that the tax 
bill when passed by the Senate will 
reach that: amount. 


Simmons Laughs at Veto. 


The North Carolina senator laughed 
aside suggestions that Mr. Coolidge 
would veto a bill which provided for 
a tax cut of more than the $225,000,000 
recommended by the Treasury. 

He said it was very likely that Mr. 
Coolidge would disapprove if the tax 
reduction reached $500,000,000 or $600,- 
000,000, but he said he was convinced 
that a reduction of $400,000,000 would 
not be turned down at the White 
House. . 

Senator Simmong added that he 
would seek to have the House provision 
for repeal of the automobile sales tax 
retained in the bill and in addition 
would seek discontinuance of all other 
so-called muisance taxes, ihcluding 
those on admissions, and would work 
for a cut in the corporation tax rate be- 
low the 1144 per cent figure approved by 
the House. 

During the day President Coolidge 
called in Senator Curtis, the Republican 
ledder, and discussed with him the 
handling of the tax bill. 

Mr. Coolidge is understood to have 
reiterated to the senator his belief that 
the bill as passed by the House was not 
within reasonable limits and expressed 
the hope that the Senate would bring 
it within them.

FIRST DEFICIENCY BILL 
SENT TO WHITE HOUSE 


Gun Elevation and Building 
Program Funds Included 
in Measure. 


DISTRICT TOTAL $713,244 


(Associated Press.) 
The first appropriation bill of the 
session—a deficiency measure carrying 


$200,936,000 to meet additional. ex- 
penses for the current fiscal year—was 
sent to the White House yesterday by 
Congress. 

The bill carries $940,000 for elevation 
of guns on the battleships Oklahoma 
and Nevada if the President should de- 
termine that this would not be a viola- 
tion of the Washington Arms Treaty. 

More than $8,000,000 also is included 
to initiate the first year of the admin- 
istration’s building program, All recom- 
mendations submitted by the Budget 
Bureau for public buildings in many 
cities throughout the country were ap- 
proved unchanged. A list of these 
projects was made public the day after 
Congress convened and work will start 
during the current year. The building 
items proposed by the Senate, $200,000 
for Juneau, Alaska, and $50,000 for 
Durango, Colo., were eliminated. 

The measure also creates a commis- 
sion to determine suitable locations 
for storage of high explosives now at 
the Raritan arsenal in New Jerser, and 
at Curtis Bay, near Baltimore. Included 
among other provisions are $5,500,000 
for purchase of the Cape Cod Canal; 
$463,732 for payment of Shawnee and 
Delaware Indian claims in Oklahoma; 
$100,000 for brick-making machinery 
for the Chillicothe (Ohio) Reformatory: 
with provisions that brick madg there 
can be sold only to the Government; 
$37,000 for improvements to the water 
supply at Fort Douglas, Utah, and a 
large appropriation for payment of 
Army and Navv pensions. 


The first deficiency ‘ill carries ap- 
propriations for the District totaling 
$713,244.35. 

The bill carries an appropriation to 
provide new, temporary quarters for 
the House of Detention and the Health 
Department clinics, and also includes 
the following items: For a national ar- 
boretum, $300,000; for repairs to Chain 
Bridge, $25,000, and for repairs to the 
White House, $25,000.

‘Root Arbitration Treaty Be- 


tween Two Countries Ex- 
pires February 27. 


MODEL FOR ALL OTHERS

Conversations here with relation to 
the antiwar treaty proposals made by 
France are tending toward the view 
that the subject éan be best treated in 
extending or redrafting the Root arbi- 
tration treaty between the two coun- 
tries which expires February 27. 

It was said at the State Department 
yesterday that this appeared to be the 
“most. logical’ method of insuring con- 
tinued peace between France and the 
United States but it was emphasized 
that. the American viewpoint did not 
contemplate a blanket commitment to 
arbitrate questions of every character. 

The Root treaty itself makes the 
usual exception, divorcing purely do- 
mestic matters such as immigration, 
taxation, and like subjects, from the 
field of arbitration: It also reserves 
action on all issues involving national 
honor. 


The conversations here between Sec- 
retary Kellogg and Paul Claudel, the 
French Ambassador, in which Ambas- 
sador Herrick and Chairman Borah, 
of the Senate foreign relations com- 
mittee, have had a share, were said 
at the State Department not to have 
approached 2 point where any definite 
program for amendment of the Root 
treaty to widen its meaning had been 
evolved. It was emphasized, however, 
that the theory of arbitration was use- 
ful in»:solving international Aisputes 
only so long as dlistinction between 
international and domestic questions 
was drawn.

BRITISH NAVY CLAIMS 
FINALLY SETTLED 


Paymaster in Annual Report 
Tells of $449,905.17 Paid 
by United States. 


Final settlement has been made of 
counterclaims between the United 


States and Great Britain growing out 
of exchange of stores and supplies be- 
tween their navies during the World 
War, Rear Admiral Charles Morris, pay- 
master general of the Navy, announces 
in his annual report, the amount of 
settlement being $449,905.17. 

British claims were accepted for 
$661,530.43 and were offset by the 
United States Navy accepted claims of 
$211,625.26. The original British claims 
amounted to $1,121,336.20 and_ original 
claims against the British $237,883.16 

Centralized. purchase business for the 
fiscal year 1927, amounted to $54,298,- 
266.74. This was handled in 3,524 con- 
tracts totaling $54,137,143.33 and 760 
bureau orders totaling $161,123.41. 

Stating that wholesale cost of food-

Capital Eves 


Wanderer of Skies Is About Same Size as Jupiter and 
Is in Western Horizon, Moving Rapidly 
Northeast, Away From Sun. 


A wanderer of space made its debut 
on the horizon of Washington last 
night when the new comet discovered 
about two weeks ago in the Southern 
Hemisphere became visible here for the 
first time. 

According to Dr. Asaph Hall, of the 
Naval Observatory, dn charge of obser- 
vations of the new body, the heavenly 
visitor is about as bright as the planet 
Jupiter and has a faint tail. 

Last night, Dr. Hall said, the comet 

was about eight degrees directly north 
of the sun, while the tail extended 
toward the north. It is now rapidly 
moving away from the sun. However, 
it will sojourn in this vicinity for 
several days yet and, although it will 
not increase in brightness, still it will 
set later each day and, therefore, may 
be seen,to greater advantage. 
The visitor, according to Dr. Hall, 
was hardly visible to the naked eye 
yesterday evening. However, it may be 
visible on the western horizon today, 
directly after sunset. Perhaps the 
naked eye may catch a view of it for 
a few subsequent evenings. But it is 
hastening out of our solar system 
faster than ever wings could speed and, 
therefore, the possible view of it is 
limited in time. 

The comet set last night half an hour 
later than the sun. The sun passed 
over the verge at 4:48 o’clock, and the 
comét, which at present is its travel- 
ing: companion, keeping pace with it 
throughout the day, dropped out of 
sight at about 6:15 o’clock. 

Dr. Hall pointed out that Jupiter is 
hardly visible to the naked eye 30 
minutes after sunset, and therefore, the 
comet, until it is setting later than 
this, could hardly be visible. 

The comet was discovered py F. J. 
Shjellerup, an amateur astronomer, of 
Melbourne, Australia, and it has been 
given the appellation of Shjelleup’s 
comet, in honor of its discoverer. It 
is one of the brighest seen in several 
decades, it is said, and is one of the 
few discernible in Washington to the 
naked eye in several years. 

According to Dr. Hall, the orbit, com- 
puted from three observations already 
made, does not appear to be absolutely 


correct, so that observations yet to be 
made must determine whether its orbit 
is a parabola or an ellipse. 

If the orbit is a parabola the comet 
will never return to our system, but will 
pass on into the limitless space. If an 
ellipse it will return. Since it is difi- 
cult to determine a parabola from an 
ellipse, the observations yet to be,made 
will be more accurate. 

The Naval Observatory made its in- 
itial observation last. night, and will 
continue to make observations, so that 
more definite knowledge may be ex- 
pected of the comet shortly. 

Just what its size is or how near it 
passed to the sun, or how far it is from 
the earth, can not be determined from 
the knowledge so far obtained. 

It is now moving north and east from 
its position on the western horizon. The 
fact that it is setting later is explained 
by its easterly motion. 

Since its tail is faint, it is apparently 
not so markedly equipped in that res- 
pect. Perhaps it is a stub-tailed comet, 
at least for the present. However, its 
unusual brightness argues that its nu- 
cleus is large. It argues also that it Is 
close to the sun, and not so far from 
the earth, comparatively. Still, certain 
component substances may have aug- 
mented its brightness. 

Dr. Hall confirms the general im- 
pression that the planet is an absolute 
stranger in these regions. Therefore it 
is undoubtedly what is called a “tramp” 
comet. 

That is not unusual, however, because 
comets are notoriously the “tramps” of 
the heavens. They are the lost wan- 
derers of space. They come sometimes 
within range of sun and earth, and pass 
on into space. 

Occasionally they take a liking for 
our system, assume an elliptical orbit, 
and come back every so often, although 
the period of return may range from 
three or four to thousands of years. 
Then it happens, too, that old periodic 
visitors lose their interest in us, shift 
their orbits to a parabola, and bid us 
farewell forever. 

It is only just, however, to say that 
when they change their orbits one of 
our planets usually has the most to do 
with it. The giant Jupiter has been 
especially active in this respect.

Joseph L. Martin, 58 years old, pres- 
ident of the Potomac Construction Co.,

BY UNDERWORLO'S ‘TIP 


Squads After Criminals Find 
Resorts Closed When 
They Reach Them. 


SUSPECTS ALL LAID LOW 


The “grapevine telegraph” last night 
frustrated the carefully laid plans of 
the police to stage a series of raids 
and round up a group of suspected 
criminals believed to be amusing them- 
selves in gambling houses.

AT 3 HOME IN CHICAGO 


Gangster’s Arrest If He Is

thicago, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—His home 
surrounded by policemen with orders 
to arrest him if he came out and to 
allow none of his followers to go in. 
“Scarface” Al Capone, Chicago gang 
leader, tonight became a virtual pris- 
oner of the police, although technically 
at liberty. 

Capone reached Chicago last night 
after jousting with the Joliet officers 
for @ day, and went to the home of his 
mother, where he lives with his wife 
Today William O’Connor, chief of de- 
tectives, ordered ten policemen, sta- 
tioned about the block where Capone 
has taken refuge. 

The policemen were told .to arrest 
the gangster as a suspicious character 
if he ventures out, and to arrest any 
of his followers who try to visit him. 

“We don’t want Capone here,” 
O’Connor observed, “so we are trying 
to make it uncomfortable for him. Of 
course, we might let him out if he 
were going to catch a train that went 
far enough from Chicago. _ 

“If he wants to spend the holidays in- 
side by himself, thct’s all right.” 

Capone left Chicago after a new gang | 
war had been started for control of 
vice and gambling. He went to Los 
Angeles where the police became so 
perturbed over his presence that they 
finally took him to the railroad station 
to be sure he left town. Yesterday he 
left his train at Joliet, intending to 
return by motor to Chicago, and was 
again the object of police attentions, 
the entire Joliet force meeting him and 
arresting the gangster and half a dozen 
henchmen, all of them armed.

We can not put back - e clock. The 
fatal blunder has been made and we 
must bear the consequences, but first 
it is of the most urgent imperial inter- 
est that the new British government, 
whose arrival can not be long delayed, 


should issue a declaration of our naval ‘chairs in the prison factory here, but

In that declaration should be in- 
cluded an explicit repudiation of any 
acheme for measuring our strength in 
maval construction against the im- 
mensely superior resources of the 
United States. * * * 

The immediate future should see a 
sharp curtailment in British naval ex- 
penditure. What size of fleet the 
Americans choose to build is no con- 
cern of ours. Ve have not the money 
to emulate them, and, if we had, it 
would be most wanton waste to spend 
it on such useless ends.

Solved by Physicist 


New York, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—The mys- 
tery of nebulium in the nebulae which 
had. baffied scientists for 60 years has 
been solved, says Prot Harlow Shapley, 
of Harvard, with the discovery that it is 
the commonly known oxygen minus 
two of its electrons.

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COLD WAVE IN PARIS 
IS CAUSING DEATHS 


3 Die, 20 Others in Serious 
Condition; All of France 
ls Suffering. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
Paris, Dec. 17.—France is gripped in 
the clutches of a cold wave with the 


lowest temperature since the terrible 
war time winter of 1917. The .frigid 
wave took its first casualties tonight. 
Three died in a local hospital and 
twenty are in serious condition. The 
losses of the ,retail stores, many of 
which do a huge Christmas business in 
the outdoor terraces, will run into 
millions. 

The thermometer registered 12 below 
zero centrigrade in Paris this morning. 
Throughout the country the mercury 
is below zero with the record figure 16 
below at Mayence, but even thé Riviera 
and Marseilles report wintry weather. 

The extreme cold practically para- 
lyzes Paris, which is not used to the 
cold and not built to stand frigidity 
The terraces of the cafes are deserted; 
waiters with their arms wrapped in 
their aprons, are taking shelter inside, 
and the outdoor bargain tables of the 
department stores have been aban- 
doned.

Executed Ruthlessty as Reds 
in Drive to Clean Out 
All Communists. 


ALL SOVIET OFFICIALS 


IN HANKOW DEPORTED 


Moscow, in Note, Declares, It 
Never Recognized the 
Nanking Government. 


Shanghai, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—The work 
of expelling communists is being pur- 
sued with utter ruthlessness in Canton 
and Hankow, even women and girls be- 
ing shot down indiscriminately if sus- 
pected of being communists. 

Bobbed hair is considered a sign of a 


woman communist in China and at 
least fourteen bobbed-haired girls and 


-women have been shot by antired troops 


in Canton. During the ruthless cam- 
paign against the.communists, troops 
shot down the girls and women in the 
streets without compunction. 

Nineteen Russians declared to be com- 
munists have been executed ‘in the 
streets in Canton as a warning to those 
who turned to communism, said ad- 
vices from Hong Kong. Among those re- 
ported killed were M. Kirisheff and his 
wife. The latter was the secretary to 
Michael Borodin, Russian adviser to the 
former nationalist government. 

Fifteen soviet officials, including Con- 
sul General Plitesche, were deported 
from Hankow this morning and started 
for Shanghai aboard a Chinese steamer. 


Shanghai More Moderate. 


While ruthless methods are being 
pursued in Canton and Hankow the 
Nationalists in Shanghal have con- 
tented themselves with more moderate 
methods, merely requiring the registra- 
tion of all Russians with the declara- 
tion whether they are “Red” or “White.” 
This course of action is being followed 
despite the fact that it has been re- 
ported that had the communist coup 
at Canton proved successful it would 
have been followed by a similar coup 
in Shanghai. 

Soviet Consul Kovlovsky with his 
staff, however, is ready to depart when- 
ever he is required by Nanking Nation-. 
alists, who have severed relations with 
Soviet Russia. 

It had been suggested that the So- 
viet officials in Shanghai might take 
refuge in the French concession, but 
the French consular authorities have 
instructed the French police to notify 
all Russians employed by Soviet con 
cerns that they must leave the con- 
cession under a time limit which, will 
be decided by the police. Meanwhile, 
French police are picketing the homes 
of the Russians, 


Note Rejects Charges. 


The Soviet government has replied 
promptly to the recent Nanking note 
severing relations, M. Kovlovsky this 
afternoon, handing Quo Tai-Chi, the 
Nanking foreign commissioner, the 
Russian reply, drawn by Foreign Com- 
missioner Tchitcherin. 

The gist of the reply is that the 
Soviet government never recognized the 
so-called Nanking Nationalist govern- 
ment and that all relations. between 
Russia and China are governed by the 
treaty signed with the Peking govern- 
ment in 1924. Every Soviet appoint- 
ment made in China was made with 
the sanction and approval of the Peking 
government, 

The note emphatically rejects the 
eto that the Soviet consulate in 

anton was used as a basis for direct- 
ing a revolutionary movement in the 
province of Kwantung and generally 
accuses the Nationalists their pre- 
sentation as yielding to pressure from 
foreign “imperialists.” 


No Threat by Moscow. 


The note contains no threat or sug- 
gestion of retaliation, its tone being 
of reproach that unjustified actions by 
the Nationalists will recoil on the Chi- 
nese people themselves. 

M. Kovlovsky and his staff have 
made tentative preparations to leave 
Shanghai on December 21.

14 OR MORE OUTLANS 
ARE KILLED BY MARINES 


Three Encounters in Nica- 
ragua Are Reported by 
~ Col. Mason Gulick. 


NO CASUALTIES FOR U. S. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Dec. 17 (A.P.). 
Col. Mason Gulick, commander of. the 
United States Marines here, said today 
tha’: three encounters between Marines 
and National Guardsmen and outlaws 
had taken place in the past few days. 

Seven or more outlaws were killed 
and a large number wounded. Six out- 
laws were killed and three wounded 
when a combat patrol of Marines and 
National Guards attacked an outlaw 
band at Corrales, near Falso Point. 
There were no Marine or National Guard 
casualties in this or the other two 
skirmishes. 


Several outlaws were wounded and 
perhaps some killed in a.. engagement 
near Telpaneca between Pericon and 
El Portal which took place just before 
darkness fell, preventing a check of 
casualties. Twelve machetes and se€v- 
eral dynamite bombs were captured. 

One rebel was killed and three were 
wounded when a rebel patrol attacked a 
party of Marines and guardsmen be- 
tween Santa Isabel and Santa Lucia. 
The remaining rebels fled to the moun- 
tins. 

Col. Gulick said the inhabitants of 
the region are gaining confidence and 
a feeling of security due to the pres- 
ence of Marines. They now give infor- 
mation as to the whereabouts of ovt- 
laws whereas heretofore any One who 
gave such information was killed by the 
outlaws, he added.

Shanghai, Dec. 17.-—The Nationalist 
government today went further to the 
extreme right when a mandate was is- 
sued ordering the arrest of the entire 
Cantonese delegation and members of 
the Kuomintang central executive com- 
mittee, including Wang Ching-Wei, Koo 
Meng-Yu, Chen Kung-Po, Kan Naik- 
Wan, Wang Fa-Chi, Wang Loh-Ping, 
Pan Yung-Chao, Chen Shu-Jen and Jo 
Hsiang- Yen. A 

The mandate has created a stir since 
it includes the names of some of the 
most prominent Kuomintang members, 
who heretofore had not been connected 
with any red movements in China. 
Hence, it is considered a result of the 
rightist hysteria now prevalent, similar 
to the red wave last spring, which was 
responsible for the Nanking and other 
incidents. 

The soviet consulate here is sur- 
rounded by local British police, Visit- 
ors, including foreign newspaper cor- 
respondents, are forced to submit to a 
search. 

William Fleming, an American at- 
torney,; who is attorney for the local 
soviet Russian interests, was forced to 
submit to a search of his personal ef- 
fects before being permitted to enter 
the building, and again when he de- 
parted.

CABINET 1 ASSURED, 
OBSERVERS ASSERT 


Dissention in Government and 
Economic Paralysis Are 
Bringing on Crisis. 


IS CERTAIN TO RETURN 


Can Take His Place as Re- 
gent, or King, Foes of 
Bratiano Hold. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Crosswardein, Roumania, Dec. 17.— 
The fall of the Roumanian governmen 
within a couple of months seems’ cer- 
tain. Discredited by the trial of M. 
Manoilescu, former Crown Prince Carol's 
agent, shaken by the internal and ex- 
trenal reaction against the students 
riots at Grosswardein, lacking the lead- 
ership of the late Premier Ion Bratiano, 
who alone is credited with direction 
of the Roumanian nation and dynasty 
in the last 16 years, and divided by dif- 
ferences between the members of the 


cabinet itself, suffering through the 
country from an economic paralysis, 
the government already is. showing 
signs of disintegration. | 

This means the dissolution of parlia- 
ment and new elections as demanded 
by the leader of the opposition, M. 
Maniu, generally regarded as the logi- 
cal successor to the premiership. 

M. Maniu has pledged himself to 
allow the people of Roumania, if Prince 
Carol demands, to settle the question 
for all time whether the black sheep 
crown prince returns as regent or king. 

Embarrassed by the bad impression 
frore the student riots, and especially 
by the Keller case, at home and abroad, 
it is stated that M. Manoilescu, who 
for years has been working to create 
good will between Roumania, England 
and America, is threatening to resign. 

The opposition is openly making cap- 
ital of the disturbances, as M. Maniu 
bitterly condemns the policy of the 
government, from .the economic pro- 
gram, returning private debts to for- 
eigners under foreign control to Rou- 
manian enterprises, down to the treat- 
ment of minorities. 

Officers of the army and even mem- 
bers of the present government regard 
the return of Carol only a question of 
time, first as prince and then as king. 
They believe Prince Nicholas would 
welcome his brother back and no quar- 
rel is possible between the father and 
his son. 

M. Maniu refuses to compromise on 
any feature of his program, although 
he declares his party—which was ad- 
mitted by Premier Bratiano and M. 
Duca in recent speeches in parliament 
—could carry elections in the country. 

Practically the government has few 
legs on which to. stand. Premier 
Bratiano is blamed for the inability of 
Roumania to get credit abroad as he 
himself repudiated the debts of the 
Roumanian government with all 
foreign concerns, including agreements 
with the Baldwin Locomotive Works, 
American Food Products and others. 
He is also blamed for paralyzing the 
oil industry, one of the chief sources 
of wealth of the country, as he placed 
prohibitive export taxes and nation- 
alized the subsoil and demanded that 
all enterprises be controlled by Rou- 
mania. 

He also is responsible for the fact 
that the agricultural production of the 
country is so reduced today that peas- 
ants who used to sell grain now eat 
bread made from American and, Jugo- 
Sslavian flour. 

‘The economic life of the former rich 
territories of Transylvania and Bessa- 
rabia is stified. A large part of the 
population, formerly wealthy, are suf- 
fering dire poverty and actually are 
afraid for their lives.

Carol in Hands of Soviet, 
Bacharest Senator Says 


Paris, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—Senator De- 
metre Draghigesco, a professor of Bu- 
charest University, writes in a signed 
article in L’Avenir: 

“Prince Carol (of Roumania) has 
fallen into the hands of Soviet agents. 
“Being unable to stir up trouble and 
disarray in Roumania, the Soviet quite 
naturally thought of using the situa- 
tion in which Carol finds himself. His 
present secretary, Hugo Bacher, who has 
recently taken up his duties following 
the expulsion from France of his pre- 
decessor, implicated in a case of traf- 
ficking in passports has been for years 
a Soviet agent.” 

The senator then gives in lurid de- 
tail Bacher’s alleged career as told’ in 
articles in Bucharest newspapers. These 
charged convictions and expulsions 
from various countries, notably from 
Frarice in 1921, to which country he re- 
turned in 1926. In concluding, the 
senator writes: 

‘ “The Roumanian people, whatever 
sympathy they may cherish for Carol, 
wish and require to be left in peace 
so they can, by organized and peaceful 
work, improve the critical economic sit- 
uation through which they are passing. 
It is not coups d’efat and rivalries for 
the throne which give Roumania the 
respite necessary for its moral and ma- 
terial restoration.”

Historic Masonic Organization 
Has Been Long Identified 
With Old “First Ward.” 


TOOK PART IN FUNERAL 
SERVICES FOR JACKSON 


Petition for Formation Grant- 
ed December 27, 1827; At 
Monument Dedication. 


One hundred years of Masonic frater- 
nalism in the District of Columbia will 
be reviewed when Hiram Lodge, No. 10. 


FP. A. A. M., begins next week the cele- 
bration of its centennial. 

Founded December 27, 1827, the lodge 
was for the most part of the nineteenth 
century closely identified with the men 
and life of the old “First Ward.” It 
played a prominent part in many of 
the outstanding public ceremonies in 
Washington history. Hiram Lodge took 
part in the funeral services for Andrew 
Jackson and participated in the dedica- 


tion of the Washington Monument. 

The lodge had its inception in a peti- 
tlon received December 15, 1827, by 
Grand Master John N. Moulder, of 
Washington, seeking a dispensation to 
form a lodge to be known as “Hiram 
Lodge.” ‘Twenty-one Master Masons, 
who were recommended by the masters 
and wardens of Lodges Nos. 4, 5 and 6, 
as of “fair fame, good moral character 
and respectable standing in society,” 
signed the petition. 


Signers of Petition. 


Mr. Moulder granted the request to 
permit the lodge to assemble, and 
authorized Thomas Wilson to become 
the first master and Thomas Smith and 
Charles Wilcox as the first senior and 
junior wardens, respectively. 

Other signers of the petition, who 
together with the officers, constitute 
the first membership list, were N. P. 
Washeart, Henry A, Ashton, Thomas F. 
Tebbs, Ellis J. Thémpson, Levin Belt, 
John Keith, Andrew J. Watson, James 
O Houghey, Patrick Leyne, John Burke, 
George Lamb, Joseph 8. Wilson, Charles 
Little, Jonas Taylor, Levi Washburn. 
Thomas Miller, Edward Koontz and 
John D. Cox. 

The grand lodge met December 27, 
1827, and voted to issue a charter to 
the new lodge. On January 8, 1827, 
the new grand master, William Hewitt, 
directed William Lambert, grand sec- 
retary, to prepare the charter and affix 
the seal of the grand lodge. This char- 
ter is still in possession of the lodge. 

The first year of its organization the 
new lodge paid $18.50 dues to the 
grand lodge In 1927 it paid $799 into 
the treasury of the grand lodge—an tin- 
crease of $780.50. 


Interesting History. 


It was an interesting point in the 
history of the lodge that John N. Moul- 
der, who, as grand master, granted the 
Original dispensation to Hiram Lodge, 
subsequently became affiliated with the 
organizatior and in 1828 became its 
second master. 

The first meeting place of the lodge 
was in the “Eastern Edifice of Seven 
Buildings,” a famous row at Nineteenth 
street and Pennsylvania avenue north- 
west. The building occupied by the 
lodge was on the corner and owned 
at that time by Miss Margaret Free- 
man. The row was built by Greenleaf, 
Morris & Nicholson about 1799. 

The records of the lodge do not 


show the date upon which the lodge

moved, but its second home was a 
“room over the market house.” 
The market house was the old West 


Market, on the _ triangular plot of 
ground bounded by Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, I street and Twentieth street. The 
second floor was known as th: Town 
Hall and was used as a meeting place. 
The building was of wood, two stories 
high, with a bell tower over the front 
geble. It resembled somewhat the old 
Union Engine House at Nineteenth and 
H streets northwest. The market was 
destroyed by fire, February 1, 1852. 
September 9, 1846, the lodge moved to 
a room over a stable on Nineteenth 
street just north of Pennsylvania ave-

place was transfered to a hall over Red- 
fern’s store, Nineteenth and Pennsylva- 
nia avenue, where the Department of 
Commerce building now stands. 

In 1872 the lodge moved across the 
intersection to the southwest corner, 
where it stayed for 40 years when, Jan- 
uary 31, 1912, it moved to the Masonic 
temple, Thirteenth arid New York ave 
nue northwest, where it still meets. 


Prominent Men Members. 


Many men, since p ominent in Ma- 
sonic and civic circles, have been mem- 
bers of Hiram Lodge. One of the most 
interesting records of the lodge is a 
petition for membership presented June 
3, 1881, by a man who gave his occupa- 
tion as a “profesor of music.” 

Thus John Philip Sousa became a 
Mason, and stil’ holds membership in 
Hiram Lodge, even though he ir sel- 
dom in Washington. 

The present officers are Francis Fahy, 
worshipful master; Raymond Joy, senior 
warden, and John Iseman, junior 
warden. 

Four events will feature the centen- 
nial celebration. There will be a tiled 
meeting December 30, in charge of a 
committee under the chairmanship of 
Dr. M. F. Finley, past grana. aster Dr 
William P. Herbst, past master, is chair- 
mar. of the committee arranging for the 
Ladies’ Nighi to be given vanuary 4.

LONG NAVY VOYAGES 
TO TROPICS DECLARED 
INJURIOUS 10 GREW 


Department Should Consider 
Effect on Health and Effi- 
ciency, Says Stitt. 


-LOWER MORALE NOTED 
ON TRIPS BY OFFICERS 


Record Low Death Rate Was 
Established in Year, Med- 
ical Chief Asserts. 


The general effect on health and ef- 
ficiency of frequen’ and long visits of 
the fleets to tropical waters should be 
carefully cousidered by the Navy De- 
partment, Roar Admiral E. R. Stitt, 
chief of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery. says. 

In his annual report for the last fiscal 
year, in the sectior devoted to diseases 
of the min’ he states: 

“Various medical officers have noted 
bad reactions and lowered morale 
among officers and enlisted men tso- 
lated for many weeks at a time without 
respite from the monotony and grind 
of daily routine. It is possible that 
the bad effect upon mental hygiene 
might be found to offset the advantages 
of following arduous work and drill 
schedules without visiting domestic 
ports for liberty.” 

A record low death rate from disease, 
1.36 per 1,000, was established by the 
Navy in the last fiscal year, Admiral 
Stitt announces, the previous low mark 
being set in 1925, when the death rate 
from all forms of disease was 1.53. 


Death Rate Lowest on Record. 


In spite of the fact that year by year 
hazards likely to result in death and 
.accidental injuries have increased, Ad- 
miral Stitt notes with gratification that 
the death rate from injuries and 
poisoning, 1.67 per 1,000, was but little 
greater than the minimum rate of the 
last decade, 1.58, established in 1922. 
The death rate fron all causes was only 
3.03 per 1,000, a lower total mortality 
rate than any previously experienced 
by the Navy and Marine Corps, the 
next lowest rate, 3.23 per 1,000, being 
recorded in 1922. 

The daily average per 100,000 of per- 
sonnel on the sick list with diseases 
and injuries was 3,062, as compared 
with 2,894 in 1925; the corresponding 
median noneffective rate of the pre- 
ceding five years is 3,126. 

There were 345 deaths in the Navy 
and Marine corps; 155 from disease, 
45 drowning, 8 homicide, 20 suicide, 
110 accidental injuries, 7 poisoning. 


Overcrowding in Quarters. 


As in previous years, sanitary reports 
from 2 number of ships mentioned seri- 
ous overcrowding. In general, crew 
Space is reported as very much re- 
stricted on board light cruisers. In 
these vessels, chief petty officers have 
too little space for comfortable living 
conditions, especially in hot weather 
Reports indicate insufficient state room 
accommodations for the number of 
junior officers attached to battleships. 
, The surgeon of the United States bat- 
tle fleet reported that overcrowding, 
mentioned in his 1924 report, still exists 
in practically all junior officers’ quar- 
ters, living and sleeping rooms being 
overcrowded and badlir_ ventilated 
Bathing facilities also are reported in- 
adequate. 

The naval medical school in this 
city continued its teaching ana re- 
search work, and the naval dispensary 
treated 17,173 patients, filled 38,920 
prescriptions and its officers made 


10,005 outside calls.

J. H. HAMMOND HONORED 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 17 (A.P.).— 
Charles M. Schwab, steel magnate, as- 
serted here today that he hoped to live 
twenty years longer to see his dreams 


of great industrial progress come true. 

“I have enjoyed every day of my 
life,” he said, speaking at the fiftieth 
anniversary celebration of. the. Engi- 
neers Club, “and I wouldn't change a 
minute of it if 1 had to live it over 
again. és 

“I believe the world is going on with 
ever accelerating speed and progres- 
siveness. I want to live 20 years longer 
and see the great advancement that is 
surely coming within that time. 

“Business is picKing up. After Jan- 
uary 1 it will be still better. Prospects 
are excellent. Everybody knows we 
have been having a slack period, and 
business has. not been good, despite 
what some may insist, but we’re com- 
ing out of it. 

“There is a general advancement in 
all lines. Fifty years ago the demand 
of 1,000,000 tons of steel during a year 
was considered extraordinary, now, if 
42,000,000 tons are not used it is con- 
sidered a poor yéar. Prosperity should 
continue with ever increasing speed.” 

Early in the day Mr. Schwab, John 
Hays Hammond, engineer, and Howard 
Elliott, chairman of the board of the 
Northern Pacific Railway, were award- 
ed the honorary degree of doctor 
science at special exercises in College 
Hall, University of Pennsylvania; the 
degrees were conferred by Provost 
Josiah H. Penniman. 

Referring to the honor 
Schwab said: 

“I feel embarrassed and ridiculous 
when these honors come to me. I am 
not a believer in the superman theory. 
The question of success and recognition 
by the world might come to any man. 
It is largely a proposition of chance 
and opportunity.” 

Samuel Rea, retired president of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, in an address, 
predicted the municipality of the com- 
ing “engineer age” as a sunny, smoke- 
less city, with double and perhaps, 
triple-decked streets, with centralized 
fuel and power plants and with the 
people turning more and more to the 
engineer for solution of problems.

p.m. to 6 p. m.; Southwest, 2 p. m. to 
6 p. m.; Takoma Park, 2 p. m. to 6 p. 
m.; U street, 2 p. m. to 6 p. m.; West 
End, 2 p. m. to 6 p. m., and Wood- 
ridge, 2 p. m. to 6 p. m.

former Secretary of State, and Dr. John 
H. Finley of the New York Times. 

Previous awards of the medal went 
to George W. Goethals, Thomas A. Ed- 
ison, Alexander Graham Bell, Herbert 
Hoover, the late Dr. Chas. W. Elliott, 
and Jules J. Jusserand, of France. 

Reviewing the public career of Mr 
Root, Mr. Hughes said: “He has en- 
hanced the prestige of the American 
name more than arms or battle fleets. 
He has been a true apostle of good 
will.” 

Terming Mr. Root “the recognized 
leader of the peace movement in the 
United States,” Mr. Hughes credited 
him with suggesting a practical plan 
for the operation of the Permanent 
Court of International Justice and with 
guiding America’s course wisely while 
he served as Secretary of State. 

Root’s battle as War Secretary against 
“the embedded aristocracy of the va- 
rious bureaus” of the War Department 
to create the first general staff was re- 
called by Gen. Pershing, who served as 
chief of the Insular Bureau during the 
Root administration.

HICAGO, Dec. 17.—There is not go- 
ing to be much of a war, if any, as 
far as the minor leagues are con- 
cerned, with the draft. The above in- 
formation was brought to Chicago from 
the New York meetings today by Presi- 
dent Thomas Hickey, of the American 
Association, one of the five leagues re- 
cently ordered by the National Associa- 
tion of Minor Leagues, to put a stop to 
the practice’ of letting the majors pick 
p! layers under what is known as the 

‘modified”’ draft. 
lt seems that the unexpected anti- 
draft action of the minors resulted from 
nothing more than a personal squabble 
and the majors were aware of this when 
they decided at their New York meet- 
ing to.tell the minors to take their hats 
and hurry along. 


The move made by the minors at 
Dallas to abolish the modified draft 
in the five leagues that originally 
banned the selection in all forms, 
came.as the result of-a dispute be- 
tween Walter Morris, of the Texas 
League, and John Conway Toole, 
president of the International. 


Morris prepared to tell the delegates | 
about what the majors were willing to 
do to bring about a universal draft in 
all the leagues. Toole then raised some 
kind of an argument about how such 
proposals should be brought before the 
minors, and in the ensuing dispute 
Toole proclaimed that. if somebody in- 
troduced a resolution to prohibit the 
modified draft he would vote for it. 
Morris took the dare, and the resolu- 
tion was passed. It put the Interna- 
tional, Pacific Coast, American Associa- 
tion, Western and Three Is back in a 
straight nondraft class. 

Hickey, the association president, 
Said today that his league was satisfied 


“ with the modified arrangement, hence 


opposed to the action taken at Dallas. 
He also added ‘that the owners in two 
other class AA leagues—Pacific Coast 
and International—were not in accord 
with the Dallas resolution. 


“We are in absolute harmony 
with the majors,” said Hickey, “and 
we do not anticipate any friction 
at this time or any other time. We 
do not look for any break in our 
friendly relations with the majors 
and feel confident everything will 
be amicably adjusted.” 


The minor leaguers will hold a meet- 
ing shortly after the first of the year, 
and at this session the Dallas resolu- 
tion probably will be rescinded. The 
‘majors have given the minors. until 
February 1 to break or continue the 
old agreement that provides fo” uni- 
versal draft in all the minors except 
the five that have been operating un- 
der the modified selection, which re- 


stricted the practice to players sent 


to any club in the five leagues by a 
major outfit.

bb HEN we were out playing in 
W a four-ball match a day or 
two ago,” said Roy M. Wald- 
ron, as he sat lunching with a group 
of golfers at the Washington Golf and 
Country Club last week, “an incident 
happened which caused considerable 
discussion. Our two opponents played 
their approach shots to the green at 
the same time, one from one side and 
one from the other, and we insisted 
that the ball which was farthest from 
the hole should have been played first. 
Isn’? that the rule?” 

There is no doubt that rule 7 dis- 
tinctly states that “when the balls are 
in play, the ball farther from the hole 
shall be played first.” When a ball 
has been played out of turn, the rule 
continues, “the opponent may at once 
recall the stroke.” This, however, ap- 
plies only to a two-ball match. When 
there are four players, each playing 
his own ball, there is an entirely dif- 
ferent rule. “Through the green,” it 
Says, “a player shall incur no penalty 
for playing when an opponent should 
have done so, and the stroke shall 
not be recalled,” while still another 
four-ball match rule says that “balls 
belonging to the same side may be 


played in the order the side deems 
best.” 


There is, therefore, no such thing 
‘in a four-ball match, so far as 
penalty is concerned, as playing 
out of turn. Apparently the rules 
allow all the players to be guided 
only by their own sweet wills. 


There was another occurrence in the 
same four-ball match which also raised 
@ question, but for which no rule seems 
applicable. One of the approach shots 
hit the foot of the caddy standing by 
th: flag, but the caddy was carrying 
double and the two golf bags belonged 
to players on oppposing sides. Whose 
caddy was he? This question frequently 
arises when there is only one caddy for 
a twosome, and it is . situation con- 
cerning which the rules take no cogni- 
zance whatever. 

Hardly a day passes that the gather- 
ing around the nineteenth hole is not 
enlivened by lengthy arguments re- 
garding the rules, with @ final appeal to 
the professional. 


Now that winter is approaching, 
Why do not the clubs hold a “quiz” 
night once a month, im the nature 
of a smoker, when questions as to 
the proper procedure could be asked 
of the professional or the chair- 
man of the green committee, both 
of whom know, or ought to know, 
every paragraph in the book of 
rules, 


An hour or so spent in dispensing 
information based upon the _ rules 
would help every golfer. Professionals 
like Tommy Armour and Fred McLeod, 
who have had ‘wide experience in na- 
ional golf events, could undoubtedly 
cite many interesting occasions when 
violations of the rules have affected the 
outcome of important contests, and this 
would leave an ‘indelible impression 
upon the mind of every golfer in the 
gathering. 

Too many players nowacays know lit- 
tle or nothing about tr: rules, and per- 
haps they would be willing to get their 
education in sugar-coated form.

AS RECEIPTS GAN 


Large Stocks in United States 
and Canada One Cause 
of Decline. 


REPORTS FORECAST BIG 
CROPS IN ARGENTINA 


Light Shipments of Oats and 
Rye Hold Prices Firm; 
Barley Weaker. 


Relatively large stocks of wheat in 

the United States and Canada, together 

. With prospects of a larger crop in Ar- 
gentina this season and increased of- 
ferings in the forelgn markets from 
that country, weakened the wheat mar- 
ket during the week ended December 
17, according to the weekly grain mar- 
ket review of the United States Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics. Steadily 
increasing receipts of corn weakened 
the market for that grain and prices 
declined around 2 cents per bushel 
Light receipts of oats and rye held the 
market firm for these grains. Barley 
was slightly weaker as a result of some 
falling off in export demand, but flax 
showed a steady tone with cash seed 
Selling at good premiums. 

The Argentine wheat crop, according 
to the preliminary official estimate, 
will total about 240,000,000 bushels 
this season. This is about 20,000,000 
bushels above last season’s harvest and 
more than 50,000,000 bushels larger 
than the production two years ago. 
From present indications there will be 
around 20,000,000 bushels of old crop 
grain to be carried over January 1. 
Assuming a domestic disappearance of 
around 80,000,000 bushels, there will be 
between 180,000,000 and 185,000,000 
bushels available for export or cCarry- 
over during the coming season, com- 
pared with indicated exports of about 
160,000,000 bushels from Argentina 

» during the 1927 crop year. If the 
Australian and Argentine crops turn 
out as estimated, the production in the 
Southern Hemisphere will be only 
about 20,000,000 bushels smaller than 
last season. . 

‘Light offerings of wheat in thé do- 
mestic markets held premiums steady. 
There was sharp competition for high 
protein spring wheat, 12 per cent pro- 
tein No..1 dark Northern spring sell- 
ing at the close of the week at Minne- 
apolis at 11.to 15 cents over the De- 
cember price, which closed in that 
market December 16 at $1.2212. Four- 
teen per cent protein sold 34 to 42 cents 
over the December price. Premiums for 
durum wheat were sharply advanced, 
particularly for good milling quality 
receipts, of which were very light. No, 
1 amber durum sold 5 to 35 cents over 
the Duluth December price in that 
market and as high as 37 cents over 
at Minneapolis. December durum at 
Duluth declined 1144 cents for the week 
and closed December 16 at $1.1914. 


Winter Wheat Demand. 


Demand for hard winter wheat was 
good, with mills taking all offerings of 
good quality grain. Fear of damage to 
the growing crop from colder weather 
was somewhat of a strengthening factor 

' in the winter wheat markets. Twelve 
per cent No. 2 hard winter was quoted 
at Kansas City at 10 to 15 cents over 
the December price, which closed De- 
cember 16 in that market at $1.20%4 
Thirteen per cent protein was bringing 
18 to 25 cents over the December price 
at the close of the week. There was 
very little export demand but export 
bids were around $1.38 for No. 1 hard 
winter wheat delivered at Texas gulf 

_ ports. No. 2 hard winter wheat for De- 
cember shipment was quoted in Liver- 
pool at $1.4734, compared with $1.4714 
for Argentine 64 pounds Rosa Fe for 
January shipment, and $1.653%4 for No. 
2 Can&dian Manitoba for April ship- 
ment. Soft winter wheats were also 
lower, With milling demand limited 
Milis generally were holding their 
stocks small until after iLe January 
inventory period. No. 2 red winter was 
quoted at the close of the week at St. 
Louis at $1.45 to $1.4514;. Chicago, 
$1.36; Toledo, $1.37 to: $1.38, and Cin- 
cinnati, $1.39 to $1.40. 

The Pacific Coast markets ‘were rather 
dull, but export demand was more ac- 
tive. Farmers were not disposed to sell 

‘ their dry grain, but plenty of wet wheat 
Was available. $1.2414 was being bid 
at Portland for exports. About 41,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat, including 
flour, were exported to December from 
Columbia River and Puget Sound 
ports, according to trade estimates, out 
of a surplus estimated at around 75,- 
000,000 bushels. 

There was little export demand for 
rye, but receipts™ became very small, 
and this, together with the light stocks, 
caused a firm market. No. 2 rye was 
selling at the close of the week at 
Chicago at $1.08, to $1.09, and at 

eapolis at $1.01. Poland, which 
is one of the most important rye ex- 
porters of Europe, has reduced the esti- 
mate of their rye crop by some 13,000,- 
000 bushels. This suggests continued 
inguiries for American rye to supply 
the European demand. 


Corn Prices Decline. 


Continued favorable weather for dry- 
ing the new crop, together with steadily 
increasing receipts, was the principal 
weakening factor in the corn market, 
which brought about some declifie in 
price. Lower prices in Argentina tended 
to limit the export demand as quota- 
tions on Argentine corn were generally 
below a working basis for export from 
the United States markets. Some corn 
was reported sold for export from the 

western markets, but the amounts 
were relatively small. About. 90 cents 


per bushel was being bid for No. 2},

James E. Bresnahan, Western Union 
Official here, gave the above infonma- 
tion to the committee after having re- 
ceived reports of a search made by his 
company in New York. 

He also said that a telegram purport- 
ing to have reached Elias last December 
from an inditidual who used the crytic 
signature ‘“‘Anx” had néver been trans- 
mitted over the wires so far as the 
records showed. And an alleged tele- 
gram signed Pani, which formed part 
of the secret data and was dated De- 
cember 15, 1926, had not been sent over 
the wires, Bresnahan added. 

His records showed no trace of money 
transfers from the Mexican treasurer 
general to Elias or to the National City 
Bank or J. P. Morgan & Co., or the 
Chase National Bank, as referred to in 
the alleged secret data. 

Transfer of money would probably be 
addressed to officials of the Western 
Union Co., the witness said, adding 
that there were no records of any such 
transfers. . 

It developed that the destruction of 
messages sent or received prior to De- 
cember, 1926, does not mean that 
records of money transfers occurring 
before this time would be cestroyed. 

Bresnahan said it might be possible 
to check up in two ways respecting 
transfer of moneys. The books of the 
treasurer of the Western Union Co. 
might. provide information, he added, 
and the committee asked him to,have 
the necessary investigation made. 

With respect to the alleged order for 
the transfer of $1,215,000 from Mexico 
City to Elias, to be set aside for the 
payment of United States senators, the 
witness said that any transier of more 
than $3,000 has to have the approval 
of the Telegraph Co., in New York. 
There is no record, the witness added, 
of any messages sent and signed by 
the Mexican treasurer general, and 
Bresnahan” had no knowledge of any 
$1,215,000 transfer. 

Th? Western Union Co. brought two 
messages received by Elias during the 
period the company was investigating, 
but it later developed that these 
messages had no connection with the 
matters under investigation. 

The alleged telegram relating to the 
transfer of $1,215,000 was dated August 
4, 1926. The witness said, in response 
to inquiry, that he presumed the rec- 
ords of the company would show such 
a transfer if it had been made. 


Farther Search Ordered. 


Senator Reed of Pennsylvania, chair- 
man of the committee, then gave Bres- 
nahan fifteen alleged telegrams which 
form part of the Mexican data and 
asked him to have a search made and 
ascertain whether any such telegrams 
had actually gone over the wires. 

Thomas B. Dowd, of the Postal 
Telegraph Co., said his company did 
not deal with transfers of money to 
or from Mexico. R. J. Hewitt, of the 
All-America Cable Co., said his come 
pany did not handle cables or tele- 
grams from Mexico. Thus, an investi- 
gation of the files of the Western Union 
and Postal Companies will show 
whether messages in question were or 
were not sent over the wires as there 
are no other companies: transmitting 
telegrams between the United States 
and Mexico. 

Avila- arrived late and when he did 
appear, Senator Reed asked him to go 
to the senator’s office in company ‘with 
Carlos V. Cusachs, who is acting for the 
committee as interpreter. When Avila 
and Cusachs returned at 11:20, the lat- 
ter handed two papers to Senator Reed 
It developed that both contained let- 
ters just written by Avila on a type- 
writer at Cusachs’ dictation. 

“You operated the typewriter?” asked 
Reed, to get that fact in the record. 

“Yes,” replied Avila. 

“That's all,” replied Reed. 

Avila then asked to be heard further 
and he came to the committee table to 
protest against an article in the New 
York World, which he said contained 
unfair references to. himself in the 
headlines. Robinson said the commit- 
tee could not go into that question. — 

Meanwhile John Page was sent to 
Senator Reed’s office in company with 
Cusachs for a typewriter test. Page is 
the author of the Mexican articles pub- 
lished in the Hearst newspapers and has 
testified that he and Avila worked to- 
gether at the inception of the plan to 
procure the alleged documents. . 


\ Avila Grilled Again. 


Avila was recalled to the stand at 
11:40. Robinson showed him the al- 
leged ledger sheet which purports to 
come from the comptroller general’s of- 
fice in Mexico City, and contains the 
names of the United States senators 
and the amounts purported to be set 
aside for each Pointing to the peculiar

“This charge is as ridiculous as it ts 
malicious. The documents, facsimiles of 
which have been published by those 
papers, are forgeries and can deceive no- 
body but people neither acquainted 
with the usual form in which Mexican 
official documents are made nor with 
the procedure used in public matters 
by the administration of Mexico, nor 
unacquainted with the signatures of 
officlals which appear affixed to the al- 
leged documents.”

The bill providing for increase of the 
Navy contains a provision authorizing 
the President to suspend the building 
program in the event of an international 
conference for the limitation of arma- 
ments. The London Times severely criti- 
cizes this provision, which it says is re- 
garded in some quarters as an attempt to 
apply pressure upon foreign governments 
with the object of bringing about another 
conference. The Times adds: 

If there is any basis at all for such a 
suggestion, then it must be said at once 
that it is not by any means of this kind 
that Britain will be induced to participate 
in yet another naval conference, 

In our opinion the London Times, is 
fully justified in its criticism. The pro- 
vision in question is inconsistent with the 
bill itself and should be stricken out. 

The United States is not seeking an- 
other naval conference. It has had 
enough of them. 

The bill providing for an increase of 
the Navy faithfully represents the will 
of the American people. President Cool- 
idge correctly stated the case in his mes- 
sage to Congress, when he declared. that 
the national defense required additional 
naval strength, and that additional 
vessels would have been necessary, even 
if a limitation agreement had _ been 
reached at Geneva. The United States 
Navy is greatly inferior to two other 
navies. While there is no thought that 
either of those navies would take ad- 
vantage of American inferiority, the peo- 
ple and Government recognize the fact 
that the United States is not adequately 
equipped with naval power to meet all the 
requirements of commerce and national] 
defense. Without setting up a competi- 
tive standard, and without trying to build 
up to an equality with Great Britain, the 
American naval program contemplates 
the addition of such vessels as will meet 
national needs. 

The injection of a provision that would 
suspend this building program in any cir- 
cumstances is misleading and unwise. It 
is provocative of bad feeling abroad, by 
making it appear that the Americans do 
not really intend to build a strong fleet, 
but are merely bluffing, in the hope of 
‘convincing Great Britain and Japan that 
if they persist in building up their fleets 
the United States will vastly outbuild 
‘them. The foreign powers concerned are 
warranted in believing that the United 
States is setting up a pretense that it 
needs additional naval. strength, which 
it will abandon if they will agree to limit 
their naval armaments. 

There is no occasion for inserting in a 
naval appropriation bill any reference to 
international conferences of any sort. 
The bill is strictly domestic business, hav- 
ing no reference to foreign negotiations. 
The ships are needed. The people sup- 
port President Coolidge and the Navy De- 
partment in asking for the ships. The 
money required is available in the Treas- 
ury. Why, then, should Congress inject 
&@ provision which casts doubt upon the 
sincerity of America’s purpose? 

If at any time during construction of 
these ships a bona-fide invitation to a 
nayal conference should be received, and 
the President should become convinced 

_ that limitation of naval armaments were 
“ so anxiously desired by foreign powers 
- that they stood ready to make sacrifices 
to achieve- that result, Congress could 
easily order suspension of the building 
program. But it is idle to anticipate such 
an invitation, and still more idle to sur- 
mise that the United States will ever 
_ again propose a conference. An invita- | 


’ tion to particinate ina naval conference 


cept the invitation unless an understand- 
ing could be reached beforehand which 
would insure the success of the confer- 
ence. This is a matter for the Executive 
Department to deal with, and has nothing 
to do with the pending program for 
strengthening the Navy, as this program 


does not contemplate an increase that 


would make the United States superior to 
other fleets, or even equal to them. 

Congress should not establish the 
precedent of authorizing the President to 
stop the building of naval vessels. The 
duty of “providing and maintaining a 
Navy” rests upon Congress. It should go 
ahead and do its‘ duty. It should not 
make the size of the United States Navy 
dependent upon the shifty and treacher- 
ous maneuvers of foreign governments, 
which enter limitation conferences and 
then refuse to limit their naval power. 

The public is tired of “disarmament” 
humbug. What it wants is a Navy suf- 
ficient to protect the republic. 


TOO MUCH TAX REDUCTION. 


Democrats who are bent upon a reduc- 
tion of taxes amounting to $300,000,000 
or more should take counsel with other 
Democrats who are bent upon obtaining 
large appropriations for Mississippi flood 
control and other projects beneficial to 
the South. The House made a fine ges- 
ture when it passed the bill reducing 
taxes by $289,000,000, which is $64,000,- 
000 more than was recommended by Sec- 
retary Mellon. Naturally, Mr. Mellon is 
desirous of relieving the taxpayers of un- 
necessary burdens, but he is in a position 
to know what the Treasury can stand, 
taking into consideration the probable ap- 
propriations for projects that are sup- 
ported by all parties. Mr. Mellon inti- 
mated that a reduction of more than 
$225,000,000 would derange the national 
finances, and might compel the postpone- 
ment of necessary public work. 

President Coolidge has given a word 
of warning in the hope that the Senate 
will take a stand against an inflation of 
tax reduction. He suggests that there 
is no assurance of increased revenues 
next year. No one knows what the future 
will bring forth; and he does not deem 
it prudent to drain the Treasury and de- 
pend upon heavy increased revenues next 
year. They may never materialize. In 
the meantime it is virtually certain that 
Congress will make provision for flood 
control, a large naval program, and other 
heavy expenditures, all of them approved 
by public opinion. 

Neither political party will gain favor 
with the voters next year if the national 
finances are mismanaged by Congress at 
this session. The voters will give credit 
to President Coolidge and Secretary 
Mellon for having sounded the warning 
against such a blunder. The House vote 
which heavily increased tax reduction 
against the advice of President Coolidge 
and Secretary Mellon was made up of 
both Republican and Democratic - votes. 
Both parties will be culpable if events 
should demonstrate that the House acted 
unwisely. If the Senate should greatly 
increase tax reduction it will be by a 
similar coalition of the parties. 

Some of the advocates of extreme tax 
reduction have laid stress upon, the fact 
that the Treasury made inaccurate esti- 
mates of revenue last year. That is ad- 
mitted, but it must-also be admitted that 
Mr. Mellon erred on the safe side. Can 
Congress say as much? 


UNCOVERING JERUSALEM. 


The results of last season’s excavations 
in Jerusalem have been so significant that 
it is hoped that further work will estab- 
lish something like accurate knowledge 
of the early history of the city. In 1924 
the remains of the original Jebusite city, 
which was captured by David, were defi- 


' nitely placed: When David made Jerusa- 


lem his capital it became known as the 
City of David. It then occupied the 
southern portion of the great eastern 
ridge and was built mainly about the 
temple area. On the opposite side of the 
ridge was the original Tyropoeon Valley; 
which for centuries has been nearly 
filled with debris. It is here that the 
work of excavation has been going on 
under the supervision of the director of 
the British archeological school at Jeru- 
salem. 

In the director’s latest report, the work 
of excavation is described as revealing 
ancient walls which may be classified as 
belonging to three periods: 

The second century B. C. and the time 
of the wars between the Syrian kings and 
the Maccabees ; 
~ The period from the second to the 
fourth century A. D.; 


The Byzantine period of the fifth and. 


sixth centuries A. D. 
’ The walls which are assigned to the 


earliest of these periods enn of ‘two 
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bounding the west side of the city. If 
these were really city walls, it may rea- 
sonably be concluded, says the report, 
that their foundations go back to the 
time of Nehemiah, and even earlier. 

Further excavations in the Tyropoeon 
Valley and its vicinity will doubtiess re- 
veal even more definite links with that 
dim, mysterious past when the Holy City 
arose. 


THE ARMY AND NAVY GAME, 


The public will be sorely disappointed 
and will feel a sense of grievance if the 
Army and Navy authorities fail to patch 
up their differences over the football con- 
tract between Annapolis and West Point. 
The annual games have become a feature 
of American life, and without regard to 
the identity of the winner they have re- 
flected great credit upon both services. 
Although the West Pointers have pos- 
sessed certain advantages, the contests 
have been close and exciting. There is 


| no reason to assume that the Midshipmen 


will not win their share of future games, 
in spite of their comparative inexperience 
or lack of opportunity for training. 

Surely a fair basis for these contests 
can be found if the authorities of the two 
academies are really anxious to continue 
the series. A squabble resulting in the 
abandonment of the.games would be gen- 
erally regarded as inexcusable. The pub- 
lic zest in these contests has done much 
to increase popular interest in the acad- 
emies and in the Army and Navy. This 
close tie between the people and the two 
services is beneficial to all concerned. The 
games are more than mere struggles be- 
tween 22 men. They afford opportunity 
for thousands of citizens to come in close 
contact with the young men who are to 
command the Army and Navy. Friend- 
ships are formed which reach out into 
unseen places and contribute to the 
solidarity of the country itself. 

If the heads of the two academies 
should reach a deadlock it would be well 
for their superiors to get togéther in an 
effort to reach an agreement that will 


assure a continuance of the games year 
after vear. 


THE REVISED PRAYER BOOK. 


An issue, fraught with. fateful import 
to hundreds of thousands of agonized 
souls, was decided by the British Parlia- 
ment within the last few days. Zhe 
House of Lords, after a three days’ de- 
bate, approved by a vote of 241 to 88 the 
revised form of the Book of Common 
Prayer. The resolution for adoption was 
moved by the Archbishop of Canterbury 
and the debate was wound up by the 
Archbishop of York, who also spoke in 
favor of acceptance. The packed condi- 
tion of the chamber and the air of eager- 
ness that pervaded it bore eloquent testi- 
mony to the public interest which the sub- 
ject under discussion had aroused. Asa 
matter of fact, the London Times and sev- 
eral other important newspapers have 
been crowded for months past with letters 
dealing, pro and con and from almost 
every angle, with the proposed revision, 
and the tenor of these communications 
left no doubt that the spiritual and the 
thinking element of the British popula- 
tion was stirred to its depths. The ma- 
jority in the House of Lords was greater 
than had been anticipated, but it was 
noticed that many of the peers present 
abstained from voting, and that the op- 
position, though comparatively small in 
number, was strong both in argument 
and in fervor. 

In the House of Commons one day’s de- 
bate sufficed, and there the measure was 
defeated by the relatively narrow but 
sufficient margin of 247 votes to 205. The 
question was too important, too vital, to 
make it a party one, and so everybody 
was left free to vote as he or she pleased. 
The result was that members of the same 
political affiliation were found in diamet- 
rically opposite positions during the 
course of the debate. Thus, William 
Clive Bridgeman, first lord of the admir- 
alty, moved, as an orthodox but moderate 


churchman, that the revised form of the.|- 


Prayer Book be presented for the royal 
assent, while his cabinet colleague, the 
home secretary, Sir William Joynson- 
Hicks, speaking as an evangelical, vigor- 
ously attacked the proposal. The prime 
minister, as a middle-of-the-road Angli- 
can, supported it, but in vain. 

The result of the House of Commons 
vote is to leave things as they were. 
There i is no measure to be put before the 
king for his assent, and he is unlikely to 
exercise his authority, as head of the

State aid, despite frequent warnings, 
continues strongly intrenched in Fed- 
eral operations. While the amount of 
money taken annually from the Federal 
Treasury for subsidies to States is not in- 
considerable, the dangers inherent in the 
policy are of far greater importance. To 
relieve the States of their just obligations 
by resort to the Federal Treasury-in the 
final result is hurtful rather than helpful 
to the State and unfair to the payers of 
national taxes. To tempt the States by 
Federal subsidies to sacrifice their vested 
rights is not a wholesome practice no mat- 
ter how worthy the object attained. As 
shown in the maternity and infancy act, 
when once the Government engages in 
such an enterprise it is almost impossible 
to terminate its connection therewith. 
Sound words! What is needed today 

is.not more aid, to the States, but more 
self-reliance upon the part of those same 
States. They have exhibited an increas- 
ing tendency of late to cry for assistance 
in local needs which they are more than 
competent to supply if they would. The 
Federal Government is rich and amiable; 
it good-naturedly pours out millions of 
the taxpayers’ money in order to bolster 
up enterprises with which it properly has 
no concern. . 

President Coolidge should have the 
support of Congress in lopping off these 
subsidies to the States. 


THE PROTECTED FARMER. 

The day is approaching, as Secretary 
Jardine pointed out in his New York ad- 
dress, when American agriculture will 
do little more than supply the domestic 
market. The decrease in the tillable area 
and the increase in population are work- 
ing to reduce agricultural exports from 
the, United States each year. What ad- 
vantage, then, may the farmers expect

The 
complaint of some farming elements is 
that this policy has accomplished what 
it set out to do and more. They insist 
that the day has now come to help the 
farmer and that lower tariff schedules 
are needed to accomplish the result they 
seek. 

It would not take the farmer in the 
United States long to howl if a lowered 
tariff led only to new sources of compe- 
tition. Russia alone is capable of agri- 
cultural production of such immensity 


that its surplus would prove destructive. 


over a lowered tariff wall. Given the 
least opportunity to come into the mar- 
ket on a competitive basis, the Russian 
peasants can produce farm products at 
a figure that American agriculturists 
can not begin to meet. 

This, too, is considering the problem 
only from the viewpoint of agriculture. 
It leaves out of consideration the depress- 
ing effect that a lowered tariff would 
have on business generally. Granted 
that such a step would help the farmers, 
how could they profit at the expense of 
all other industrial life in the Nation? 
Their market depends upon the buying 
power of the country as a whole, a fun- 
damental fact which should be remem- 
bered even when fancy nostrums blind 
ordinary reason.

WHY NOT FIND WIVES? 


Gen. Sir George McMunn, head of the 
Church of England Council on Empire 
Settlement, comes out with the sugges- 
tion that the church must sooner or later 
establish a matrimonial bureau to supply 
wives for colonial settlers. Conservative 
churchmen, naturally, are shocked at the 
mere idea. 

Sir George points out that there is a

THE PERIL OF A RADIO TRUST. 

Small broadcasting stations through- 
out the country are writing to their con- 
gressmen to complain that what they call 
the “radio trust” is monopolizing the air 
and is responsible for the threats from 
Washington to put the little fellows out 
of business. 

At the same time, independent radio 
manufacturers make the same complaint 
that the “radio trust” is trying to destroy 
its competitors and to drive its rivals 


out of business by its control of radio 


patents. 

The independents have taken their 
case into the Federal courts, and United 
States District Judge Morris, at Wil- 
mington, Del., is to hear arguments next 
Thursday on a plea for an injunction to 
stop part of the operations of the Radio 
Corporation of America, which a group 
of independent tube manufacturers has 
sued for alleged violation of the Clayton 
and Sherman antitrust laws. 

It is important that the country learn 
the truth about the charges. It would 
be difficult to name a trust that could do 
more harm to the social, economic and 
political life of a democratic nation than 
a radio trust. Since the invention of the 
art of printing, which created a social 
revolution in the world, no invention has 
touched the life of the people more vitally 
than the radio. Its infinite possibilities 
have been but barely touched. An ef- 
fective radio monopoly would have great- 
er power than a trust that owned all the 
newspapers in the United States. The 
press can reach only those who can read; 
the radio reaches literate and illiterate 
alike. ' 

Local and State authorities have no 
power to act against such a danger. It 
is the duty of Congress to investigate 
the existence of a radio trust, and by 
appropriate legislation to guard the Na- 
tion against such a menace.

Americas Need of Ships 
_ Acute, Writer Discloses 


W. B. Shearer Quotes History to Show That Prosperity 
and Power of Nations Vanish With 
, Their Merchant Fleets. 
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To the Editor of The Post—Sir: For 
fore than 50 years an American built 
and operated merchant marine has 
been denied the United States. Fifty 
years ago the members of the Seven- 
tieth Congress were packing their 
@chool books through the mud and 
talking about the Civil War. Those 
boys grew up, and today they are the 
lawmakers entrusted and charged with 
the security, prosperity and commercial 
independence of this Nation. Con- 
fronting the present Congress, as the 
Congress of 50 years ago, is the same 
bogey-man—"subsidy.” 

The defeatists capitalized and chry- 


| @tallized “subsidy,” which gave compe- 


titive maritime nations a weapon to 
destroy our Spirit of the Sea, without 
which a nation looses its trade and 
passes into the hands of its competi- 
tors. 

Our Congress of today forgets the 
little school-house and their history; 
how America was discovered by ships 
furnished by Spain, and then how 
America was lost to Spain through a 
new sea power, England. Then the 
English seapower defeated Holland and 
annexed her colonies. In turn the 
British defeated France and annexed 
all of North America east of the Mis- 
sissspp!. Then came the Revolution, the 
battle of Lake Champlain, and the sur- 
render of Burgoyne’s army, followed by 
the battle of Yorktown, a victory of 
French ships under Admiral DeGrasse, 
who outwitted the British and cut the 
communications of Cornwallis, which 
Caused his surrender. 

Shortly after, the United States be- 
came a nation. 


Troubles With France. 


In 1799 France seized our merchant- 
men, and our new Navy convoyed our 
ships and captured French cruisers, 
which forced Napoleon to make a new 
treaty of peace with us. 

Several years later we defeated the 
Barbary pirates of North Africa and 
caused the downfall of the whole nest 
of pirates that had for centuries preyed 
on the commerce of all nations. 

In 1812. when England began to seize 
American citizens from our merchant 
and naval vessels, we went to war, even 
though unprepared. We were blockaded 
and none of our vessels could appear on 
the Atlantic ocean, forcing us inland to 
the Great Lakes. Here Perry won his 
victory of Lake Erie. A year later, Mac- 
donough won the second battle of Lake 
Champlain and forced the British army 
into Canada, It was sea power that de- 
cided the war in our favor. 

For 50 years afterwards our clipper 
ships showed their heels to the world 
and carried 90 per cent of our com- 
merce. 

During the Civil War the North was 
able to blockade the South with over 
250 ships, extending the blockade up 
the Mississippi River, splitting the 


PA mt in two. England reaped a harvest 


the trade that gravitated to them by 
the Civil War. England was quick to 
grant subsidies and build up a mer- 
chant marine of steel. 

America turned towards the “Winning 
of the West” and left the sea, until we 
decreased in carrying commerce under 
the American flag from 90 per cent to 
8 per cent. 


Spanish War Weakness, 


In 1899, when the Spanish War came, 
We were without merchant ships to 
carry supplies or troops to our little 
army in Cuba and the Philippines. 
After the Spanish war we brought back 
our troops in Spanish merchant ships 
that we had to charter. Secretary of 
the Navy Whitney had given us a Navy 
—but how? 

We had to send abroad to England 
and Scotland in 1880, and for 22 years 
thereafter, naval constructors for edu- 
cation, having no schools or colleges of 
naval architecture in the United States. 
Our first battleship Texas was designed 
by an Englishman. 

In 1900 no American flag ship sailed 
, fom our shores to Russia, Sweden, Nor- 
way, Denmark, Netherlands, Italy, Hun- 
gary, Greece or Turkey. Only two small 
sailing’ ships sailed for France and re- 
turned in meet. another small ship 
for Belgium réturning in ballast. 

When President Roosevelt sent the 
fleet around the world in 1908, we were 
compelled to use foreign flag merchant 
ships to carry fuel and supplies for our 
naval vessels. We had 8 auxiliary ves- 
sels and had to charter 50. In case of 
war we could not charter those 50 
ships. All this Roosevelt knew and 
tried to drive it home to the American 
people, but the people were not inter- 
ested; we continued to trust to luck. 

Then came the great war; our export 
trade paralyzed for lack of ships, great 
lines of full freight cars blocked all 
tracks from Jersey City to Philadelphia, 
cotton and other products piled high 
on every pier, business and farmers 
in the hands of the banks. 

When, in 1917, we entered the war. 
our troops sailed under foreign flags 


_ Then came a mad orgy of building ships 


(a $3,500,000,000 orgy); steel ships, 
wooden ships, concrete ships, cargo 
ships, tankers, transports, tugs; ship- 
yards, towns, railroads, dockyards, piers, 
terminals and warehouses. We ordered 
ships everywhere, even Japan and 
China... Everybody had a contract. Men 
who had never seen a ship—watch- 
makers and barbers—were put in charge 
of building. We gave prizes and played 
music to this carnival of waste and 
inefficiency. 


Jones’ Resolution Recalled.

New Ships Are Needed. 


Congress must realize that to keep 
our trade routes between ports where 
profitable commerce exists; two things 


are essential: Cargo in the hold, and 
passengers on the deck. This can be 
answered only with new and up-to-date 
ships of luxury, speed and every poten- 
tial military and naval value embodied 
in their design; gun and airplane plat- 
forms in war, and trade platforms in 
peace. 

Do we lack the national pride and 
patriotism of the British, or are we the 
gullible victims of propaganda, or both? 
Let us see. 

In the last session of tne Sixty-ninth 
Congress Senator D. I. Walsh, of Massa- 
chusetts, stated: “The country ought to 
be made to realize how speedily our 
policy of economy is leading to the 
deterioration of the Navy and Army, 
and of all other factors in the defense 
of our country. 

“The condition of our Army and 
Navy and merchant marine illustrates 
the ruinous extent to which a policy 
of parsimony can be carried... It can 
destroy the very important and neces- 
sary means of protecting our country 
in time of emergency. * * * That 
in my opinion we may appropriate all 
the money necessary to maintain a 
Navy, but unless we have an adequate 
merchant marine it will be wasted. 
* * * The Senate knows that every 
effort that could be _ surreptitiously 
made to destroy an American-owned 
and American-controi:led merchant ma- 
rine has been made. * * * Why 
have we not kept up? Has the Con- 
gress of the United States been derelict? 
Has the administration—I mean the 
executive—been derelict? Has the Navy 
Department been derelict? Somebody 
is to blame. * * * The reason in 
part for the présent plight of our Army 
and Navy is the absence of information, 
or the overabundance of misleading in- 
formation. Let the American people 
know what they really have, its quality 
and quantity.” 


Somebody Is to Blame. 


We can blame foreign propaganda, 
the pacifist and the internationalist, 
members of Congress, private shipping 
interests, foreign shipping interests, but 
who really advises our representatives 
and leaders is of the most importance 
and every American should know. 

The president of one great interna- 
tional corporation advised Mr. Coolidge 
in part as follows: “It makes no dif- 
ference if our vessels do go under a 
foreign flag, as in time of war nations 
seize every ship they can lay their hands 
upon.” 

The Americ: people are not con- 
vinced that a war is necessary to cr>- 
ate a merchant marine . seizure, nor 
does suc) a suggestion romote trade 
and gua: ntee trade routes and sec1rity. 

There are other powerful internation- 
alists of American birth w:0 ve de- 
liberately defeated a merchant marine 
policy, and as long as these interna- 
tionalists ccentrol lobbies in Wasning- 
ten, subsidize pacifistic and interna- 
tional organizations and a porticn of 
the press, the American peovle wi. 
know litt!e of the truth. No will Con- 
gress take drastic action. 

These intefnationalists, some of 
which are interested in American Oil 
and ‘er industries, maintain and 
o. tate their own ship lives to guaran- 
tee their deliveries. Their national 
service ends there; they. would destroy 
the nation’s transport delivery system 
and our national defense to guarantee 
one line of industry.

We are again confronted with these 
vital questions, the importance of which 
is national security and trade. 

As years roll on nations will louden 
their cry for disarmament of ships of 
war, and increase their cry for ships 
of peace. And in the final analysis 
the merchant ship becomes the modern 
combatant ship convertible to cruiser 
or air carrier, absorbing the wealth- 
producing commerce in peace and sea 
supremacy in war. Ships are ships, and 
constitute sea power. 

This is recognized in the sane policy 
of Great Britain, 882 new merchant 
ships of 4,905,853 gross.tons, as against 
the United States 18 ships of 195,191 
gross tons. ‘ 

Congress has but to consult its own 
conscience to know the defeatists, for- 
eign shipping interests and their hire- 
lings tugging at the American Flag.

| Department of Education Is Needed, 
| With Secretary in President’s 
Cabinet, Readers Declare, Hold- 
ing That Bureau Can Do Work 
Only in Meager Way. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: In 
your editorial comment of December 
12 on the position of Dr. William M. 
Davidson, who spoke in behalf of a 
Department of Education before the 
District Educational Association, you 
stress the sufficiency of the Bureau of 


Education to fulfill the functions 
which Dr. Davidson believes should be 
fulfilled. You ask, “Is it not organized 
to act as a clearing house for educa- 
tional effort throughout the country? 
Does it not make public regularly, in 
convenient printed form, its various re- 
searches and recommendations?” You 
then decide the question in the follow- 
ing language: “There is no good reason 
why there should be a separate and 
distinct Federal Department of Educa- 
tion. * * * The Federal Bureau of 
Education has ample authority and 
dignity to handle whatever properly be- 
longs in this important field.” 

First—Our leading public school au- 
thorities, college and university presi- 
dents, and many of our leading indus- 
trial and public-spirited citizen who 
are acquainted with the facts, agree 
with Dr. Davidson that the bureau does 
not and can not fulfill the functions 
which have long been required by ed- 
ucation. 

Second—The Bureau of Education is 
organized to conduct only in a meager 
way a very small amount of the re- 
search and investigation now Tre- 
quired by education. Of course, the 
researches and recommendations of the 
bureau are made public regularly in 
convenient form, but this question 
must be viewed from the standpoint of 
all the facts. 

A bureau is an auxiliary agency 
within a department. It is organized 
to perform only closely related units of 
work. Although research and investi- 
gation are related functions in educa- 
tion, the program of expansion pro- 
vided for in the Curtis-Reed bill calls 
for the separation of the most pressing 
subjects with several units each of bu- 
reau magnitude, after the form of ex- 
pansion that has taken place in the 
Agriculture, Labor and Commerce De- 
partments. This being true, it is ob- 
vious that we would have under your 
plan bureaus within bureaus, or at best 
an intricate, impracticable organiza- 
tion contrary to the administrative 
methods of both the Federal Govern- 
ment and our large corporate bodies. 

Now, aside from the above program 
of needed expansion in research and 
investigation, we must not lose sight 
of the fact that the present Federal] ed- 
ucational activities are being performed 
in seven departments and six independ- 
ent agencies. Again it is obvious that 
these several activities of various kinds 
should not be crammed into one bu- 
reau. It is quite obvious that there 
is but one form of executive agency 
equal in every respect to promotion of 
the national welfare in education, and 
that is a Department of Education, 
with a Secretary in the President’s 
Cabinet. 

Permit us to observe that you, per- 
haps, begged the question in the head- 
ing of your editorial, which reads: “No 
More Bureaucracy, Please.” The term 
is hardly a fair one to apply to any of 
our executive departments, as at pres- 
ent administered, and certainly not to 
the education functions. Bureaucracy 
should be squelched wherever it is 
found, but since all governmental ex- 
ecutive functions must be carried on 
through bureaus, departments, boards 
and commissions, we should be specific 
in our allegations lest we pull down our 
Structure of government. We should 
not confuse the thing being performed 
with the manner of doting it.

Only the 
teachers are getting higher salaries, for 
less work and less qualifications, than 
any boarding school in or around Wash- 
ington pays. 

If the Board of Education is commit- 
ted for life to the married teachers, why 
not dispense with it? Most people are 
not objecting to the personal equation 
in having the District schools filled with 
married teachers in war time when con- 
ditions were loose and qualifications 
passed over lightly. They are opposed 
to the schools being filled with teachers 
that close the doors to the male teacher 
and the young teacher and the teachers 
from the outside that could bring in 
something new to a cut and dried sys- 
tem that is badly in need of new blood 

Two legal questions are at stake— 
can the marriee teacher hold two posi- 
tions at once and draw Federal pay? 
(if home-making is considered a job?) 

Does the School Board have the right 
to continue the normal schools when 
their existence is no longer necessary?

The Mining Situation. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
I note'an article appearing in your 
paper of December 12, by Philip Kinsley 
special correspondent, Harrisburg, Pa., 
dealing with the past and present situ- 
ation affecting the coal industry. Mr. 
Kinsley is either misinformed or is de- 
liberately trying to deceive or mislead 
the public through his article by mis- 
statement of facts. 

His statement of the changing his 
shirt by John Donaldson, a represent- 
ative of the Pittsburgh Coal Co., in 
going to Miami, Fla., is not true, as 
the Pittsburgh Coal Co. was not repre- 
sented in the Miami conference by John 
Donaldson or any one else. 

The Pittsburgh Coal Co. was repre- 
sented in the Jacksonville joint-confer- 
ence in February, 1924, by John A. Don- 
aldson, and he (Donaldson) signed the 
contract agreement entered into at 
Jacksonville, to run for a period of three 
years—namely, from April 1, 1924, to 
March 31, 1927. I am in possession of 
the original contract, with the signa- 
ture of John A. Donaldson attached in 
his own handwriting. 

The Pittsburgh Coal Co. abrogated 
the Jacksonville agreement in Ohio in 
May, 1925, and in Pennsylvania in 
August, 1925, notwithstanding their 
representative, Mr. Donaldson, agreed 
with the operators of Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Illinois and Indiana and the 
United Mine Workers of America that 
the agreement would extend until 
March 31, 1927. 

Mr. Kinsley further misquotes the 
facts when he says “three years ago they 
might have agreed to a 10 per cent in- 
crease for the union over the non- 
union scale, but the union leaders 
would not listen to anything but a 
33 1-3 per cent increase.” The facts 
are: The miners have not asked for or 
received an increase in wages since 
1920. The Jacksonville agreement of 
1924 was a renewal of the wage scale 
agreed to in 1920, after a Government 
commission appointed by President 
Woodrow Wilson made an extended and 
careful investigation as to wages and 


‘| conditions of the coal industry. 


This commission recommended to 
President Woodrow Wilson, who in turn 
recommended to thé operators’ and mi- 
ners’ representatives, that the wage 
scale effective April 1, 1920, be increased 
27 -per cent over the wage scale of 
1917, which expired March 31, 1920. 

The commission above referred to was 
composed of three gentlemen, one repre- 
senting the coal operators, one the mi- 
ners and one the public. On January 
12, 1920, the operators and miners 
agreed to accept the findings of this 
commission, and did so on March 31, 
1920, and wrote into a contract the 
award and the recommendations of the 
commission and President Wilson’s rec- 
ommend tion of 27 per cent increase, 
and the miners in Miami, Fla., in Feb- 
ruary of 1927 asked for a renewal of 
the wages and working conditions that 
the Government commission said we 
were entitled to in 1920. 

We contend that to maintain our 
families according to the American 
standard of living, with an opportunity 
to educate our children, to which they 
ere certainly entitled as coming Ameri- 
can citizens, we can not do so by re- 
ducing the wages of the bread winner. 

As to Mr. Kinsley’s reference to the 
cost of production of coal in Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, again I say he is mis- 
taken, as his figures of $2.35 per ton 
are too high, unless he is quoting about 
one-half of the cost of production of 
the Pittsburgh Coal Co., since they have 
started their mines nonunion, with the 
employment of strikebreakers, thugs, 
gunmen, eviction of miners and the use 
of injunctions.

Personal property may be considered 
to fall under three classes, the first, 
tangible personal property, such as 
household furniture. Household goods 
are only assessed where above $1,000 in 
value. Second, intangible personhl 
property, which includes moneys and 


credits, bonds, shares of stock or any | 
instrument standing for a debt o ~~ 
money invested. Third, taxes on banks, 
trust companies and public service cor- 
porations, based on the gross earnings, 

or what may be rightly considered @ 
franchise tax. 


Must Make Statement. 


Every person, trustees and corpora- 
tion, having the above classes of prop- 
erty, must make a statement to the 
assessor once a year and swear to the 
correctness of the same. Personal prop- 
erty, if not returned, is assessed by a 
board of three assistant assessors from 
the best information they can obtain, 
An assessment of such property is dif- 
ficult to equalize and very often hard 
to collect, and the administration of 
such assessment in the various States 
has grown so inefficient that many of 
the States have abolished the tax on 
intangible property and substituted an 
income tax.

Under the caption “When Two Halves 
Do Not Make a Whole,” the Real Es- 
tate Magazine of New York prints: 


“Because much harm may be done by 
inaccurate real estate appraisals wheth- 
er these are for bond issues or for 
mortgage loans, the Real Estate Board 
of New York has just promulgated a 
rule covering a phase of this important 
subject both for the guidance of its 
members and for protection of the 
public. 

“An appraisal of a site and an ap- 
praisal of the building, made inde- 
pendently by two brokers or other 
agencies employed for such purpose, and 
then added together and the result set 
forth as the value of the property, do 
not, in the opinion of the Real Estate 
Board of New York, represent a satis- 
factory appraisal. 

“This subject was referred by the 
board of governors to the committee 
on ethics for a report, and the report 
was recently presented and approved 
It covers the subject briefly but con- 
cisely, and leaves no room for doubt as 

the board’s attitude on this point.

Market value is that price at which 
a willing buyer and seller meet under 
normal conditions.

On the other hand, it is not a safe 
criterion of value because it is very 
responsive to up and down markets. 
Moreover, it may be easily influenced 
by strong salesmanship, while the 
human element of desire may also 
affect the price. Price and value are 
not the same. Income makes value. 
Market makes price. The value of the 
lot and improvements taken separately 
is not the value of the whole, because 
the improvements on a lot enhances 
the lot value. Each increases the other. 


The Final Analysis.

SEPARATE APPRAISALS 


GONDEMNED BY BOARD 


Growing Practice of Valuing 
Land and Structure Apart 
Held Unethical. 


DISCIPLINE IS PLANNED 


The growing practice of securing real 
estate appraisals in which the value of 
the site is obtained from one appraiser 
and the value of the structure inde- 
pendently from another appraiser is 
condemned emphatically in resolutions 
which have just been adopted by the 
Real Estate Board of New York. 

“The resulting figures does not 
necessarily represent the market value 
of the property and the procedure is 
therefore not ethical,” the New York 
board rules. 

The New York ruling is directly in 
line with recommendations made by 
the board of directors of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards in 
April of the present year covering par- 
ticularly the making of appraisals for 
real estate bond issues. 

Reconciliation of appraisals is neces- 
sary where more than one appraiser 
participates in making an appraisal 
for a bond issue, the national associa- 
tion holds. The text of its recom- 
mendations as they apply to the ethics 
of separate appraisals is as follows: 

“The practice of having one appraiser 
make the valuation of land and another 
of the building and using the total 
of the two as the true value is unsound, 
and is condemned, as is also the prac- 
tice of basing the appraisal entirely on 
the capitalized value of the net income, 
In appraisals for bond issues where 
more than one appraiser participates, 
all of the appraisers estimating the 
separate units of value, including 
income, should reconcile their respec- 


tive appraisals and sign a joint report.” 


Recognizing the importance to the 
general public of sound appraisals, par- 
ticularly in the safeguarding of real 
estate bond issues, and further recog- 
nizing the detrimental effect which in- 
accurate or misleading appraisals would 
be bound to have on real estate in- 
terests generally, the New York board 
has further empowered its board of 
governors to take action to investigate 
the accuracy of valuations brought to 
its attention. 

The New York board has promul- 
gated a rule under which if any mem- 
ber or members make an appraisal of 
real estate that in the opinion of the 
board of governors, after investigation, 
is either plainly excessive or below the 
value of the property so appraised, the 
member or members making the ap- 
praisal may be called on to appear be- 
fore the board of governors to justify 
the- appraisal. Upon failure to do so 
to the satisfaction of the board of gov- 
ernors, the member or members shall 
be notified that the board considers the 
appraisal excessively high or excessively 
low. The resolutions adopted further 
declare that in that case the board 
shall take such action as it deems 
proper to discipline the member. Sus- 
pension or expulsion may be involved.

Little Prospect of Strikes in 
the Building Circles, 
Says Report. 


LAST TURMOIL SETTLED 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Dec. 17.—The close of 1927 
finds labor conditions in the building 
industry unusually quiet with little 
prospect of any important strikes or 
wage controversies before spring, ac- 
cording to the national monthly build- 
ing labor review of the American Bond 
& Mortgage Co. 

“Possibility of any serious labor 

ubles in the building industry in 
thé near future,” said the review, “is 


are showing little inclination to press 
the wage demands or place undue 
stress on the five-day week plan. 
“The decline in the volume of new 
building and seasonal low activity is 
already being felt in a number of 
localities and a surplus of skilled 
mechanics as well as laborers is de- 
veloping. Union craftsmen are accept- 
ing the situation calmly but threaten 
resistance to any effort that may be 
made to reduce present wage schedules. 
“With the settlement of the Toronto 
carpenters’ strike the last major dis- 
turbances in the industry were elimi- 


nated, although there are a few trades 
in several communities involved in 
minor wage controversies. There is 
some threat of. trouble as a result of 
the abolition of the National Board of 
Jurisdictional Awards, which has been 
followed by a resumption of the ill- 
feeling between the bricklayers and 
plasterers. Other trades also are ex- 
pected to have annoying jurisdictional 
quarrels. 

“Reports from leading cities indicate 
that lttle change in present wage 
scales and working conditions can be 
expected for at least six months. In 
fact, some cities. aticipate further wage 
increases Curing the coming year. These 
cities include Bridgeport, Conn.; Alli- 
ance, Ohio; Erie, Pa.; Kansas City, 
Mo.; Fall. River, Mass.; New Haven, 
Conn, and Shreveport, La. 

“Only in a few cities, such as Miam!l, 
Fla.; Lowell, Mass.; Charlotte, N. C.; 
Tampa, Fla.; Richmond, Va., and Mason 
City, Iowa, have the contractors sug- 
gested a wage cut. Reduced building 
activity in a number of communities 
tl reatens to create an oversupply of 
mechanics which. may give encourage- 
ment to the possibility of wage reduc- 
tions. 

“It is not expected, however, that 
any material effort toward this direc- 
tion will develop prior to the period be- 
tween April 1 and June 15, when sev- 
eral hundred wage agreements and con- 
tracts will come up for renewal. The 
larger cities, such as New York and Chi- 
cago, have agreements extending 
through the year and are not expected 
to be affected by any controversies. 

“Taking the situation as a whole, the 
prospects are bright for a period of un- 
usually stable labor conditions in the 
building industry for at least three 
months

J. W. Harris terms it, “quite amusing.” 
Jacob Frech writes, “Problem 242 pre- 
sents a position for a chessist in the 
Status of player (as distinguished from 
solver). .

“SHOCKS HER ADORERS 


But Queen’s Hose and Slip- 
pers Self Quickly After 
Ad in London Times. 


London, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—Readers of 
the Times, with its make-up today as it 
was a hundred years ago, were shocked 
the other morning to see Queen Vic- 
toria’s slippers and stockings: adver- 
tised for sale. The Times—there is but 
one “Times” so far as Britishers the 
world over are concerned—printed the 
“ad” on its first page, made up of per- 
sonals, birth, death, marriage and sim- 
liar notices. The “ad’’ foliows:

It was explained that they had been in 
the family of Thomas Howell, a collec- 
tor, for many years. and finally were 
sold to dealers. The slippers and stock- 
ings were bought up quickly by an ad- 
mirer of the late queen, but the shop 
still has the blotter.

President and Mrs. Coolidge heard 
sixteenth and. seventeeth century music 
played for the first time, by distin- 
guished artists on rare old Italian 
violins, violas, cellos and double basses 
from the Rodman Wanamaker collec- 
tion, at the White House on Thursday 
evening, following the annual dinner to 
the Diplomatic Corps. 

This is the first time that this famous 
collection has been loaned for a private 
concert. The instruments used were fine 
specimens of the handicraft of Stradi- 
varius, Montagnana, Guadagnini, Amati 
and other noted lutheirs of the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuriés. 

They were played by a capella com- 
of three string quartets from 
New York—the Lenox, the New York 
String and the Vertchamp Quartets, 
assisted by two double basses, under the 
direction of Dr. Thaddeus Rich, former 
concert master. of the Philadelphio Or- 
chestra, now curator of the Rodman 
Wanamaker collection: 

The soloist was Mme. Olga Samaroff, 
eminent concert pianist, who played a 
Bach Concerto with the string capella. 
Charles M. Courboin, the Belgian organ- 
ist, played as a member of the capella 
or a. portable Mustel organ sent to the 
White House especially for this occasion. 

The program was modeled after those 
given by the private orchestras of the 
courts and nobles of the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries, and contained 
three rare old manuscripts, which were 
performed on this ocassion for the first 
time in over 200 years. One was a work 
by. Domenico Scarlatti (arranged by 
Malipiero, the Italian composer), and 
the others were compositions by Thomas 
Tompkins and William Byrd of the six- 
teenth century. The last two works 
were discovered last summer in manu- 
script form in the Bodleian Library at 
Oxford University, and arranged spe- 
clally for this concert by Canon E. H. 
Fellowes, the noted English authority

Chairman Means was also 
directed to confer with the legislative 
heads of the other veteran bodies re- 
garding the support to be given the 
proposals for the mandatory hospital- 
ization of all veterans by the United 
States Veterans’ Bureau, and as. to the 
proposed consolidation of all agencies 
dealing with. veteran relief. 

These two proposals were practically 
sanctioned by President Coolidge in his 
recent message to.Congress. The com- 
mittee also voted to aid the Civil War 
vetérans and their widows in their ef- 
forts to secure a living pension and 
directed the commander in chief and 
the. chairman of the committee to 
stress the necessity for this legislation.

@s soon as practicable, to Common- 
wealth Dock, at South Boston, for 
cleaning and painting the underwater 
body and for repair work below the 
water line, as the ship was: slightly 
damaged in eon gpg It is estimated 
that this work/ will take about two 
weeks, It is something of a problem to 
move the ship from Fere River, owing 
to the shoal conn of the channel and 
other characteristics of the waterway. 

It is the intention to take advantage 
of the most favorable tide and weather 
conditions in the period commencing 
Friday to get the ship out. When the 
ship comes out of dock she either will 
remain at South Boston or go to Bos- 
ton navy yard for fitting out and 
other work before having preliminary 
trials and before taking her place as 
flagship of the aircraft squadrons of 
the scouting fleet.

MILITARY ORDER OF WORLD WAR. 


At the monthly luncheon of the Dis- 
trict’ of Columbia’ Chapter. Former 
Senator Rice W. Means.sounded a note 


of warning to apathetic America. 

“Conflict is in the Air,” said, Col 
Means, “and an officers’ organization 
such as the Military Order of the 
World War is absolutely necessary and 
shoulders a tremendous responsibility.” 

The luncheon was held at the Hotel 
Lafayette and was largely attended by 
prominent members of offcial Wash- 
ington. Admiral T. J. Cowie, the com- 
mander, presided and there were pres- 
ent Maj. Gen. Mark L. Hersey, past 
commander in chief, and the past 
chapter. commanders, Col. Charles L. 
Frailey, Maj. Ennalls Waggaman, and 
Admiral Charles W. Dyson. 

The preamble was read by the judge 
advocate general, Maj. William L. Sy- 
mons, and the invocation was de- 
livered by the chaplain general, Col. 
Thomas J. Dickson. 

The legislative representatives of all 
big veteran organizations were also 
present. Capt. John Thomas Taylor, 
of the American Legion, in a short ad- 
dress, pleaded for close cooperation of 
the legislative committees of the vari- 
ous veteran organizations.

In view of the fact that the naval 
tveaty subscribed to by the United 
States, Great Britain, Japan, France 
and Italy, ratified August 17, 1923, per- 
mits the laying down of capital Ships 
as replacements on November 12, 1931, 
the naval authorities already are giving 
some attention to the characteristics, 
and sketch plans of such ships are 
maintained, which are subject to revie 
sion from time to time, as various face 
tors enter into the scheme of naval 
defense. 

The treaty provides that battleships 
ard aircraft-carriers 20 years after the 


date of their completion, within limi- 
tations as to size of individual ships 
and the total tonnage of the respective 
Classes, may be replaced by new con- 
struction. 

Thus, unless otherwise provided, by 
international agreement in the mean- 
time, capital ships of this country will 
be due for replacement as follows: 
Nineteen thirty-four. Florida, Utah and 
Wyoming; 1935, Arkansas, Texas and 
|New _York; 1936, Nevada and Okla- 
‘homa; 1937, Arizona and Pennsylvania; 
| 1938, Mississippi; 1939, New Mexico and 
‘Idaho; 1940, Tennessee; 1941, Califor- 
nia and Maryland; 1942, two ships of 
the West Virginia class. 

Consequently, it will be seen that if 
we are prepared to commence construc- 
tion of three battleships on November 
12, 1931, they would not any more than 
be ready to replace the Florida, Utah 
}and Wyoming in 1934. 


| 525,000 Tons Limit. 


The treaty provides that the replacee 
ment program shall not result in an 
excess of a total of 525,000 tons of cap- 
ital ships. 

It is set forth in the treaty that no 
battleship shall exceed a displacement 
of 35,000 tons or be armed with guns 
larger than 16-inch caliber. 

Such ships would be larger than the 
| largest we have now, the West Virginia, 
Maryland and Colorado, which have @ 
normal displacement of 32,600 tons, but 
| they would be smaller than the 6ix 
latest designed battleships, Indiana, 
Iowa, Massachusetts, Montana, North 
Carolina and South Dakota, whose con- 
struction was stopped by the naval 
treaty, and which would have had @® 
normal displacement of 43,200 tons and 
armament including twelve 16-inch 
50-caliber guns. 

The naval authorities are confident 
that, within the displacement limita- 
tion, very powerful ships can be pro- 
duced, and, with the normal displace- 
ment limited to 35,000 tons, a full-load 
displacement of close to 40,000 tons 
would be p*rmissible. 


the ball room of the Hotel Mayflower

Admiral] T. J. Cowie then introduced 
Col. Rice W. Means, the speaker of the 
day. Col. Means drew an analogy of 
standards of living in Europe and the 
United States. Hé expressed a sincere 
hope that the standards of living in 
the United States would never reach 
the low level of that which now exists 
in “Europe. The average wage over 
there, he said, was $1.25 a day, and 
men, especially veterans, barely irked 
out a living. He cited a concrete in- 
cident which he observed in Brussels, 
namely, that of a woman hitched up in 
harness drawing a loaded cart up @& 
hill, assisted by a dog, likewise in har- 
ness, walking beside her. This, he said, 
must never happen in America and it 
is up to us to see that it doesn’t. 

He said all the statesmen of Europe, 
with whom he had an opportunity to 
talk, were ready for war. 

“Europe is at the seething point,” he 
said. “The Balkans are in a turmoil, 
old-time alliances are beginning to 
crop up. 

“Just as the fighting men of 98 were 
the leaders and officers during the 
World War, so should the young officers 
of the World War be ready to be lead- 
ers for any next war. Therefore it is 
necessary that there exist such an oOffie 
cers’ organization as the Military Order 
of the World War, and upon its shoul- 
ders lies a tremendous responsibility. 
America seeks only peace, happiness, 
prosperity and tranqulllity and is the 
outstanding nation as a succor to the 
oppressed.” 

Col. Means recalled Gen, George 
Washington's statement to Gen. Lafay- 
ette when he pronounced that the 
United States did have a definite for-~ 
eign policy, from which policy we have 
never varied. Gen. Washington's state- 
ment was something similar to the fol- 
lowing: | 

“That we wish well to all people and 
to all governments and we recognize 
that each government has the privilege 
and the right to choose its own form of 
government, provided that form of gov- 
ernment and its policy does not men- 
ace the peace of the world and the 
right of other nations.” 

The Military Order of the World War 
has a duty to combat one of America’s 
faults—that of apathy. Apathy to ed 
paredness and national defense. 
paredness will prevent untold suffering.

Linen and 
shoes often carried’ valuable advices 
written in invisible ink. As recepta- 
cles for secret dispatches trouser buckel&, 
coat collars, padded shoulders, suspend- 
ers, neckties, wigs, shoelaces, handles of 
tooth brushes, &c., frequently served. 

Still more crafty were similar devices 
in book covers (until finally all books 
and printed matter were taboo), hollow 
and false teeth, heels, in the cotton 
dressing of minor wounds, in the nasal 
cavities, in candies and in common 
strings. 

Especially subtle were the methods 
adopted by women spies, who on their 
secret assignments carried much im- 
portant information in. their corset 
Stays, in false curls, garters, stockings, 
smelling salts, in the plaster encasing a 
pseudo fractured arm, &c. 

Members of the former secret service 
still talk of the carcass of a hare into 
which a gla:; capsule containing a 
highly important dispatch had been 
introduced through an incision, which 
had then been cleverly sewn up again, 
Another artful device discovered was 
that of a capsule containing a mese- 
Sage, which, when covered with the ap- 
propriate material, was identical with 


the corresponding tassel of an um- 
brella. 


But the crown of all methods for caret 


rying secret advices was conceded to 
have been that in which the spy never 
went near his home country, but only 
just beyond the frontier of the countrv 
in which he was active. There he wrote 
his message on the tablecloth of a cer- 
tain dining room, or dining car, with 
invisible ink from what appeared to be 
& toothpick, which message was picked 


up an hour or two later by a confed- 
erate.

mas dinner?” that is a question that 
challenges every housewife as the 
holiday approaches. Certain things 
she must have—or at least tradition 
says she must have—as fowl and 
cranberry sauce, and mince pie or 
Christmas pudding, and then there 
are the usual items, but not ab- 
solutely required’ by rule, as stuffing 
with the fowl, and rich giblet grayy 
and sweet and Irish potatoes, some 
kind of salad and fruit cake. It 
would seem from the foregoing list 
that Christmas dinner is pretty well 
prescribed, cut and dried, and re- 
quires no thought or planning on the 
part of the one who is to be respon- 
sible for it. This assumption, how- 
ever, is far from the truth. Greater 
choice is possible than seems so on 
the surface, and the feast may be a 
success or a failure in direct pro- 
portion to the wisdom with which it 
is planned. 

In common with other features of 
the big holiday—as the tree, and the 
gifts, and the greetings—we ought 
to plan first of all our Christmas 
dinner should leave pleasant mem- 
ories. This thing is too often what 
it doesn’t do. Pleasant though it 
may be in the eating, it can hardly 
be called a success if it is followed 
by illness, or even discomfort. A 
hostess can not prevent her guests 
from overeating, but at least she 
can prevent her menu from being 
overloaded with the wrong kind of 
food (meaning particularly acid- 
producing foods)} and can see that 
one kind is properly balanced with 
another. 

Since this is the time when colds 
are prevalent, it is also the time of 
year when special caution should be 
taken with diet. Too great indul- 
gence in the wrong kind of food 
makes colds “easy to catch.”

Christmast dinner—we are all “big 
children” when it comes to that— 
but certain precautions may be 
taken. For instance, the mother of 
the family may see to it the quality 
of food materials for her Christmas 
dinner is of the best, and she may 
see the big dinner is preceded by a 
simple breakfast, including pure 
fruit juices and perhaps a cereal. 
Whole wheat grain cereal would be 
excellent, since it prepares the sys- 
tem for the big dinner to come by 
regulating the eliminating organs 
and stimulating the system, This is 
a precaution especially necessary to 
take for children, who are apt to 
clog their systems later in the day 
through overindulgence in sweets 
and other heavy foods.

Tea Biscuits. 


One cup scaled milk, 1 tablespoon su- 
gar, 2 tablespoons shortening, one-half 
teaspoon salt, 1 yeast cake, dissolved in 
one-half cup water, 4 cups flour. 

Put the sugar, salt and shortening 
in a mixing bowl, add scalded milk; 
when luke warm add dissolved yeast 
cake: add 3 cups of flour slowly, beat~- 
ing to a Hght batter; let rise to double 
the bulk; add 1 cup of flour, rise again, 
shape on molding board, brush with 
melted butter, cover and rise till light. 
Bake in a quick oven from 20 to 25 
minutes. 


Fish Stock, 

After washing thoroughly cover the 
fish, whether it be heads, trimmings or 
whole fish, with cold water, add salt, 
outside stalks of celery, or celery leaves, 
parsley, an onion, and @ bay leaf. 
Simmer gently for about an hour. Pour 
through a strainer. It may now be 
boiled down by further simmering to 
get a stronger stock for soup or fish 
sauce. 

Return to the oven and cook until 
potatoes are a nice brown, which takes 
about 15 minutes. When done sprinkle 
fish with finely minced parsley, garnish 
with sliced lemon, or serve with hot 
sauce. Maitre d’Hotel Sauce: 

¥% cup butter. 

. tablespoon lemon juice. 

1 tablespoon finely minced parsley. 


Macaroni Bird’s Nest. 
(A 15-Minute Dish.) 


One package of macaroni; cook in 
salted, boiling water until tender 
which generally takes about 10 or 12 
minutes. One can peas, 2 tablespoons 
butter, 1 can condensed tomato soup, 6 
slices bacon cut into squares, 4 cup 
grated cheese. 

Method; Pan-broil the bacon; in 
another pan heat peas with butter and 
in another pan heat the tomato soup, 
adding equal quantity of water. Take 
the fat from the bacon and mix in the 
tomato soup. Serve macaron! in nest 
form or in a large platter or, dish. Set 
peas in center of it; then pour tomato 
sauce flavored with bacon over the top. 


Top off with bacon. 


Jellied Chicken, 


Select for this a good-sized fowl and 
cut up as for fricasse. Put in the 
kettle with one-half of a small onion, 
stick with a clove, one stalk of celery, 
cover with boiling water and simmer 
until the meat falls from the bones, 
adding one teaspoon of salt when half 
done. Take out chicken and cook 
down the liquor to three-quarters of a 
cupful, strain and skim off the fat. 
Butter a mold and decorate the bot- 
tom and sides with slices, pack the 
chicken in the mold, pour over it 
the liquor. When cold slice and serve,

Use one and one-half pounds bread 
dough, when ready to shape into 
loaves.

1 pair sweetbreads, parboiled and 
cut into small pieces.

1 wineglass of sherry. ;

Veal Loaf. 


314 pounds of minced veal (the leg 
is best for this purpose). 

3 eggs, well beaten. 

1 teaspoon of pepper. 

1 tablespoon of salt. 

% of a grated nutmeg. 

4 rolled crackers. 

1 tablespoon of cream. 

Butter, the size of an egg. 

Mix these together and make into a 
loaf, roast and baste like other meats. 


Rabbit. 


The rabbit bought or used should be 
fresh and the body free from unpleas- 
ant odor. If young, the ears will he 
soft; if old, they will be stiff. Rabbits 
may be cooked in a variety of ways, 
as fricassee or pie, following the recipe 
for chicken, or broiled like chicken. 

Skin the rabbit, singe it, remove the 
entrails and wipe well inside and out 
with damp cloth. Split it down the 
back and, unless it is to be broiled, 
divide each half into four pieces. 


* . Fried Filet of Cod or Haddock. 


Dress and clean the fish, remove the 
skin and backbone, cut flesh in square 
pieces, season with salt and pepper and 
roll in fine white corn meal, Fry out 
several slices of salt pork, lay the fish 
in the hot fat, cook each side, drain 
on soft paper and serve hot. Serve 
with butter and garnish with slices of 
lemon. Any fish having firm 
can be prepared in this manner. 
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menu itself. A little common sense 
here will be worth a deal of reme- 
dies later. 

Why not start with a clear soup? 
This prepares the stomach for the 
heavy food, does not contribute much 
food value and helps in preventing 
overeating by filling the stomach 
with a light liquid at the start that 
stimulates the action of the diges- 
tive fluids. 

Chicken, turkey or roast pig may 
follow, with potatoes, baked pre- 
ferred to other ways of cooking 
tom of serving both sweet and white 
potatoes, a rather absurd custom, is 
never more out of place than at the 
heaviest dinner of the year, so why 
not dispense with it? Creamed 
onions, squash and lettuce are im- 
portant vegetables, full of important 
minerals without being heavy; they 
can well have their place at our 
dinner. Lettuce particularly is need- 
ed for the roughage and mineral 
salts to help regulate the system. 
Nuts, grapes and apples are excel- 
lent to serve as dessert; and, while 
we are speaking of fruits, let us 
add that a glass of good sweet cider 
served an hour before the dinner 
will be of service in flushing out 
and sterilizing the stomach and in- 
testines and stimulating the action 
of the eliminating and digestive 
organs. 

We probably will not be sensible 
enough—most of us won’t—to leave 
our plum pudding and our mince 
pie till the day after Christmas, 
when it would have twice the flavor, 
served with a light main ° meal. 
Therefore let us at least remember 
to serve small portions, to let a little 
time elapse between these rich des- 
serts and the main meal, and to let 
them come as late in the meal as 
possible, after the fruit and‘ nuts. 
We may thereby coax even our holi- 
day stomachs to be a little sparing. 

Candy, if it is served, should be 
purchased with great care. 

e only what you know to be pure, 
fresh and well-made. 

The final words of advice for the 
successful Christmas dinner are: 
First, eliminate judiciously. from the 
menu—don’t overload it; second, 
have plenty of the lighter vege- 
tables that give bulk without heavi- 
ness; third, supply fruit juices; 
fourth, see that every bit of food is 
of the best. So will we preserve 
our Christmas cheer, not only while 
the food is assailing our eyes and 
nostrils and is in our mouths, but 
twelve hours afterward,

Little or No Naturalization Is|

Paris, Nov. 17.—What may be termed 
the alienization of France is daily be- 
coming more and more a great na- 
tional issue. In the minds of many 


it already outranks in interest the ap- 
proaching general elections, which will 
determine whether M. Poincare is to 
continue his great work of stabilization 
and rehabilitation. There is a wide- 
spread anticipation of enormous Radi- 
cal and Communist gains, aided by 
Russian propaganda, which may drive 
many Republicans in self-defense to the 
Right and thus swell the rising tide of 
royalist reaction, which is looking to 
a restoration under the Duc de Gulse 
as a parallel movement to the dirtator- 
ships of Mussolini in Italy and Rivera 
in Spain. Yet, men say, that involves 
mothing more than a shifting of au- 
thority from one group or party of 
Frenchmen to another, while the 
alienization now ominously under way 
threatens to transform the character 
and composition of the nation itself. 
Here is the situation, with its tragi- 
cal irony, as depicted by Lucien Bec in 
the Revue Mondiale: A million and a 
half Frenchmen have.died to repulse 
a foreign invasion, yet since their 
death the invasion has been effected— 
in a different manner, to be sure, but 
with completeness and permanence. 
The places of those martyred sons of 
France have been filled by aliens. 


Alien Numbers Doubled. 


Thus, in 1911 about 1,000,000 for- 
eigners were living in France, and in 
1921 about 1,500,000. But in the last 
half dozen years the latter number has 
been doubled, so that today the alien 
population numbers fully 3,000,000, in- 
cluding representatives of almost every 
tribe and nation in the world. Among 
the principal elements are 800,000 Ital- 
fans, 500,000 Belgians, 400,000 Span- 
fards and 300,000 Poles. Thus the alien 
population of France today amounts 
to 74% per cent of the whole. That ls, 

roportion large enough to cause 
grit e concern; but the fact that it is 
increasing at the rate of between 1 
and 2 per cent (of the whole popula- 
tion) a year fills many minds with ap- 
prehnesion almost approximating alarm. 

Of course, much of this influx of 
aliens was necessary, and was desired. 
The appalling reduction of France’s 
working force through the slaughter of 
the World War made it necessary to 
call in man power from abroad, espe- 
clally to rebuild and to operate the 
factories and other industrial works 
that had been destroyed. But that the 
process should continue after all the 
vacant places have been filled is an- 


other matter. 

It is also another matter, of serious 
aspect, that an enormous influx of 
foreign capital also should occur, by 
force of which the actual ownership 
of French lands and buildings is pass- 
ing into the hands of nonresident 
aliens. Nor is it a light thing that the 
money which is earned by the millions 
of alien workers in France, and the 
profits secured by alien capitalists do 
not remain here to enrich France, but 
very largely go to foreign lands, to en- 
rich them. Thus France its being filled 
with aliens, and is being drained of 
gold for the profit of alien lands. 


No Effective Examination. 


Still another feature of the case of 
grave concern is the character of much 
of the immigration. France always has 
been so hospitable to visitors that she 
has failed to establish any effective 
system of examination of immigrants. 
As a result the undesirable classes of 
other countries are being “dumped’ 
upon French soil. These include the 
physically and mentally unsound, was- 
_. trels and ne’er-do-wells and many 
habitual criminals. There has been a 
marked increase in criminality of vari- 
ous kinds, and in the number of in- 
mates of asylums and hospitals of for- 
eign origin. 

It must be borne in mind, moreover, 
that the vast bulk of these aliens are 
remaining aliens, with little or no 
prospect of becoming French citizens. 
.That is because of the bureaucratic 
technicalities and formalities which 
discourage naturalization and which 
make it a tedious and difficult pro- 
céss. Even foreigners who enlisted in 
the French Army and served through 
the World War, and who wish to iden- 
tify themselves forever with the coun- 
try for which they fought, are held 
aloof and subjected to the same an- 
Doyance and delays that are the lot of 
all other immigrants. In consequence, 
Only a small percentage of aliens are 
Maturalized each year, while the num- 
ber and proportion of the unnatural- 
ized rapidly increase. Now it is pro- 

to rush to the other extreme and 
Maturalize the aliens wholesale, hun- 
dreds of thousands at once, indiscrim- 
inately, a course obviously open to se- 
Tious objections as making such citi- 
zenry of doubtful value. 


Assimilation is Desired. 


What seems supremely desirable, as 
urged by M. Lambert, deputy for the 
Rhone, is that this great influx of 
aliens should be not merely formally 
naturalized but actually assimilated, so 
as to transform them into loyal French 
citizens, as millions of European immi- 
grants have been assimilated in 
America. In this way alone does it 
seem practicable to check and counter- 
act the’ threatened depopulation of 
France. It is obvious that no military 
preparedness can permanently assure 
_ Security _ 40,000,000 or less in France 
against 60,000,000 or more, and prob- 
ably many more, in Germany.

Thoughtful Frenchmen doubt whether 
such colonies are in the way to become 
true French communities, but are not 
rather aiien and potentially hostile 
communities established on French soil, 
and thus a source of weakness and not 
of strength. Thus the act introduced 
into parliament by M. Lambert, which 
would naturalize aliens en masse, is re- 
garded with grave doubts, as calcu- 
lated to enroll as French citizens those 
who would be such in name only and 
not at heart. 


The same act, moreover, would deny 
to children born-in France to alien 
parents the option of choosing between 
the alien allegiance of their parents 
and that of France; so that children 
born to Americans residing in Paris or 
at Cannes would automatically be 
French citizens, even against their own 
will. Such making of citizens by force 
is condemned by many Frenchmen as 
tyrannical and dangerous. 


Foreigners Held Inferior. 


These are some of the political as- 
pects of the case, Sociologists regard 
the demographic problems involved, 
and the dangers threatened, as no less 
grave. It is protested that these for- 
eign elements are as a rule mentally 
and physically inferior to the native 
French stock, and that therefore their 
presence in France, even without ac- 
tual amalgamation, causes a perceptible 
lowering of the national standard; 
while their intermarriage with the 
French, which may be expected as in- 
evitable, would demoralize and degrade 
the French race. 


The increase of French population 
through an influx of aliens, the in- 
crease of French citizenship through 
wholesale and even compulsory natural- 
ization, and the increase of the Gallic 
race through the infusion of alien and 
inferior blood, are all therefore decried, 
as inadequate “measures for the solu- 
tion of France’s problems. Instead it 
is urged that increase of ..genuine 
French population be sought, not so 
much through an increase of the birth 
rate as through a decrease of infant 
mortality. 

It is pointed out that the birth rate 
in Great Britain is scarcely higher than 
in France, but the rate of infant mor- 
tality is very much lower, and thus the 
natural increase of population is 
greater. The true watchword for 
France, therefore, should be, not “More 
naturalizations of aliens,” but rather 
“more cradles and fewer graves!”

HE production at the Belasco, of course, should be in every sense 
ay one of the outstanding offerings of the season. It will be in 
capable hands all the way through. The producer, John Williams, 

has a great record in the theater. It was he who put on “Rain,” the 
dramatization of Somerset Maughn’s story, “Miss Sadie Thompson,” 
with Jeanne Eagels in the leading role, Williams also put on Eugene 
O’Neil’s first full length play. In “L’Aiglon,’ he brings a troupe of 
seasoned thespians, some known to three generations of playgoers. 


Of the list, no name is more revered in theaterdom than that of Effie 


Shannon. Then, too, there is an old-timer of old-timers, Mr. George 
Marion. 


In his day, George Marion has played many parts. When he was 
last through here he confided to me that he has been more than half 


a century on the stage. Though few know it, the celebrated burlesque 
comedian, Dave Marion, known to millions as ‘‘Snuffy, the Cabman,” 
is brother to George. They are members of a theatrical family that 
held forth in the music halls of Europe years ago. 

George Marion’s son is now out in Hollywood making a name for 
himself as a scenario writer. However, it is with George Marion, the 
actor, that Washington is concerned for the moment, Of al] the men 
who tread the boards there is none finer than he; no one so sympathetic 
with. young actors and actresses, no one more willing to lend a helping 
hand to the climber on fame’s ladder. In the Rostand play he has 
the role of Flambeau. 

One of the most versatile actors in America, George Marion can take 
‘a bit,” such as a butler role, and almost walk away with a play. He 
has done it—once here in Washington. Well, there is nothing startling 
about this, since George Marion had perfect theatrical training. He 
has played in every kind of theatrical entertainment from pantomime 
to minstrelsy. Not only is he a good actor, a wonderful actor, in truth— 
but he is also rated high as a stage director. He produced all the early 
successes for the late Henry W. Savage, including such well known 
hits as ‘“‘The Merry Widow” and George Ade’s “The College Widow.” 
He also directed Florenz Ziegfeld’s musical comedies in which Anna 
Held was starred. For year, George Marion was a member of Froh- 
man’s comedians. During his career he has played every known stage 
dialect.

HOW FILMS 
ARE MADE 
BY BAPERI 


“The theory of casting a picture is 
a very important and very subtle one,” 
says Cecil B. DeMille, producer of “The 
King of Kings,” at the National Theater, 
during his recent talk at Harvard Uni- 
versity. ‘“‘You have got to make a com- 
bination that the public wants to see 
and that will give you the highest 
point in artistry for the amount of 
money expended.

first, before you see the individual, so 
that you get the screen personality, 
that is a very, very important point. 
The same is true in acting a scene. You 
can not judge it with the eye. You do 
say, but you shouldn’t, that that is a 
great scene; that it was finely done; 
that it will be wonderful. You should 
see it that night on the screen, before 
deciding whether it is good or bad. For 


every important role we are obliged to 
make preliminary screen tests of char- 
acters in make-up or costume, 

“When you are bringing together a 
leading lady from one organization and 
a leading man who is in another or 
who is free-lancing, the difference in 
the matter of make-ups is important. 
The cameraman must light for each one 
of these two faces. If he lights for 
the girl, who is very light, the man 
looks like an Arab. If he lights for 
the man, the woman goes entirely 
white and you cannot see her features 
at all. There must be a blending, and 
all that costs a great deal of money, 
and yet the picture has not started. 
Up to this point in “The King of Kings,’ 
we spent $200,000. 

“All the 22 departments have been 
functioning and your set ready. The 
actors are there in make-up, ready to 
begin. If you have a great big set, the 
number of cameras is important be- 
cause sometimes, if~you have, we will 
say, 200 or 300 people in the-set you 
are working in, you use 4S Many .as 
fourteen cameras on one scene to take 
your close-ups and long shots at the 
same time with different lenses. The 
humber of cameras required is very ex- 
pensive, so you have got to be very 
sure that you are going to need them. 
Your director can ruin an organization: 
in. the maiter of waste of film alone. 

“The next point for ‘the director 
is the camera line. The cameraman 
sivesn’t set up and take in the whole 
vet He approaches it exactly the way 
an aftist does the canvas, as to what 
is the best position, what will give him 
the best effect for the dramatic point

At the National Vaudeville Artists’ 
Club in New York City last week there 
was launched one of the most unusual 
movements yet devised to bring into 
being a closer relationship among all, 
peoples. The occasion was Edward F. 


.Albee’s dinner to Bishop William T. 


Manning, Rabbi Nathan Kraus, Dr. 5S. 
Parkes Cadman and the Rev. Edward 


F. Leonard in the interests of fellow- 
ship and good will. In the same club- 
n0use that has done so much to pro- 
mote understanding between managers 
and vaudeville artists, the barriers of 
sects, doctrines and beliefs were broken 
down when representatives of all faiths 
met on the common ground of brother- 
hood. Coming as it did at a time near 
that which marked the Nativity, this 
meeting struck an effective blow in pro- 
mulgating that for which the Great 
Teacher devoted his life—‘‘Peace on 
earth, good will to men.” In these 
hectic days of commerce and conflict in 
a troubled world, it seems almost im- 
possible that such a conference could 
be held—that the apostles of an as- 
sorted set of principles should strive 
for a common ideal. 

In Dr. Cadman’s own words—‘“We see 
here (the N. V. A. clubhouse) a monu- 
ment to the increasing solidarity’ of the 
social structure itself, not upon mere 
sentimentalism, but upon a_ steady 
growth which gathers to itself as the 
vitalizing center the best thought of 
the age in behalf of that national 
homogeneity of ideals and practices, 
which is far more important than any 
building. I say that this exposition of 
modern vaudeville * * * justifies the 
prediction that the next great religious 
evangelist will be an actor. But may 
I say that the temper of the church as 
a whole is far more in accordance with 
this new solidarity so absolutely vital 
and essential to the whole superstruc- 
ture of humanity than is commonly 
supposed? There has swept over the 
Christian churches of today and also 
over Jewish Israel a new temper which 
only needs scientific statement and 
practical application to play a great 
part in the beginning of a new era for 
general brotherhood, * * * Personally, 
I have no manner of doubt that 200 
years hence shall be looked upon as 
comparative barbarians being led out of 
Egypt into Israel with some promise at 
some time of better things to come.” 

This meeting, the first of a series 
to be held by Mr. Albee, has already had 
a far-reaching effect. Prominent church- 
men and leaders from all walks of life 
are enlisting in this great movement. 
Here, indeed, is something that adds a 
true note of cheer to the Yuletide 
season.

Those ‘Cathedrals’

LTHOUGH he will probably be the last one to hear about it, 
the motion picture enthusiast who walks to the wicket and lays 
his money on the line—as Mr. Runyon says at his club—is right 

now enjoying what practically amounts to his heyday. 

Never before in the history of the theater in America have such 
amusement bargains been offered the modest purse as now are pur- 
yeyed by the palaces of the cinema, not only in Washington but through- 
out the United States, Great ‘‘names,”’ splendid pictures, mammoth 
orchestras and all of the accessories that have come to be taken as 
a matter of course by the casual theatergoer combine to form a source 
of entertainment that has never been rivaled, 

This is not due wholly to the urge of the motion picture exhibitor 
to make his segment of the fighting front preeminent. It is, rather, 
a more or less natural evolution that has asserted itself by reason of a 
variety of contributory circumstances. But the ones most vitally con- 
cerned in this glorification of the movie business have been, and still 
are, the Wall street banker gentlemen, 

The banker gentlemen, per se, are banker gentlemen and not show- 
men, However, they have manifested a keen sense of the “big shot” 
in their conduct of the enterprises that most closely involve the cellu- 
loid drama. Their admiration of the well known and highly revered 
6 per cent is more deep rooted than a habit, more insistent than an 
obsession and as tenacious as a fetish. They have, therefore, enunciated 
certain precepts that must be observed, One of them is that “the palaces 
of the cinema’’ and the “cathedrals of the movies’? that have been 


— reared with their “jack” must return the none too familiar legal rate. 


This has been pretty tough on some of the theater boys, 

They have had to scurry around a bit and find some element of 
This has entailed the 
employment of methods previously foreign to the wiggle picture in- 
dustry, While the pictures may have been excellent, there still was 
need of further incentive to extravagance on the part of the vulgarly 
denominated ‘“‘cash customer.’ This incentive took the form, still pre- 
served, of ‘‘acts,’’ “presentations,” “‘prologues,” or what have you? 

None of these departures may have had any proper place in the movie 
scheme of things, but here they are and what are you going to do 
about it? In fact, what do you want to do about it? Absolutely 
nothing! 

There may be all the hue and cry in the world about the decadence 
of the pictures—and they are not decadent—the substitution of every 
other known type of diversion for the silent charm of the shadow 
drama and the submergence of the films under a tidal wave of 
extraneous matter, but the fact remains that for his 50 or 60 cents 
the purchaser of tickets for the film plays avails himself of the greatest 
bargain in the annals of theatrical amusement. When before has it 
ever been possible to buy for the paltry four bits that is prevalent an 
orchestra of completely symphonic proportions, a picture that is as good 
as modern miracles of stagecraft can produce, personalities that have 
commanded three and four times the tariff that is assessed and acces- 
sories that mark the farthest advance of short-reel and atmospheric 
embellishment? Never. 

The banker gentlemen have seen to that, They have laid down the 
plain dictum that exhibitors who desire to avail themselves of their 
helpful usuries must get it back at the boxoffice. And the exhibitors 
are doing precisely that, to the great benefit of the amusement seeker 
who shops up and down F street for his theatrical fare—not forgetting 
Ninth and Thirteenth and points between and beyond. 

Washington is particularly to be congratulated upon the diversity 
of entertainment that the new alignment of picture policies will pre- 
sent. There will be very little conflict and one may choose what he 
pleases with no fear of having cheated himself if his mind really is 
made up. At the Fox will be the Victor Herbert operettas, condensed 
to a length that harmonizes with the requirements of a program such 
as they never were planned to accommodate; the Palace will go in, 
more or less, for the ‘‘jazz’”’ motif, providing a congenial outlet for the 
ebulliences of the “flapper trade,”’ while the Earle, abandoning vaude- 
ville and launching a purely Broadway type of picture and production 
will make its bid for the sophisticated picture patron anxious to com- 


bine a bit of spectacle with his cinematography. More of this in 
another column. 

There is more to this readjustment of the local scene than appears 
on the surface. It simplifies matters considerably for all concerned. 
By the abandonment of the vaudeville idea—and the Earle has always 
provided better vaudeville than it has been given credit for—the Stan- 
ley-Crandall Co.’s Thirteenth street house turns back to Mr. Robbins’ 
temple of the two-a-day, all of the output of the Keith-Albee-Orpheum 
interests, which means elimination of all competitive activities looking 
to the proselyting of the Fifteenth street clientele. The Metropolitan, 
by kA token, is removed from the lists of the vigorous competitors of 
the@irst-run houses downtown, contenting itself with a split-week 
policy not far removed from that which governs the destinies of the 
Central, Tivoli, Ambassador and other houses linked up on the same 
cifcuit. All of which will eventuate, according to present plans, with 
the advent of Christmas Day, Sunday, December 25, or slightly thereafter. 

And now a thought of the “‘cathedrals.” The ornate picture houses 
have reached a degree of development that is unbelievable to one who 
remembers vividly the ‘“‘store shows” of a scant decade ago. One of 
the most impressive theater chains in the Capital was inaugurated with 
a single house with a total seating capacity of 82! A picture theater 
now that seats less than several thousand is out of the running..

“Escape,” an epos- 
itic play in a prologue of ni~e scenes 
at the Booth Theater, represents a good 
example of the course the dramatist 
should pursue, according to Galsworthy, 
which is: “To set before the public no 
cut-and-dried codes, but the phenom- 
ena of life and character, selected and 
combined, but not distorted, by the 
dramatist’s outlook, set down without 
fear, favor, or prejudice, leaving the 
public to draw such poor moral as 
nature may afford.” This method re- 
quires a certain detachment; it re- 
quires a far view, together with patient 
industry, for immediate practical re- 
sult.” ; 

It is suitable that the most aristo- 
cratic of dramatists should have his 
last play presented by the most aris- 
tocratic of directors. No one will deny 
this title to Winthrop Ames. And as 
one expects, he has given it a fine and 
sensitive production with Leslie Howard 
doing the truest work of his career. 
The prologue is laid in London—Hyde 
Park at night. Matt Dennant sits on a 
bench where, in a moment, the girl of 
the town joins him, gives him her card 
and suggests that he call upon her any 
time when convenient.

In episode eight, a 
few minutes later, he enters a cottage 
of gentility, where Miss Dora*and, Miss 
Grace are having tea.

A Celluloid Tarkington. 


The kindship of literature and the 
motion picture and the great pos- 
sibilities for pictorial expression in 
some of the better themes and ideas 
of the book world are said to be ex- 
emplified in the writings of Booth 
Tarkington, several of whose works 
have been translated to the celluloid 
medium. 

Tarkington, like many authors, is 
said to visualize his characters and sit- 
uations in his mind, striving to bring 
up in the reader’s imagination a picture 
of the events and persons of whom he 
is writing.

Paris, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—Americans are 
losing something of their reputation as 
the star spenders, the “easy marks,” in 
France. Gentlemen from the country 
where the French seem to think every 
one is @ millionaire are reported to be 
looking twice at the price of things— 
and not always buying. The highest 
priced movie house on the boulevards 
complains that Americans distinguish 
themselves at the box office by look- 
ing over the price sign—20 francs or 
80 cents—and frequently fading away. 

Few recognize that as the franc is 
virtually stabilized at 4 cents, world 
prices prevail here and many things, 
made in small relatively inefficient fac- 
tories here cost much more than sim- 
ilar products, made by machine and in 
great quantities, in America. 

Champagne at 200 francs or $8 a bot- 
tle in the Montmarte cabarets is quite 
a shock to tourists. Large parties of 
slummers now find courage to make 
one bottle enough for their visit to 
the night-life stage setting. 


Hackney Coach Goes 


Before Automobile 
Berlin, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—The hackney 
coach is disappearing from Berlin. In 
Vienna, the aristocratic fiacre drawn 
by a pair of horses survives as an ex- 
pensive curiosity, with but 19 of the 
species. Berlin’s ubiquitous and less 
noble one-horse cabs have dwindled be- 
fore the automobile to 290. Paris stili 
has around 200 cabs. 

Horses and drivers alike have learned 
patience. During the day, in fine 
weather, business is especially slack. 
Except on Sundays, the Berliner now 
has no time ‘for driving leisurely 
through the Tiergarten. Rain brings 
some trade to the cab driver but usual- 
ly only as far as the next taxicab

ODD TREE MALADY 
IS MOSTLY THIRST 


Paris Official Suggests Water 
After Scientists Fail 


in Diagnosis. 

Paris, Dec. 17 (A-P.).—Mysterious 
maladies of Paris trees seem, like Many 
abstruse problems, to need only the 
application of common sense. Just a 
good drink of plain, every-day water, 
it appears, has caused to flourish many 
trees that are surrounded by dying 
ones Scientists have deliberated sol- 
emnly over why the exhaust gas of 
automobiles should kill the trees. Air 
at various levels has been bottled and 
analyzed by city chemists. Horticul- 
turists have wagged their heads. Mean- 
time, chauffeurs filling their radiators 
at curb faucets have thrown a good 
deal of water around nearby trees that 
have thrived. 
Victor Bucaille, a tree-loving munici- 
pal councilor, putting 2 and 2 together, 
has asked the city authorities to try 
water as a remedy for the mnay ills and 
he asserts with water trees will thrive. 
Gradually over many years the ground 
around the thousands of trees that line 
the boulevards has become hard packed 
and the old custom of watering them 
has been discontinued. Paris streets 
formerly were flushed by gentlemen 
with long reels of hose. They watered 
the“trees as they passed, but when 
modern automobile water carts replaced 
them the trees were forgotten.

T the Arts Club there is on view

Neighborhood House Show 


At Neighborhood House an exhibition 
of crafts work has been held recently. 
This calls again to mind the important 
and excellent work being carried on 
here by Mr. and Mrs. John P. S. Neligh. 
The house was'originally given by. Mrs. 
Alice Barney, the artist and writer, who 
for some years was closely associated 
with the activities in the house. She 
has given a number of her own paint- 
ings which hang in several rooms and 
several other artists have also presented 
their paintings. Max Weyl is repre- 
sented, Clara Saunders has two or three 
paintings, and Paul Bartlet presented a 
cast of an angel’s head that is sculp- 
tured on the pediment of the house 
Side of the Capitol. 

These gifts have set the note of art 
within the walls of the house, and Mr. 
Neligh has stimulated this in his own 
work and in having exhibitions of pic- 
tures from time t® time. A number of 
etchings of Washington buildings by O. 
Geibrich were recently on view. These 
etchings were done for Neighborhood 
House and were used for post cards, 
which were sold for the benefit of the 
work there, The work of ‘Mr. Neligh is, 
however, primarily in crafts work. He 
introduced into the country twenty 
years ago the now popular batik and 
tied and knotted dye work. This has 
spread throughout—the country and has 
become rather debased through over- 
popularity. Here, however, the stand- 
ard has been kept true to the highest 
type of “shibori,” which is the Jap- 
anese name for this sort of knotted 
and tied dyeing. 

The colors used by Mr. Neligh are 
unique and very lovely. Other: forms 
of craft work are taught to all who 
apply, including -weaving of all kinds, 
metal work and carving. All the. work 
is of a high grade. Costumes have. been 
made in the past for Sarah Bernhardt, 
Nazimova, Pavlowa and other celebri- 
ties who used. the. lovely dyed cloth for 
their work. The material and crafts 
work are all sold for the benefit of 
Neighborhood House. 2 

An informal museum in the house of 
various forms of textiles and ‘other 
objects of art is one of the interests to 
be seen here. Mr. Neligh does every- 
thing possible to keep the standard high 
and to stimulate the interest nd taste 
in art. .

In an unpretentious paper cover came 


“Ta valuable book to the reviewer’s desk 


in “American Statesmen: An Interpre- 
tation of Our History and Heritage,” by 
Edward Howard Griggs (Orchard Hill 
Press, ,Croton-on-Hudson, N. Y.). 

An examination of the book shows 
that Griggs has carefully studied the 
lives of Washington, Jefferson, Hamil- 
ton, Lee and Lincoln, describing them 
as follows: “Washington, the First 
American;” “Franklin, the Practical 
American;” “Jefferson, the Democratic 
American;” “Hamilton and the Making 
of Our Government;” “Lee, the Ameri- 
can Warrior,” and “Lincoln, the 
Prophetic American.” 

That this is a good division and de- 
scription of the parts these leaders 
played in their several generations of 
American history, all will be glad to 
admit. 

As the author writes, “With such a 
constellation in our spiritual heritage, 
may we not be humble and proud of 
our America, and should we not waken 
and consecrate ourselves to carry on 
and out the greatest, most daring and 
most hopeful experiment in democracy 
mankind has attempted?” 

The book is written for use in 
schools and will be found valuable to 
teachers and students alike. It. gives 
adequate personal data of the lives of 
these men and therefore rélieves the 
volume from the common fault of his- 
torical works of being “dry as dust” to 
youthful _ minds. 

The quotations from. Washington’s 
own writings, for instance, are vivid 
and tlluminating of the particular phase 
of his life with which the chapter 
deals. 

Speaking of Lincoln, Griggs writes: 
“It was Lincoln’s greatness that he 
did the work of Alexander Hamilton on 
the basis of the principles of Thomas 


Jefferson, and thus united in his lead- 
ership and career the two strands of 
political philosophy that had divided 
our country; united them, let us hope, 
for our whole future.”

“TALLEYRAND” BIOGRAPHY | 
DRAWN FROM “MEMOIRS” 
CHALLENGES INTEREST 


Biography is assuredly the fashion- 
able note in current literature. The 
subjécts rang: from the fair ladies of 


ancient times to a goodly list of 
American worthies and judging from 
the handsome volumes constantly being 
produced it must be a lucrative flair, 
as well. 

Next to the paramount interest 
which man takes in himself his next 
absorbing tneme is the other fellow. 
That is what lends biography its great- 
est charm; it is a type of satisfaction 
of human curiosity about his neighbor. 
And when the biographer writes with a 
free hand, not hampered by visions of 
possible relatives and friends challeng- 
ing his conclusions and doubting his 
evidences, then there is certainly a 
result. 

In “Talleyrand,” by Anna Bowman 
Dodd (G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York), 
this master hand at biography has 
chosen a. man as her theme who had a 
most romantic an’? dramatic career, 
and whose actions had a great part in 
shaping the European history of his 
time. Furthermore his influence is 
still felt and his name is a byword for 
astute diplomacy to this day. 

Many hav: not hesitated to call his 
the greatest intellect of his day, and 
there is no doubt that he was one of 
the few human beings whose mental 
operations were dreaded~by the great 
Napoleon, who had an immense respect 
for his geni'_ in statecraft. 

As a human being Talleyrand had 
some traits\that the modern world 
might call despicable. In his genera- 
tion he was no better or no worse in 
the final judgment than most of his 
peers and colleagues in the bitter game 
of international politics. Some of his 
precautions have passed into tradition, 
among them the oft-quoted saying to 
the effect that if one waited long 
enough, nearly every letter would 
answer itself, presumably without 
danger to the potential correspondent. 

Mrs. Dodd, who. has made a serious 
study of France and its history and has 
ived for so many years in that his- 
toric country, has written an enthusi- 
astic book, brimming over with anec- 
dotes and fascinating incidents. 

Typographically the book is well got- 
ten up and has 42 illustrations. It 
might well please any lover of good 
books who finds it among his or her 
gifts on Christmas Day in the morning. 

As to the biography itself, Mrs. Dodd 
in her preface calls attention to the 
fact that she has drawn heavily from 
Talleyrand’s “Memoirs” as source ma- 
terial for her book. This is fortunate, 
for nowhere else except it be in a real 
diary does a man reveal himself as 
much as in his memoirs. Of course, 
there is a consciousness that therein one 
is writing for posterity which may serve 
te gloss over for the better certain sali- 
ent facts; but unconsciously there is, 
nevertheless, a revelation of the real 
man or the real woman which can 
seldom be obtained elsewhere. 

Mrs. Dodd expresses the opinion, how- 
ever, there is a chance that the memoirs 
of Talleyrand left for publication 50 
years after his death were greatly mod- 
ified before they actually appeared by 
overzealous persons, fearful of their ef- 
fect upon that generation. Thus Tal- 
leyrand was powerful even from the 
grave. Through research and study 
|Mrs. Dodd has supplied much of the 
matter which might have been thus 
eliminated from the memoirs which, 
as said before, notwithstanding this 
handicap, remain the best source mMa- 
terial for students of his life. 

Talleyrand was born of a noble 
French house, not one of the greatest 
or of resounding historical recollec- 
tions, but. still notable as the scions 
of a sturdy race that had several times 
questioned the divine right of kings; a 
curious fact when one remembers that 
Talleyrand after the fall. of Nupoleon 
had much to do with placing Louis 
XVIII on the throne of France. 

As a child Talleyrand knew gentee: 
poverty, the most carking in the world 
The bitterness it engendered in his soul 
never entirely left him. Perhaps these 
memories of neglected childhood had 
much to do with what men were after- 
ward to call his hard heart. In addi- 
tion to this, through the negligence of 
a servant he was lamed for life, and he 
had the handicap of infirmity to sur- 
mount as well. 

-This lameness robbed him of his 
place at the head‘of his family. His 
parents confided his care to poor people 
because they did not think it worth 
while to waste much effort on the poor 
cripple. Little did they know that the 
lad with this affliction was to make 
‘the name of his noble house 


immortal 
land that- thereafter in history they 


were to shine in his reflected glory. 

_ Mean surroundings could not rob the 

boy of ‘his birthright. Somehow the 
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dawn in human eyes when they saw his 
malformity, in the eyes of Grandmere la 
Princess was that rare quality in his 
life—love. 

The rest of his youth is like a fairy 
tale. Wherever he looked were the 
relics of chivalry; the atmosphere of 
the chateau was one oc: refinement 
and culture. 

Talleyrand repaid his great-grand- 
mother with a master tribute to her 
memory. He wrote of her: “I pleased 
her; she taught me what I had not 
yet experienced—tenderness. She was 
the first person related to me who 
showed me affection, and she was also 


the first who gave me the happiness 
that comes in loving. May mercies 
descend upon her! Yes, I dearly loved 
her. Her memory is still dear to me.’ 

As Mrs. Dodd -points out: “Talley- 
rand wrote his memories in his own 
great Chateau of Valencay, in his 
eightieth year. The fragrance of his 
“srand maman’s” love and tender care 
appear to have remained as fresh as 
though he had visited her but the 
day before.” ' 

The next phrase in the training of 
Talleyrand for his great role of states- 
man was entrance in the College d’Har- 
court. He was to be trained there, 
however, for the priesthood. Although 
the boy revolted at this prospect yet his 
objections were quickly overridden 
and he soon found himself at the Sem- 
inary of Saint-Sulpice definitely on the 
road to priesthood. Talleyrand never 
forgave or forgot the wrong done in 
forcing him to take holy : orders. 

There was one redeeming quality 
about it, it gave him ample opportunity 
to indulge his passion for reading. He 
also found love within the cloister walls 
or rather in the chapel of the seminary 
where a fair devotee, one Dorothee 
Dorinville met and fascinated the 
priestly stripling. 

Still his family drove him on toward 
orders and in 1779 he was ordained 
priest in the great chapel of the arch- 
bishop at Rheims. 

Strange to say, his cassock was to 
be the medium through which he was 
to gain entree to the court and the 
aristocratic society of the day. The 
young abbe was soon popular and be- 
came noted for his brilliancy. Soon 
a diplomatic career, a service of deli- 
cate missions, dawned before him and 
everybody more or less forgot that 
his true service was sworn to the 
church. 

Mrs. Dodd follows the life of this 
remarkable man through the days of 
Louis XVI to the fatal ending of that 
monarch’s reign and his life. Abbe 
Talleyrand had gotten himself a new 
job by this time, canon of the Cath- 
edrat of Rheims, but his duties seem to 
have been more social than religious on 
ths, whole. He is said to have preached 
like an angel and showed interest in 
the poor and to have been zealous in 
the reform of gambling. Afterwards 
he. became Bishop of Autun. 

There was talk of his elevation to the 
cardinalate, led by Gustave III of 
Sweden, but Marie Antoinette worked 
against it and it did not happen. Like 
Cardinal Wolsey he was worldly minded 
and kept such grandeur of Episcopal 
state that it was a scandal to the 
church in general. 

Political fortunes opened before him 
when he went as a deputy to the Na- 
tional Assembly from Autun. He made 
his mark at once. In less than a year 
his name was known from one end 
of Europe to the other and even distant 
America had heard of him. 

The rest of the story is well known, 


some years in America after his exile 
“to perfect his political education.” He 
became a close friend of Alexander 
Hamilton, but the wise Washington, 
then President of the United States, 
refused to receive him. ; 

For two years‘ he remained in: Phila- 
delphia, 1794-1795, feted when he first 
came, but social doors were later closed 
to him when he appeared on the street 
with a beautiful woman not of the 
white race on his arm. 

Talleyrand indulged in some land 
speculations in this country and also 
toured the country. - 

Theii came the death of Robispierre 
and the possibility of return to his 
beloved France. Mme. de Stael in- 
terested herself in his fortunes and, 
after exciting scenes in his behalf in 
the National Assembly, ‘he was read- 
mitted to France. Yet he did not 
leave until June, 1796, and then he went 
to Hamburg, evidently to survey mat- 
ters in France from that safe distance. 
Before he died he was raised to the 
rank of prince and he recanted all his 
sins and was received back into the 
church—a penitent. Mrs, Dodd points 
out: “History has not yet said its last 
word, since in Talleyrand’s mind and 
character there were the. eternal ele- 
ments which dispute with the Godlike

IMPERIALISM 


THE WHITE MAN’S DILEMMA. A 
Study of the Climax of Imperialism. 
By Nathaniel Peffer (The John Day 
Co., New York). 


A remarkable Book; remarkable for 
the subject selected, remarkable for the 
method of treatment, remarkable for 
its ‘literary style. Clear in its statement 
of facts, logical in its arrangement, 
terse and cogent in its argument, caus- 
tic in its criticism, the author writes 
without bias, prejudice or partisanship. 
Who is Nathaniel Peffer, and what were 
his opportunities for gathering the facts 
he publishes, and his qualifications for 


giving erudite opinions? Mr. Peffer is 
a journalist of wide experience, having 
been connected with editorial staffs in 


Chicago, Honolulu and China. In 1921 
he was sent.to Turkey and eastern 
Europe by a group of magazines. He 
has studied imperialism from every 
point of view. Of his book he says In 
his opening chapter: 

“The subject of this book is im- 
perialism, a loose word loosely used 
but carrying the clearest of practical 
meanings. Let imperialism be defined, 
then, by its meaning in action. The 
net result of the political history of 
the last hundred years has been the 
conquest of nearly all the world by 
that. part of it. which Hes in western 
Europe and North America; the con- 
quest of nearly a billion of the non- 
white and materially backward peoples 
by the stronger white and most materi- 
ally advanced nation. Whatever the mo- 


but many do not realize that. he spent | 


tives may have been; whatever the 
methods, however we may differ as 
to the moral and political issues in- 
| volved and the advantages and dis- 
advantages to conqueror and conquered, 
| the fact is that practically all of Africa 
| and Asia, all of the insular territories 
|and part of Latin America are today 
| ruled by one or another of the great 
powers; if not ruled in full juridical 
_ Soveretgnty, then at least to the de- 
| gree that their destinies as nations are 
determined not by themselves but by 
| aliens, and not in their own interests 
primarily but in the interests of others, 
This fact, a sheer physical fact, as un- 
disputable as heat and light, is im- 
perialism.” ° 

Our author then points out the ag- 
gressions of the stronger nations, and 
calls attention to the almost innumere- 
able uprisings that have made history 
since the Great War, uprisings in 
nearly every part of the world. He 
says: 

“As the outstanding fact of cone 
temporary history is the revolt of the 
conquered peoples against their con- 
querors, so the history of the next few 
decades will turn on the settlement of 
this conflict. That it must be settled 
is clear from all the internal evidence, 
as well as from ,the deductions to be 
drawn from a sense of history. It may 
be postponed, given a great deal of 
wisdom, insight and imagination on 
the part of our governments,. more 
than we have any. reason to expect 
from governments. But it can not be 
permanently evaded. Our subject na- 
tionalities want to be free and mean 
to win their freedom, by force if nec- 
essary. We on our part do not want 
to release them. We must, then, per- 
Suade them to renounce their aspira- 
tion, prevent them from attempting to 
achieve. it by their own strength, or 
interpose . greater strength against 
them.” 

That is one of the problems before 
the conquering nations—truly a di- 
lemma. 

He takes China as an example of the 
almost universal uprising of the spirit 
of .nationalization that is spreading, 
and rapidly spreading among all the 
conquered nations, and asks the ques- 
tion whether: China cen govern her- 
self, and says the only point which 
really concerns us is that China insists 
upon making the trial. . Added to this 
that we must decide whether we will 
renounce our present rights or retain 
them by force. 

As to the charge that has often been 
m de that the present discontent in 
China and other countries is largely 
due to missionaries, he says that the 
missionaries ~-~*-blished schools, and 
that learning, the natives began to 
think for themselves. He criticizes the 
missionaries in that they give so much 
attention to the preaching of their 
own peculiar dogma, thus failing to 
recognize the good of other “*nomina- 
tions, causing confusion in the mind 
of the heathen.

have hot yet been tssued in final form 
but are. being revised following hear- 
ings held some time ago and will be 
published at an early date. 

“There have, of course, been no judi- 
cial interpretations of the act. The in- 
troductory paragraph of section 3 of 
the act, however, refers to the shipment 
in interstate or foreign commerce of any 
dangerous caustic or corrosive substance 
in a misbranded parcel, package or con- 
tainer suitable for household use. The 
department does not interpret the pro- 
visions of the act as applying to stor- 
age batteries or electrolytic rectifiers, 
and in enforcing the measure does not 
contemplate any action in connection 
with such articles. However, if the 
electrolyte is shipped in separate con- 
tainers suitable for household use, the 
terms of the measure would apply to 
such containers and they would be re- 
quired to be labeled accordingly.” 

Satisfaction of the RMA with the de- 
partment's reasonable interpretation of 
the law’ and its relief, or exemption, 
from, manufacturers of storage batteries 
and rectifiers has been expressed to the 
Department of Agriculture. The ruling 
that the electrolyte, when shipped in 
separate containers shall be properly 
labeled, {ts satisfactory to the RMA. 

Regulations exempting batteries and 
rectifiers from the effects of the new 
poison label law are to be issued within 
a few weeks and will be available to 
the industry. , 


Legion of Honor Costs 
$60,000,000 a Year 


Paris, Dec. 17 (A.P.)—Every red ‘rib- 
bon of the Legion of Honor costs the 
French government 500 francs, or $20 
@® year. There are about 120,000 mem- 
bers of the order so the expense runs 
above $60,000.000. Every member pays 
for his insignia but there are archives 
and records to be kept, a permanent 
governing body to be maintained and 
several schools to ‘be operated for chil- 
dren of members. Pensions are at- 
tached to only a small proportion of 
the honors conferred for distinguished 
service and each year there are fewer 
such awards.

OF VATICAN FUNCTIONS 


Pontiff Especially Opposed to 
Pictures Being Taken of 
Religious Ceremonies. 


ORDERS CAMERA SEIZED 


Rome, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—Pius XI has 
shown himself immovable in his aver- 
sion to motion pictures being taken 
inside the Vatican, and more particu- 
larly so in any religious function in 
which he himself appears. 

“The worship of God,” he is reported 
to have said, “is too lofty and spiritual 
to be lowered to the level of a cinema 
show.” 

In one of the recent large audiences 
at the Vatican the Pope had seated 
himself on the throne and was about 
to deliver an address to the faithful 
before. him when he turned to Mgr. 
Caccia Dominioni, his master of cham- 
ber. Pointing toward the crowd, he 
said: 

“Do you see that man down there? 
He must be carrying an amateur movie 
camera.”

President Weeks, of American 
Association, Gives Data 
on Burden. 


OPPOSES CONTINUANCE 
OF PART IN HOUSE BILL 


Disapproval of 11/2 Per Cent 
Levy Voiced by Fifteen Na- 
tional Organizations. 


Active support of the millions of mo- 
torists throughout the United States 
in urging on their senators and repre- 
sentatives complete repeal of the 3 per 
cent excise tax was urged this week 
by President J. Borton Weeks, head of 
the American Motorists Association, who 
called attention to the fact that the 
new 1928 revenue measure, introduced 
last week, provides for a continuance 
of a tax of 114 per cent on all auto- 
mobiles sold in the future. 

“The tax on automobiles is not a 
matter of dollars, but of principle,” 
President Weeks declares. “It will 
yield to the Government but $33,000,000 
a year, and if permitted to go into the 
new revenue bill in the nature of a 
sales tax is an entering wedge to make 
the tax permanent, such as is levied 
on tobacco and narcotics. Except in 
times of dire emergencies the country 
has never favored a sales tax on ne- 
cessities such as is proposed in the 
new bill to be continued on automo- 
biles.” 

The complete picture of the excise 
taxes collected from the automobile 
users of the country since October 4, 
1917, when the tax first went into ef- 
fect, shows a total of $1,068,303,365.19 


has been paid to the toad Govern- 
ment. 


Millions Paid in Taxes. 


This was the tax on 25,490,000 pas- 
senger cars and 2,486,529 trucks sold 
during the ten-year period. The tax 
on trucks for the ten years totaled 
$73,264,535.53; on passenger cars, $742,- 
681,373.44 and on accessories used by 
the motorist, $252,357,456.22, according 
to figures compiled bythe association. 

During the course of the hearings 
before the House ways and means com- 
mittee fifteen national organizations 
volced their disapproval of the com- 
mittee’s proposal to retain a 1% per 
cent tax on passenger cars in the new 
bill.

The measure was introduced in the 
House by Chairman Green of the House 
ways and means committee, and pro- 
vided for the 1% per cent tax. 


Fight Coming in House. 


When the automotive excise tax sec- 
tion was reached this week, Congress- 
man James C. McLaughlin, of Michigan, 
introduced a resolution providing for 
the total elimination of the tax and 
it will be fought out on the floor of 
the House. 

“Motorists throughout the country 
should immediately inform their con- 
gressmen and senators of their desires 
in the tax matter. The fear, expressed 
years ago, by the automobile using pub- 
lic, that the tax might eventually be 
looked upon as a sales tax, was not 
without foundation. 

The Government now regards it as 
such and there is a determined opposi- 
tion in the country to a sales tax and 
there is, and ought to be, a strong feel- 
ing that automobiles should not be 
singled out as the only necessity which 
must pay a sales tax,” Representative 
McLaughlin declares. 

“Now is the crucial time for motor- 
dom to express its opinion of the re- 
‘peal, as the measure will be finally 
| voted upon in the House before Christ- 
mas,” President Weeks declared in urg- 
ling | prompt action on the part of 
motorists in voicing their opinions.

RAILROADS TD USE 
ADDUTIONAL TRUCKS 
FOR -OnORT HAULS 


Five More Plans Are Cited by 
George W. Dixon, Expert 
in Transportation. 


FLEETS COULD REPLACE 
MANY “PEDDLER” TRAINS 


Studies Being Made of Possi- 
bility of Adding Trailers as 
Economical Auxiliaries. 


At least five principal uses for mo- 
tor trucks by railroads, in the move- 
ment of less-than-carload freight, seem 


entirely feasible, and two others are 
understood to be under serious consid- 
eration by the railroads at this time. 
according to statements made by 
George W. Dixon, of the Arthur Dixon 
Transfe~ Co., of Chicago, in a paper 
on “Coordinated Rail and Motor Truck 
Transportation,” which appears in the 
December number of the Journal of 
the Society of Automotive Engineers. 
The five principal uses are: Substi- 
tution of motor truck haulage from 
station to station, within well-defined 
distance limits, for the ‘“peddler” 
trains operated by railroads; hauling 
from small to large stations to offset 
the concentration of freight in through 
cars; hauling from a central delivery 
point to smaller stations for final de- 
livery to consignee; interchange of 
freight between railroads and boat lines 
and trucking to replace lighterage; and, 
finally, hauling between transfer plat- 
forms and designated delivery points. 


Still Other Uses. 


The two further uses now receiving 
attention by certain railroads are: 
Hauling direct from industrial plants 
to transfer platforms to eliminate 
switching delays in the Movement of 
industrial “trap” cars, and the handling 
of standardized containers for certain 
classes of merchandise to permit unit 
shipments to designated points. 

Several Eastern railroads already are 
making effective use of the ™otor truck 
in station-to-station hauling; trucks 
for interchange of freight between rail- 
roads and boat lines are well estab- 
lished, and hauling by motor truck 
from transfer platforms to delivery 
points has been started by some of the 
railroads in the West and been found 
both practical and profitable. 

Hauling direct from industrial plants 
to transfer p tforms. to eliminate 
switching delays is rather new. Stud- 
ies are being made to determine the 
practicability of placing semitrailers in

25,000 Miles Made Under 
25,000 Minutes on Track 
in Atlantic City. 


RECORDING MACHINERY 
WAS CHRONOMETER 


Seconds Were Clipped Five by 
Use of Roll of Tape; Rapid 
Work by Conmmander. 


The hundredth part of a second seems 
unimportant in our daily lives, yet it 
assumed vast proportiogs to the Amerl- 
can Automobile Association during the 
sixteen days the three Studebaker com- 
manders were each breaking all known 
automotive records by traveling 25,000 
miles in less than 25,000 minutes at 
the Atlantic City speedway. 

In fact this infinitesimal fraction of 
Father Time’s flight became so im- 
portant that the judges and executives 
representing the A, A. A. were equipped 
with the most accurate and elaborate 
time recording machinery known to 
science. The equipment used was &0 ac- 
curate that it recorded the hundredth 
part of a second and did not vary more 
than one-tenth of a second in 24 hours. 

The heart of the recording machinery 
was a Waltham chronometer, the prop- 


lieu of rap cars at loading piatforms, 
where the trailers would remain avajil- 
able for loading until called for by a 
tractor. 


Used Advantageously. 


This system is being used advanta- 
geously by the North Shore Electric 
Railway in Chicago, and the item of 
time saveil is a major one, as it is often 
possible to save from 24 to 48 hours in 
the dispatch of merchandise. 

The hauling of standardized contain- 
ers by motor trucks for certain classes 
of merchandise is being discussed con- 
stantly. Frequently the time saved, the 
amount of rail equipment that can be 
diverted to more profitable full-carload 
business, and the increr °d business to 
be secured through better service to 
shippers will more than offset the small 
added operating cost. 

In conclusion, Mr. Dixon writes that 
the motor truca and semitrailer bid fair 
to become economical auxiliaries to all- 
rail transportation, and it seems logical 
that the railroads should make every 
possible investigation of this new 
branch of service. 


erty of the American Power Boat Asso- 
clation. This time recorder was ex- 
amined and certified by the United 
States Bureau of Standards to be accu- 
rate within one-tenth of a second in 
24 hours. 

At the finish line in front of the 
judges’ stand a wire was stretched across 
the track half an inch above the boards. 
Depression of this wire to the boards 
caused it to trip. ah électric stamping 
machiné in the judges’ stand. Every 
time one of the cars passed over this 
wire the exact time was recorded. Each 
¢ar made 16,667 laps. during the 25,000 
mile test and every Single lap was re- 
corded with hundredth of a second ac- 
curacy. 

As the cars passed the finish line 
and the time was recorded on the long 
toll of tape, the car’s number was set 
beside the time stamp. Each car car- 
ried a coloted light so that it could 
be distinguished as it flashed across 
the line during the night. 

In addition to the electric recording 
of each lap, the scorers entered each 
lap in a horizontal column numbered 
successively from 1 to 16,667. This lat- 
ter system graphically showed the ex- 
act position of the cars at all times. 
All stops for gasoline, oil or relief 
drivers were also recorded on these 
sheets. Pit stops were accurately timed, 
but were not deducted from elapsed 
time. 

The tape upon which the lap times 
were recorded had reached the tremen- 
dous length f 400 feet when the trials 
had come to an end. 

During the tests it was necessary to 
keep constant check on the speed the 
cars were making. Consequently, the 
statisticians of the A. A A. struck a 
speed average every ten laps. This 
average was jotted on the tape. 

The official elapsed time for each 
of the two stock model Commander 
roadsters \. s 22,968 minutes for the 
25,000-mile distrece, an average speed 
of 65.31 miles per hour. A stock model 
Commander sedan covered the distance 
in 24,200 minutes 
miles per hour.

Fame Spreads Rapidly. 


It is only within recent weeks that 
the fame of the stone has spread and 
its clientele become noticeably large 
The name bestowed on it, however, goes 
back to an ancient legendary era when 
a chief, Keanuniuloalani, was said to 
have come from a faraway country to 
find a wife on Oahu. Dawn overtook 
him and turned him to stone—the same 
stone that now is credited with possess- 
ing the healing touch. 

From time to time the stone was 
move about until it found lodgement 
at Kukaniloko, birthplace of Hawaiian 
kings. Here it rested in comparative 
oblivion until 1925, when the daughters 
of Hawali took over care of Kukaniliko 
It was ascertained the tall stone was 
developing into a local diety and the 
number of visitors increasing so rapidly 
that the “birth” stones on which many 
royal mothers had lain were being dam- 
aged So the sacred stone was trans- 
ferred to a less conspicuous spot, but 
this only seemed to increase its prestige 
and lately the visits have assumed the 
proportions of pilgrimages.

CURING PYORRHEA 1S JOB

What is more, what they do for them- 
selves is an important part of the cure 


The patient’s contribution to the 
cure consists in the main in keeping 
the teeth scrupulously clean. This 
calls for five to twenty minutes a day 
to be spent in cleaning the teeth This 
he accomplishes: by means of a proper 
assortment of toothbrushes and a 
proper use of tooth pastes, powders, or 
washes. He recommends that the patient 
provide himself with about ten tooth- 
brushes. Some of these are shaped 
to be effective on the tongue side of 
the teeth; others on the cheek side. 
In some the brush part is set at an 
angle to the handle. In others, the 
number of bristles and their arrange- 
ment is peculiar.

But if they were confronted with the new- 
born child, lacking father or mother, some 
would say, “‘Wecan not keep him. We do not 
know his father nor his mother.’”’ Others 
would say, “‘The mother’s husband was just a 
carpenter; the child will not be bright; he 
might disgrace us when he grows up.’ Or, 
“We can not take the responsibility. The child 
might be diseased; perhaps he is not even 
legitimate. Besides, we pay taxes for orphan 
asylums to look after such children.” And they 
would turn away and forget the new-born 
child, though they might contribute to a furd 
to send toys and Christmas baskets of food to 
the city and county asylums, poorhouses and 
‘orphanages. 


This thought brings to my mind my own 
boyhood days, when our family Yved in a 
company house rented at a cost of $3 a 
month. The entire neighborhood was com- 
posed of these houses, with large families 
similar to our own. I wonder who would have 
given those children a home had their parents 
left them orphans at a tender age. 


In my mind I can hear the more fortunate 
citizens of the community saying that it would 
not be well to adopt any one of them because 
they were only the sdns and daughters of la- 
’ borers and iron workers. I am happy to say 
that out of that community have come many 
successful men and women, and the same 
will be true of any group of children today, 
no matter where we find them.

Yet the fact is unescapable that America, 
most generous of nations in contributing to 
the succor and support of the unfortunate 
children of other lands, has not done all that 
coulg and should be done for its own orphans, 
for the crippled sons and daughters of the 
poor, for those children whose parents are 
mentally, morally, physically or financially 
unfit to take care of them. 


If we could assemble in a public place the 
125,000 babies and little boys and girls who 
constitute the population of institutions for 
the care of dependent children, I think we 
would have a sight that would move the hard- 
est heart to pity. For among this multitude 
there would be thousands, tens of thousands, 
of the children of misfortune—unloved, un- 
wanted, abandoned, neglected, deformed, sick, 
half-starved, half-educated. 


To many of them the only ray of human 
interest and sympathy that lightens their 
lives momentarily comes on Christmas Day. 
Then the outside world remembers their ex- 
istence briefly and extends the feeble sympathy 
of a donation of food, clothing or entertain- 
ment. But the other 364 days of the year 
their lives are governed, their minds and 
hearts and souls molded by people who are 
paid to attend mainly to their physical welli- 
being—and none too well paid at that. 

I know of no more noble, permanently sat- 
istying, profitable work or greater pleasure 
than that of supplying a home to a child who 
has none; or giving to that child sympathy, 
love and abiding interest in his affairs, hopes 
and efforts. 


Not all of us can consecrate our lives to such 
anundertaking, but all who have the right to 
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ernment are open to indictment on these 
charges: 

We have permitted political control and 
YOlitical management of public charitable in- 
stitutions, with the result that thousands of 
little children have been committed to the 
care of- men and women much better fitted for 
raising live stock than the rearing of boys 
and girls to useful, respectable manhood and 
womanhood. 


We have permitted the indiscriminate asso- 
ciation in public institutions of not only chil- 
dren, but the blind, the deaf, the dumb and the 
respectable poor, with the criminal, the in- 
sane, the subnormal and the degenerate. 

We have “economized” in appropriations 
for public institutions to the extent of denying 
the children decent living quarters, sufficient 
food and adequate clothing. 

We have denied the children of the institu- 
tions competent medical care—and hundreds 
have died who should have lived. | 

We have thrust apart mothers and chil- 
dren, brothers and sisters, sending them to 
separate institutions, never to be reunited. 

We have permitted the “farming out” of 
the poor and orphaned to those who cou!d use 
their services, without regard to the welfare 
of the dependent child or aged man or woman. 

In the guise of social welfare legislation 
we have enacted laws that have authorized 


the State to. pay widowed: mothers merely. 


enough to maintain their children in poverty 
and degradation. 

We have permitted thousands of children, 
regardless of vast physical, mental and moral 
differences, to be thrust into the same: Insti- 
tution, given thé same perfunctory, mechuni- 


y cal care, the same kind of clothing, the mee 


futile education, and finally turned

this last charge that we find the greatest, 
gravest responsibility placed upon us. In 
orphanages and poorhouses we may find thou- 
sands of children whose lives are preserved 
by the State, but whose minds and souls are 
stunted, twisted and killed. Regardless of 
differences of mentality and aptitudes, the 
children of many of the institutions or State- 
aided homes are given the same tasks and 
studies, with little attempt to fit them for 
useful, profitable occupation when the State 
Talent or genius is 
unrecognized and stifled, while those who lack 
mental ability but might be trained for skilled 
manual occupations are prepared for nothing 
but a life of hopeless and ceaseless drudgery.

What a stupendous economic loss to society 
is such failure to develop the human resources 
of thousands of dependent children main- 
tained by the State? If’the campaign to con- 
serve forests, water power and petroleum 
were all to be abandoned in favor of scientific 
development and conservation of the potential 
ability of the neglected children of America 
I believe that the Nation’s gain would be im- 
measurably greater. As it is now too many 
of the dependent children of America are 
placed on a dead level which kills the hope 
and ambition and talent of those who possess 
those. qualities and fills the lives of the others 
with a ruinous sense of inferiority and 
despondency.

Beyond that we must work for general 
adoption of the principle upon which is 
founded Mooseheart, the city of childhood 
established and maintained by the Loyal Or- 
der of Moose. There more than 2,500 chil- 
dren have been or are being trained for 
happy, successful adult lives. There each 
child is transformed from a possible economic 
detriment to society to the most valuable of 
assets—a skilled worker and law-abiding 
citizen. The foundation of Mooseheart’s 
wonderful success is this principle: ‘Every 
child is entitled to at least a high school edu- 
cation and a trade.” 

The people of America will be derelict of 
their duty until they firmly establish the same 
standard for the thousands of children who 
populate public orphanages and other similar 
institutions. The child who is thoroughly 
equipped to earn an honest living, to the 
limit of Kis mental and physical capacity, will 
repay society a thousandfold for the cost of 
his training.

In subsequent 
years others were added:and Laplanders were 
brought along to teach the Eskimos of Alaska 
how to care for them. The peninsula was 
stocked with reindeer to furnish Eskimos with 
a means of livelihood, as their former hunt- 
ing resources were rapidly decreasing. 


From the 1,280 reindeer which were import- 
ed to Alaska during the next eleven years, the 
herds have rapidly increased until there are 
now about 350,000 animals in the country, ex- 
clusive of the 125,000 which have been used 
for food and clothing by the natives. In fact, 
raising the animals to market in the United 
States is fast becoming an important industry 
among both the Eskimos and the white set- 
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meat are being shipped to the United States 
every years, and, as people find out how good 
it is, the demand for it is*gradually increasing. 

Many familiar with the delicious reindeer 
steaks mistakenly suppose that the meat is like 
venison, but instead it is fine grained and when 
fresh is exceptionally juicy and tender, and 
when it has been properly produced and han- 
dled is not “gamy.” The Eskimos use the skins 
for making winter clothing and sleeping bags. 

The reindeer has been developed through 
countless generations of breeding from the 
wild caribou of northern Europe and Asia, 
and the finest specimens when dressed for 
market weigh from 150 to 200 pounds. Al- 
ready experiments are being conducted on 
Nunivak Island in cross-breeding some of the 
reindeer herds with caribou from Alaska in 
order to increase the weight of the animals 
for slaughtering purposes, for the Alaskan 
caribou in certain districts often weighs more 
than 300 pounds dressed, without the skin. 
Incidentally, the weight of the fresh reindeer 
skin is estimated as about 10 per cent of the 
total weight of the dressed carcass. 

The United States Biological Survey main- 
tains an experiment station in Alaska for the 
purpose of assisting herd owners to find im- 
proved methods of handling reindeer, of utiliz- 
ing the range and for other scientific studies 
which will aid in the development of the rap- 
idly growing industry. 

Santa Claus will not have a hard time 
breaking his reindeer to the sled. The Lapps 
and Eskimos have found that by using a few 
tame animals they can easily break ten or 
fifteen reindeer in about two or three days. 
Because reindeer have wide-spreading antlers, 
many people think they are dangerous, but 
they are really quite gentle, those with wide 
muzzles and clear bright eyes, large, wide and 
open nostrils and a broad forehead being the 
type which can be easily trained to draw a 
sled. They are much more intelligent than 
catt’>, but not so intelligent as the horse, and 
for short distances they are quite as speedy 
as the ordinary driving horse. They become 
friendly and trustful after being broken and 
remember their master for a long time. 


Uncle Sam also says that there are plenty 
of Christmas trees for all of us, but he begs us 
t» see that they are cut with due regard for 
the future growth of our forests. He also 
says that the custom of celebrating Christmas 
is so old, so well grounded, so venerated and 
so beautiful that people should be encouraged 
to put up Christmas trees in their homes, in 
spite of the fact that ~*ten the question has 
been raised as to whether the cutting of so 
mary trees for “*ristmas purposes is not a 
great waste. 


Th» United States Bureau of Forestry is the 
authority for the statement that if our Christ- 
mas trees are cut intelligently we can take 
the 4,000,000 or 
now used in American homes every year with- 
out injuring our forests. In fact, it is said 
that the forests may even be improved by the 
removal of the unnecessary seedlings which 
ar2 crowding the timber trees.

5,000,000 Christmas trees 
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N THE northeastern part of the United 

States a large proportion of the Christmas 
trees are cut from pasture lands on which 
they are encroaching, or from land which 
would be cleared up in the ordinary course 
of farm improvement. When trees of this 
type are shipped to market they contribute 
to the joy of men, women and children, and 
they give the farmer some small return for 
the labor of cutting them. 

The Government also makes it a regular 
practice to cut Christmas trees from: the na- 
tional forests. We don’t seem to be a bit 
fussy about the type of eveérgreen we use as 
Christmas trees, for the species placed on sale 
vary in different parts of the country, the 


variety depending chiefly on the accessibility 


of the trees to the market in which they are 
offered. 

The fir, however, in the opinion of most 
people, makes the most beautiful Christmas 


tree because of its long, horizontally spread- ~ 


ing, springy branches and its deep green, 
fragrant foliage. It is in great demand in 
the Northeastern and, Lake States, but in 
Colorado, where the fir grows at high alti- 
tudes and therefore is difficult to obtain, the 
lodgepole pine suffices. In the South the 
Fraser fir is used, in the New England cities

and in New York and Philadelphia the black 
and red spruce are commonly seen, and many 
other species are sold wherever the fir and 
the spruce are not available. 

In many parts of the country this year’s 
Christmas trees were cut ‘1 October, and in 
some places as early as August and Septem- 
her. Their tops were wrappéd with twine to 
save space in packing them 1ind_ then. they 
were tied up in bundles and hauled to the 
railroa! for shipment to tho large cities. 

” * + os 

HE wantonly destructive person who cuts 
Christmas trees without regard for the 
trees he leaves standing is to be condemned. 
He may take them out in such a way as to 
be destructive to young growth, or he may do 
needless damage to other trees in the same 
area. Sometimes thoughtless people cut the 
tops out of medium-size¢ saplings, thereby 
ruining their future growth and value. Such 
practices should, of course, be frowned upon. 

In the Government forests, however, the 
trees are thinned every year, because only a 
small proportion of he seedlings which come 
up could possibly survive to reach maturity. 
For instance, in Maine and in the Adirondacks 


of New York the principal sources of Christ- 


mas trees along the Nort! Atlantic seaboard, 
as many as 50,000 to 100,000 seedlings spring 
,Up on an acre of ‘ground. It is esential for 


‘the Production of tall, clean timber that there | 


‘many trees to— 
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lower branches shaded and 
killed and the trees forced to 
grow in height. In the course 
of nature trees that lagged be- 
hind in growth die, fall to the 
ground and rot and often be- 
come a menace to the good 
trees because they become 
breeding places for insects and 
fungi. There can be no better 
or higher purpose to which 
these laggard trees could be put 
than that of bringing Christmas 
joy to the hearts of Americans. 

In certain places where the 
soil ig so poor that no one tree 
can develop enough strength to 
kill off its neighbors and there- 
by gain light and sustenance 
for itself in the great battle for 
existence, a state of stagnation 
and deterioration of the whole

HERE is. one 
other large 
source of Christ- 
mas trees which 
has not yet been 
fully developed. 
Every winter 
thousands of 
spruces and bal- 
sam . firs, inci- 
dentally the 
most beautiful types of Christmas trees, are 
cut throughout the New England States and 
New York for the lumber and pulp cutting 
industries. These trees are seldom taken 
below 3 or 4 inches in diameter.in the top. 
Thousands of the tops of these trees so ad- 
mirably adapted for Christmas use have here- 
tofore been left in the woods to rot or serve 
as fuel for dangerous forest fires, when they 
would gladden the hearts of people all over 


the country at the holiday season and would 


help to stop the inroads upon trees which 


‘ might otherwise be spared. 


Uncle Sam urges us to use the mistletoe at 
Christmas. It is a parasite, drawing its sub- 
sistence from the trees on which it lives, and 


‘in certain parts of the country has become a 


pest, ruining millions of ;dollars’ worth of 
timber by sapping the strength of the trees, 
stunting their growth and in some cases kill- 
ing them. ; 

Its very method of existence, however, has 
served to protect it to a great extent from ex- 
travagant cutting’ at Christmas time. It is 
difficult to obtain, necessitating the climbing 
or. the cutting of its host. We need. have no 
scruples against buying a bunch for the 
chandelier in the living room or to hang over 
the doorway.

velopment of toys with wheels. ‘‘Almost one- 
fourth of the toys they made in 1925 were 
wheel goods, including doll carriages and 
carts, velocipedes and tricycles, automobiles, 
express wagons, scooters and three-whee! 
play-cars,’’ Miss Jeannette Calvin, Uncle 
Sam’s expert on toys in the Department of 
Commerce, said. ‘‘Production costs on these 
wheel toys alone ran to almost $17,000,000. 


“The next most important group from @ 
cost standpoint was dolls. Production figures 
on dolls ran to $12,000,000. Many of these 
dolls were quite well dressed, well voiced and 
coiffed. In addition to the dolls themselves, 
$1,500,000 worth of doll parts and doll cloth- 
ing were made during that same year. 

“Only 5 per cent of the toys sold in the 
United States are imported, the bulk of them 
coming from Germany and Japan, but this 
relatively small amount is offset. by exports 
of almost the same value to foreign markets. 
Generally speaking, the toys of American 
manufacture are superior in design, material 
and workmanship to those of foreign make. 
The toy-makers are always on the alert for 
new ideas for toys which are both pleasing 
and educational, and almost anything that 
the heart of a child could desire will be found, 
among Santa’s offerings at Christmas.”

A Bird That Barbers 
Its Own Tail. 


While I was in the jungle of Pana- 
ma studying birds and animals, to 
say nothing of varicus other crea- 
tures which glide, creep, crawl, bite 
and sting, one of the most interest- 
ing birds to come under my obser- 
vation was the motmot. Possibly 
some of you who have visited mu- 
seums have seen mounted speci- 
mens. Perhaps some of you: have 
seen pictures of this bird. It is the 
only bird of my acquaintance which 
barbers itself, if I may use that ex- 
pression. In other words, it delib- 
erately trims its own tail, presuma-: 
bly to give an artistic effect. 

The bird is an exquisite creature, 
in size, shape and in movements re- 
minding me somewhat of our own 
cuckoo. “dowever, instead of being 
soberly colored like the cuckoos, this 
bird is very richly dressed. The tail 
is of unusual length, bluish green in color. 
The middle pair of feathers are two inches 
longer than the other feathers of the tail. 
This has presented an opportunity which the 
bird has availed itself of. Of course, you 
know that a feather structure consists of a 
midrib with a vane on either side, this vane 
being composed of what are called ‘‘barbs.”’ 
For an inch below the ends of the other tail 
feathers these two middle feathers have been 


trimmed of their barbs, or the vane- part, 
right down to the midrib, which leaves an 
inch of shaft. The remainivg inch has been 
‘o that each of these 
two feathers terminates in a racquet-shaped 
effect. ‘The two feathers are treated exactly 
alike, so that they match. This barbering 
of the tail has been done by the bird him- 
self, or herself, as the case may be, for both 
sexes do it. The most generally accepted 
theory to account for these self-mutilations 
is that it is a species of self-adornment. 


A Motmot Home, 

One of the thrills of my jungle experience 
was getting a glimpse of a pair of these birds 
near their nest. Donato, our Indian facto- 
tum, had led us to a-hole well up in the red 


‘clay bank of a small stream, asserting that 


it was the work of a pair of motmots. We 
wanted to believe him, b t’ when we looked 
at that hole and saw the size of it a very 
grave doubt intruded, despite our efforts to 
shut it out. But Donato insisted that mot- 
mots were digging at hcle and would nest 
therein. 
for it. \ 
-It was located only a couple of minutes’ 
walk from camp, so several times a day we 
would slip out to see what was doing. Each 
time we would find signs of recent digging, 
but many ‘trips were made before so much as 
a fleeting glimpse of the birds was obtained. 
Never have I experienced greater wariness on 
the part of any bird. It was discouraging. 


Then one morning at 8 o’clock I cautiously 
crept to a position a little back from the edge 


- of the bank just above the nest. I sat there 


without moving until finall, my legs went to

When 
he comes home at night he will tinker not 
with the family flivver as of yore, but with 
the family fiyabout. The farmer will go 
coursing over his fields in his air-truck on 
a sunny morning. The city fellow will de- 
pend on his roof garage. In time it is pre- 
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Hebrew aaa. Special Jottetnies services are 
to be held Christmas week, Holy week and 
Easter, including the rendering of the great 
religious oratorios, whose beauty appeals to 
all mankind. 

Religion, rightly conceived and interpreted, 
is a unifying and not a humanly divisive in- 
fluence.

It is the opinion of at least one trans- 
atlantic flier that the next generation of small 
boys undér the Christmas trees will never 
have to be taught to be fliers. Father will 
suddenly discover his bright, aspiring young 
son knows how to run the family plane, just 
as he discovered a few years ago his tow- 
headed hopeful, still in his knickers, could 
jump in the car, throw in the clutch and 
away with it. 


All aviation seems bent on turning out the 
“fool-proof’”’ plane, the plane that every man 
can get in and run. The most famous de- 
signers and manufacturers of planes and sev- 
eral of the great aviators themselves are turn- 
ing all their resources and energies to the 
mass production of planes. They are aiming, 
first of all, to produce the air conveyance that 
will be safe.. Under this heading come a 
hundred and one tentative devices, antistall 
equipment, the plane that drops like a para- 
chute when in trouble, a mechanism that will 
prevent the nosedive and countless con- 
trivances that aim to profit by accidents in 
the past and prevent others in the future. 

A second goal in the mind of airplane ex- 
perts is the cost. They want to turn out the 
“boat” that the average man can affofd to 
buy. Twelve hundred dollars is thé cheapest 
price any manufacturer has been able to fig- 
ure so far. Two thousand is a price more 
often quoted, with even more often the price 
soaring a good bit higher.. 

Comfort, if not actual luxury, fs the third 
aim. Being psychologists as well as engineers. 
airplane builders know that without comfort 
the American family will ohly becdme intér- 
ested in riding throtigh tie sky just so long. 
So the sky sedans and the cloud coupes will 
be équipped with the upholstery the limosine 
now boasts, carpet on the floor, vanity cases 
on the side, lace curtains at the window, 
also heaters to keep out the cold. Some 
of thé cars are being designed to bé run by 
t owners and others by an “air-chauffeur.’’ 
Some have transparent floors, as in a new 
Fairchild plane, but this i8 a measure of 
safety rather than of comfort. It is to give 
visibility in the thiek of traffic in the air. 
Already the air traffic over the great airports 
now veing built in thousands of American’ 
cities is no méan thing to be considered. 

Clarence Chamberlin, who will go down 
to fame for his transatlantic flight, is devoting

HAT Chamberlin is especially working on 
is a small plané which will fall to the 
earth nearly as slowly as a parachute, doing 
away with all the danger to the occupants 
should the plane have motor trouble in mid- 
air. It is one thing to stall a motor car in 
the midst of traffic and have only the wrath 
of other hurrying motorists, a traffic police- 
man and a few street car conductors, more or 
less, to face. It is quite another to get stalled 
in the clouds! The little parachute plane will 
eliminate what has been an outstanding fiying 
hazard in the past. The stalled airplane will 
float to earth on an even keel and under 
perfect control, instead of crashing to earth 
as it has doné in the past. 
Not so long ago Chamberlin made his first 
experimental flight in one of these average- 
man flyabouts, a Ludington, built in Philadel- 


‘ phia, Pilots at the field néar Interboro, N. J., 


marveled when they saw him floating down 
to earth under perfect control, although he 
was obviously in trouble. 

Two miles away Chamberlin’s motor had 
stopped because of trouble in the carburetor. 
The safety had been attained by enlarging the 
control surfaces of the r’ane and altering 
them so that the little plane could maintain 
itself upright even when its speed was in- 


- sufficient to keep it up in the air. If a plane 


is not high enough in the air when stalled it 
usually goes into a nose dive or a spin which 
ends disastrotsly. 

Another feature of the tiny plane, which 
had only a 25-foot wing spréad and a weight 
of 500 pounds, was that it could take off in 
60 feet—all three of which points would sure- 
ly be taken into consideration by Santa Claus

ERE Mr. Chantberlin revealed a new and 
interesting feature of his project for in- 
troducing aviation in everyday life alongside 
the motorcar, Every buyer of one of his 
flivver-planes will be given, without extra 
cost, a free course of instruction in flying 
by Mr. Chamberlin or under his personal su- 
pervision. 

While Mr. Chamberlin would not name his 
backers, he made it evident that Giuseppe Bel- 
lanea, designer of the Columbia, in which 
he flew to Germany, would be connected with 
the project, at least in advisory capacity. 

What does Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, 
America’s hero of the skies, have to say about 
what sort of Christmas presents the knowing 
old saint Will be leaving for the mothers and 
fathers of the next generation? 

He makes no prediction about our cloud 
coupes, but what he does is emphasize the 
general gift of :travel by air that stretches 
ahead of us.

Police Department, who warns shoppers 
to “beware of pickpockets.”

HOP in the mornings before the stores 
are jammed with the holiday crowds. 
Carry your money in a safe place. 
If a woman, use a small purse which 
ean be tightly clasped in the hand, rather 
than the handbag in which money is usually 
carried, and which is almost an invitation 
to the casual thief. If a man, place the bulk 
of your money in an inside pocket, not. easily 
accessible to any one. 
In case of any excitement in the crowd, 
step to one side, if posible, and watch any one 
who falls or pushes up ag&inst you, for fake 


fainting spells and similar diversions on the 
part of confederates are part of the technique 
of the experienced pickpockets who visit the 
Capital at this time of year. 

This is a brief digest of the advice which 
Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of the 
‘ ’"etropolitan Police Department, is issuing to 


Christmas shoppers as a precaution against 
the activities of professional pickpockets. 
That it is timely is evidenced by reports of 
the past week in the newspapers to the effect 
that several women have lost money from 
handbags, and at least one man lost his 
‘leather,’’ with a nice roll of bills, by having 


the hip pocket of his trousers slit with a 
razor blade and the pocketbook extracted. 

Prospects of ‘‘working’”’ the holiday. sltep- 
ping crowd bring a raft of pi¢kpockets and 
other crooks to the city about this time every 
year. The favorite ‘‘working’’ location of a 
pickpocket is a crowd, the denser the better, 
and the holiday shopping, especially that of 
the last-minute variety, offers spendid | oppor- 
tunities for plying his nefarious professioy 
And the pickpockets are here. Many of them, 
of course, well known to the police, are 
turned back by the detective force of the 
}etropolitan Police Department before they 
can have a chance to operate. There is on 
record at police headquarters descriptions 
and photographs of the better-known crooks 
o° all kinds, and the detectives spend what 
little spare time they can get from their 
duties in studying these descriptions and 
photographs. As a result, they have a wide 
aeque‘atance with the faces and records of 
many crooks and are able to recognize them 
and turn them back. 

Besides, therc ;eems be something about 
a crook, an aura, perhaps, that identifies him 
as such to the officer of the law. Either that, 
or the detective has a sort of sixth sense that 
enables him to distinguish a crock from the 
c.3ual visitor to the city, and thus round him 
up. Witness the arrest of six persons at a 
local hotel following a recent jewelry store 
robbery. While not identified with the crime 
i ‘~uestion, several of those taken were found 
ix bo wanted in cther cities. The detectives 
who made the arrest. knew nothing of this 
fact at the time ~f arrest, b--t they got the six 

‘ the same. 

All the department stores, as usual, -re 
taking additional precautions at this time of 
year, employing extra detectives to guard 
their patrons an? ‘heir stocks from illicit 
depredations. The man nawing over a stand 
of cravats next to you in the store may be a 
“dick’® looking out for the interest of the 
store and its patrons, and the quiet-looking 
little woman who is fvu7s* ; so long over a 
smalt sirchase at the adjacent counter may 
also be a detective, on the watch for shop- 
lifte-s or thieves of various kinds. 
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Wiha of the banes of ~ detective depart- 

ment is the so-called kleptomaniac. This 
is the man or woman of prominent family, 
with sufficient money to pay out if caught, 
who takes things for the sheer love of beating 
the store. 

Maj. Hesse has some pronounced ideas on 
kleptomania. 

*“Kleptomania is just a polite name for 
theft,”’ the major observed. “The only dif- 
ference between a kleptomaniac and a plain 
thief is that the ‘klep’ has sufficient money 
or family influence to buy out of the scrape 
and does not go to jail, while the plain thief,

Remembrance, the fairest fidwer in the 
garden of life, flourishes most profusely in 
the heart of womankind. It is women who 
are the conservers of home and national tra- 
ditions. It was women who saved for the 
Nation Mount Vernon, the last home of 
George Washington and restored it to a 
picturesqueness and beauty unparalleled in 
historic shrines. And it has been women, 
for the most part, certainly as the motivat- 
ing force who rallied friends and supporters 
to save “Kenmore” for its high destiny as 
the shrine of the memory of the love which 

. existed between George Washington and his 
sister Betty. 

The tie which binds sisters and brothers 
is one of the closest human relationships in 
the world. In some respects it is even nearer 
than that between mother and child, for ex- 
actly the same blood flows in the veins of 
the sister and sister or the sister and brother, 
and their heritage of racial stfains is iden- 
tical, coming down from both father and 
mother. When two children in a family 
are very close together in age, the bond is 
even more indissoluble and history records 
some of the most touching instances of abid- 
ing love between brothers and sisters and

To rightly understand’ the natures of 
George and Betty Washington one must catch 
a glimpse of their family and ancestral back- 
ground. Robert Burns, than whom the 
world never knew a truer philosopher of 
every day living, was fond of saying: “‘The 
rank is but the guinea stamp, a man’s a 
man for a’ that.”’ Aye, true, Robbie, yet back 
of a man must be, if not distinguished par- 
entage, at least the clean and honorable lives 
of ancestors who earned that proudest of 
human titles, “honest men.’’ 

Forty-three years after the settlement of 
Jamestown, William Ball came to the king’s 
colony in the New World. His family was 
well known in Britain and they possessed 
heraldic marks of distinction described as 
follows: ‘““The escutcheon has a lion rampant, 
a coat of mail and a shield bearing two lions 
and a fluer-de-lys. The crest is a helmet 
with closed visor. Above the lion is a broad 
bar, half red and half gold. On the scroll 
which belongs to it are the words, Ricscaph tins 
tueri.’ ”’ 

To glance ahead for a few years let us 
imagine the thoughts of young George 
Washington as he gazed on the armorial 
bearings in ancient Wakefield nearly a cen- 
tury later and pondered over the traditions 
of his mother’s family. Did a vision come 
of the days that were to be when he should 
lay the British lion low and make it sue for 
mercy on the inpmortal heights of Yorktown? 
The coat of mail and the shield and the hel- 
met with closed visor were the outward trap- 
pings of the ‘knightly valor he was to dis- 
play at Valley Forge and other Revolutionary 
battlefields. And the quaint Latin words of 
the Ball family motto admonished him to 
make his ambitions for service to his country 
as high as the heavens themselves. 

William Ball’s son, Joseph Ball, when he 
reached man’s éstate married a dark-eyed 
Virginia belle and started in life on a small 
plantation. There was born to his good wife 
ahd himself in 1706 a baby girl they called 
Mary, nicknamed, however, by family and 


friends when she grew into adorable child- 


hood ‘The Rose of Epping Forest.” 
When, Mary Ball grew to young woman- 


Landes. “there ‘won introduce Setephe, Ball. Jn 


tleman—a aiditowes with two sons—August- 
ine Washington by name. A romance 
sprang up between fhem and ‘when, with 
deference and courtly words Col. Augustine 
Washington pressed his suit, Miss Mary Ball 
dropped him a courtesy and said, “Yes, and 
thank you, sir.” 

The wedding took place in London and 
Mary Ball’s stepsons, Lawrence and Au- 
gustine Wahington, were pages. Soo after- 
ward a happy little quartet embarked on one 
of the king’s sailing vessels for America. 
Col. Washington took his bride to his West- 
moreland County estate, Wakefield Manor. 
The sleepy Potomac rolled by almost at its 
doors and Mistress Mary Washington, happy 
in her restoration to Virginia, in her loving 
new husband and a budding and precious 
hope in her heart was content, 

On February 11 (old calendar), 1732, the 
hope realized itself into one George Wash- 
ington, an infant lusty of voice and with a 
prodigious appetite for such a small person. 
Sixteen months later another baby was born 
to Col. and Mrs. Washington, a girl, who 
was promptly called Betty. Her proud 
16-month-old brother, George, adopted her 
in the cradle for his own, and throughout 
their lives’ they were playmates and com- 
panions. Four other children came to fill the 
sturdy Washington cradle—Samuel, Charlies, 
John Augustine and baby Mildred, who 
had died in infancy—but George and Betty 
were comrades in every sense of the word. 
We can picture Betty, a sun-bonneted, snub- 
nosed girl, standing by as George cut down 
the famous cherry tree; she probably cheered 
him on when he threw the stone across the 
Potomac, sharing “each other’s sorrows, 
sharing each other’s joys.” History is silent 
on the subject of whether she went with 
brother George to Master Hobby’s school in 
Falmouth, but we do have the record of her

fine apartment in an expensive automobile. 
When she was finally caught stealing an ex- 
pensive fur piece which she concealed be- 
neath her coat, and investigation revealed 
several thousands of dollars wofth of stolen 
property at her place of residence, the family 
came to her rescue and she never faced trial. 
There are all kinds of shoplifters. They 


will take little objects worth 10. or 15 
cents for the sheer thrill of stealing, and with 
equal facility will “lift” jewelry, furs or simi- 
lar expensive articles worth considerable 
‘money, even though they know that they can 
never realize on them, 
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The place for money 
in the hand. 


ND there is another side to shoplifting. 

Difring the first days of the holiday rush 
a department store detective spied a woman 
hiding a toy worth perhaps 50 cents, under 
her coat. As she attempted to leave the store 
she was politely requested to step into the 
manager’s office and immediately broke down 
and confessed to the theft. She explained 
that her financial prospects indicated that 
Santa Claus would not visit her little boy 
this year and she had taken a chance on steal- 
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was brought up with a strong realization of 
duty “in that state of life into which it’ had 
pleased God to call her.” 


But events were soon to change life at 

Pine Grove farm. Col. Augustine Washing- 
ton died and Mistress Washington was left 
with young folk on her hands to train and 
educate. She was adequate to the task and 
George was sent to his brother in Westmore- 
land County, where he was taught by a cer- 
tain Mr. Williams. The next year he re- 
turned to Pine Grove Farm and began to 
study again with good Parson Marye. In 
1745 his elder brother Lawrence Washing- 
ton, sent for him to join him at Mount Ver- 
non, his palatial residence on the Potomac, 
and the future father of his country never 
lived at home again. 
« Betty V’ashington missed her playmate 
brother very much. But fate also had new 
things in store for her, the realization of 
the dreams of maidemhood. 


In 1746, a new family came into the lit- 
tle colony of Fredericksburg. It was com- 
posed of Fielding Lewis, of Gloucester 
County, and his young wife, Catherine Wash- 
ington, a cousin of the Washingtons of Pine 
Grove Farm. Fielding Lewis. was a man of 
parts, a colonel of militia, a member of the 
House of Burgesses and a wealthy merchant 
with large landed estates. After his coming 
to Fredericksburg he became a vestryman of 
St. George’s Church there. Naturally the 
Lewises and the Washingtons were much 
thrown together, for they were all cousins, 
their grandmothers being sisters, the daugh- 
ters of Augustine Warner, first speaker cf 
the Virginia House of Burgesses. 

Three years later death cast its shadow 
on Fielding Lewis and his young wife, Cath- 
erine died, leaving one little boy, John. His 
grief was great. The Washington cousins 
did their utmost to solace him. After some

ing a toy or two to insure him a merry Christ- 
mas. She never went to court and in addi- 
tion, was given an opportunity to earn enough 
to insure a visit from Santa. 

But cases like this aré scarce, the detective 
explained. Mostly the people who are caught 
stealing are actuated by a deliberate purpose 
to beat the stores out of something, or else 
are professionals who steal purely for gain, 
selling their stolen articles to some fence. 
On this class of persons the stores have no 
mercy, because each store in the city loses a 
considerable sum every year through thefts, 
and each one is doing all possible to prevent 
this loss. 

Strangely enough, the principal source of 
thefts in many of the larger cities—goods 
taken by employes of the stores—is a negli- 
gible quantity here. An official of one of 
the department stores explains this fact by 
the system of hiring in vogue here. Every 
employe must be vouched for by some one 
who is known, personally or by reputation, 
to the employment department of the store. 

“We try to make our employes into one 
big family,” this official explained, ‘‘and by 
our system‘ of handling employes, we try to 
get each ons personally interested in the 
store, This gives them an interest in affairs 
and each is jealously guarding his. or her 
section so that it is practically impossible 
for a person, even if he or she were inclined 
to be light fingered, to get away with any- 
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real love and the wedding plans were made. 
~ We ean be sute that brother George at 
Mount Vernon was told the great news first 
of all. He had wholesome respect for his 
cousin Lewis and gave his consent. Further- 
more, when they were married, May 7, 1750, 
the 18-year-old George Washington came in 
a coach and four from Mount Vernon, brave 
in wedding attire, and gave his sister away. 

Now all went merry as a marriage bell. 
Fielding Lewis set about the pleasant task 
of building a néw home for his bride. In 
February, 1752, he bought the land on which 
Kenmore Mansion now stands, a tract sur- 
veyed by George Washington just home from 
the Barbadoes. The mansion he planned to 
build was to rank with the best in that sec- 
tion of the Old Dominion. Built of brick the 
walls were to be two feet thick, perfectly pro- 
portioned. Beautifully finished wood work set 
off the interior. George Washington was 
heartily interested in all the details of the 
new home for his darling sister Betty. It is 
said that he suggested the beautiful stucco 
work, mantels and ceilings of Kenmore which 
were done at later date, however. Tradition 
also cherishes the story that after the battle 
of Trenton, December 26, 1776, George 
Washington, then Gen. Washington, sent two 
Hessian prisoners of War, artisans, to his 
sister Betty in Fredeficksburg, and that the 
lovely ceilings and mantels were their work. 
To teach his nephews to beware of flatterers 
Gen. Washington is said to have personally 
designed the over mantél in the reception 
room which depicts the fable of the fox, the 
crow and the piece of cheese. About this 
time Lawrence Washington died and George 
seems to have spent much time in Fredericks- 
burg with his sister and his- mother. Ken- 


more claimed more and more of his attention 


and hé,is credited with having planted some 
of the trees and shrubs with which its grounds 
are now adorned. For instance, it is said 
that the horse chestnuts were brought from 


Ohio and planted at Kenmore by semee | 


Washington. 
| When Betty ‘Lewis in accordance with the 
wholesome custom of- the times had a large. 
family of eleven children—five of them died 
six lived. Their Uncle George Wash- 
ingto was their comrade and chum even as 
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thing. ‘There are too many loyal employes 
on watch, many of them having been with us 
for a long term of years, to make attempted 
theft by an employe profitable.”’ 

The police department is organized to make 
it hard for the professional crook to opérate 
here this year. All suspicious charactérs are 
carefully, if unostentatiously, watched’ and 
the first move any of them makes toward 
crime results in an arrest and investigation. 

There is a movement under way to seek 
the passage of a bill by Congress providing 
more stringent vagrancy laws, under which it 
will be possible for the police to round up 
known or suspected crooks, and there is a 
possibility that a law on the order of the 
Baumes law of New York will also be asked. 

Maj. Hesse is in favor of this last ndméd 
action, which provides that any one convicted 
for a fourth offense of a felonious nature 
automatically receives a life sentence. This 
law has done much to reduce crime in New 
York State, it is pointed out, although the 
other Statés are suffering to a certain extent 
through the operation of the Baumes law, 
because criminals with any record are leaving 
and centering their operations in other States 
where the laws are not so stringent. 

But in the meantime, with the law in op- 
eration elsewhere and not here, there are 
prospects of visits from the light-fingered 
gentry and the Capital Christmas shopper is 
advised to ‘“‘beware of pickpockets.” 
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youagsters. He often romped with them 
and the dogs and ponies of Kenmore. Some 
one has said as a proof of the love these 
children had for him that their descendants 
all claim that his or her ancestor was the 
favorite nephew or niece of George Wash- 
ington. 

Fielding Lewis, like his great brother-in- 
law, was a true patriot. He established a 
manufactory of small arms at Fredericksburg 
in 1775 which furnished guns for the Con- 
tinental Army and from his‘own private for- 
tune Col. Lewis furnished $35,000 to carry 
on this vital enterprise for which he was 
never reimbursed. Besides this he main- 
tained and equipped regiments. 

The war strain and overwork proved fatal 
to Col. Lewis’ health. Little by little, he 
failed in physical health. Betty Washington 
Lewis sat by bravely, watching her romance 
come slowly to its end. The day the battle 
of Yorktown was fought with his guns, Field- 
ing Lewis died and the idol of Kenmore was 
over.

Bogoslof this season said, however, 
that the entire island appeared to be 
afire. 

“Smoke and steam were issuing 
from every part of it and many huge 
cracks could be seen;” said Henning 
Plaun, Danish Consul in Seattle. He 
passed within 3 miles of Bogoslof. To 
him it looked as though the island 
was an inferno. 

“Hundreds of sea lions were in the 
water off shore roaring as if pro- 
test against the burning of their is- 
land home,” he said. “We could hear 
them 6 miles away.” 

From a distance the topographical 
appearance of Bogoslof has _ not 
changed much since Perry or McCul- 
loch Island exploded and disappeared 
in 1907. A low-lying crater rim, 
which has risen where McCulloch Is- 
land sank, now incloses a small lake 
with a low islet in its center. Tests 
made during a comparatively quiet 
period showed the temperature of the 
water to be about 80 degrees in the 
lake, but at other times the open ocean 
for a radius of 2 to 4 miles around has 
boiled. : 

Plaun observed that the water was 
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discolored and gave off a strong smell 
of sulphur. 

“On two large rock surfaces several 
acres in extent and several hundred 
feet higl, which remain on each end 
of Bogoslof, sea birds live about steaming 
holes in the ground and when disturbed they 
start up, sending showers of rock and shale. 

“Bogoslof is considered the most Yremark- 
able volcano in the world,” says Arthur New- 
ton Pack, president of the American Nature 
Association. “It has a record of pushing peaks 
up out of the sea at regular intervals or swal- 
lowing them up again. 

“Plant life has been unable to find room on

weekly throughout America. 

If these figures are correct, and certainly 
they are large, this means that almost the en-

This is a situation which makes the church- 
man stop and think. > Let one consider how 
these institutions are influencing the ideas 
and ideals of our growing youth and he will 
realize that here is a force at work more 
potent for good or ill than any other one 
force in our country. 

We may expect much from the introduc- 
tion of drama into churches and schools. In 
addition to the educational value of the dra- 
matic method to the church itself, there are 
certain by-products which will in the long 
run affect profoundly the commercial] stage 
and screen, If we are to have a generation 
of producers, playwrights, actors and ac- 
tresses who will stand for the higher things 
in dramatic art, we must preparé for them. 

By means of drama in schools and churches 
we will discover talent which will work its 
way to the top, just as many of the great 
singers got their first inspiration and en- 
couragement in the church choir. Moreover, 
dramatic taste will be cultivated that will not 
tolerate the cheap drama. now often given in 
the name of “‘what the people want.’’ 

The policy of the churches toward the com- 
mercial drama, should be one of discriminat- 
ing support. There are plays and pictures 
which are worth while; these should be 
sought out and brought to the attention of 
the public who desire such productions, and 
their number is great, all statements to the 
contrary notwithstanding. There: are play- 
wrights, producers, actors and actresses who 


are striving for better things and who desire 


to make the theater a creative force in/so- 
ciety; these the churches should encourage 


_ by featuring their plays and pictures through 


channels of church news, 

With such an alignment of forces it is not 
difficult to see what can be done to better 
dramatic conditions. The sordid productions 
will then begin to disappear. We can make 
our play and picture houses places of whole- 
some entertainment and instruction to which 
we can point with pride and to which we can 


permit our children to go as readily as to the

The Truth About Cancer 


Below are printed the last of the series of short authorized articles on cancer, 
begun two weeks ago. These articles have been prepared for the American So- 
ciety for the Control of Cancer and are sponsored by the society. 


THE CURABILITY OF CANCER. 


Many cases of cancer can be cured 

and many more prevented if the public 
will give its full cooperation to the 
medical profession, which is striving 
against the cancer scourge. Also a 
large number of cases which are too 
far advanced for cure can be relieved 
and the end postponed by relying upon 
the advice and care which skilled phy- 
éicians can render. 
Just how many cases of cancer can 
be prevented or cured depends upon 
many factors. Reliable statistics upon 
this subject do not exist. Some estab- 
lished facts and some sound working 
opinions, however, are warranted with 
reference to it. 

There should be practically no deaths 
from cancer of the skin. 

Cancer of the lip and cancer inside of 
the mouth give warnings which, if 
heeded in time, make them capable of 
cyre in the large majority of cases. The 
danger signal of cancer of the skin, 
mouth or lip is a sore which will not 
heal, a hard white patch, or a scaly red 
discoloration. 

Cancer of the breast has signals 
~ Which are not difficult for the person 


who is attacked to notice. The, prin- 
cipal one is a persistent and often very 
small, painless lump. If treated prompt- 


ly and properly by a competent surgeon, 
a great many cases of cancer of the 
breast can-be made well. 

Cancer of the digestive tract and fe- 
male genital organs can frequently be 
detected and cured, providing the dan- 
ger signals which every one should 
know are recognized in time and the 
resources of the medical profession are 
fully availed of. The danger signals of 
cancer of the lower end of the digestive 
tract and of the female genital. organs 
are irregularities in the normal func- 
tions of those parts which can not be 
satisfactorily explained on any other 
theory than that of cancer. 

Cancer of the stomach is not neces- 
Sarily fatal, as is popularly supposed. 
Many instances can be cited of pa- 
tients who have been made well, pro- 
viding they did not delay too long be- 
fore applying for medical aid. The 
principal danger signal of cancer of 


the stomach is persistent and unac- 
countable indigestion.

He may even run 
what he calls a cancertorium. 


while the Majors are only three-card- 
ers, the hand has the strength and 
characteristics which justify an infor- 
matory double. 

When answering the double, the 
partner of the doubler, as a general 


rule, should do so with his longest suit. 
When Third Hand bids over the dou- 
ble, the doubler’s partner is n 
obliged to answer at all; and bidding 
under such circumstances would show 
considerable strength. When South 
bids, West doubles and North passes. 
East may be so strong that he feels 
justified in passing for a penalty. That 
pass is called the “Business Pass” and 
will be discussed later. But when 
Third Hand passes Second Hand’s dou- 
ble and Fourth Hand is not strong 
enough for a Business Pass, Fourth 
Hand must bid; the greater his weak- 
ness the more essential the take-out. 
When he does bid, he selects his long 
suit unless he has two suits of equal 
length; then he selects the stronger, 
except in the case in which one of the 
equal length long suits is a Major and 
the other a Minor. In that event he 
should name the Major, even when the 
Minor is the stronger. 

At a love score when a dependable 
player has doubled and the answerer 
of the double has a four-card Major— 
and especially when he has -any 
strength in it or in his side hand— 
there is a chance for game at the Ma- 
jor, but probably very little chance at 
the Minor; .it is much easier to take 
ten tricks than eleven. This theory of 
answering with the Major is therefore 
catried even further. When the an- 
swerer has a hand which contains a 
four-card Major and a five-card Minor, 
he still should answer with the Major, 
even although the Minor is stronger 
and longer. That, however, is as far 
as the favoring of the Major should 
go. As petween a weak Major and a 
stronger six-card Minor, the prefer- 
ence should be ziven to the Minor; but 
@ strong four-card Major should not 
be overlooked. 

It is in consequence of this doctrine 
of giving preference in the answer to 
the Major that it is important that the 
doubler should be sure that his Majors 
are in shape to be played, even if the 
partner make a weak four-card an- 
swer.

Frenchmen Joyful 
Over Whiter Bread 


Paris, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—The French- 
man who does not live by bread alone, 


but very nearly, is smiling again. In- 
stead of the yellow, soggy mass of 
wheat flour, maize, barley, potatoes, 
é&c., necessitated by last year’s poor 
crop, he is to have again a loaf ap- 
proximating to the dazzling whiteness 
of prewar times. 

The much improved yield of the pres- 
ent year has enabled Minister of Agri- 
culture Queuille to issue a decree re- 
ducing the percentage of substitutes 
to be incorporated in bread flour from 
10 to 6 per cent and authorizing rye 
only as added substitute. In addition 
millers must gradually reduce the bolt- 
ing rate, permitting the manufacture of 
a better quality flour without increase 
in price. 


English Critics Hit 
At New U.S. “Blues” 


London, Dec. 17 (A.P.).—British dra- 
matic critics are fed up on American 
songs about the blues. The Hallelujah 
song in “Hit the Deck” rubbed many 
of them raw, and they have lambasted 
it very generally, taking the position 
that it isn’t good taste to raid the 
sacred oratorios and even the Bible in 
search of a musical comedy remedy for 
the blues.

Standard suggests that. all American 
drama should be accompanied by “the 
blews,” just as Spanish and Russian 
‘dramas have incidental music charac- 
teristic of those two countries.
